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Charles 
floods in 
Auburndale 

Six homes on Malvern Terrace in 
Auburndale had severely flooded 
basements late Tuesday morning as 
result of the Charles River flooding 
because of an ice jam at the Waltham 
dam. 

Flooding also closed the low middle 
section of Rumford Avenue and Lyons 
Park in Auburndale. 

James Lombard of 1 Malvern Ter. 
reported that the river which is at the 
back of his property rose four feet in 
about six hours before it reached its peak 
at 11 a.m. 

He praised the city for its quick action 
in getting to his house with pumps 
Tuesday to help empty two feet of water 
from his basement. 

One resident in the area was reported 
to have said this was the first flooding in 
25 years from the river. 

Rita Barron of the Charles River 
Watershed Association in Auburndale, 
was at ‘he Waltham dam and reported 
that the basement in her office on 2391 
Commonwealth Ave. was also flooded. 

She explained that the quick freeze 
following the warm rain Monday resulted 
in the freezing of the muddy flash boards 
on the sides of the river that usually help 
control high river conditions. 

The large chunks of ice that blocked the 
dam two miles downstream from 
Auburndale were formed by small blocks 
of ice breaking off upstream in the warm 
weather, then growing downstream as 
the temperature dropped. 

Metropolitan District Commissioner 
John F. Snedeker said at the dam 
Tuesday that he first heard of the 
problem at 7.15 a.m. About two hours 
later a crane was called in to break the 
ice by using a chain and block of cement. 

The ice was finally broken up by noon 
and MDC boats began breaking up the ice 
upstream from the dam. 

Commissioner Snedeker said there had 
been flood warnings posted for a week 
before the incident. 

After surveying the length of the river 
in the MDC helicopter, Snedeker said the, 
Waltham dam was the worst of any] 
problems. 

The river basin was kept low for the 
past week and absorbed the sudden surge 
of water after the dam was flowing again. 

Several docks on the edge of the river 
near Rte. 128 were also damaged.

Johnston 
to appeal 
life term 

A lawyer will appeal the conviction of 
Richard Allan Johnston, 19, of Lower 
Falls, for first degree murder handed 
down by a Middlesex County Superior 
Court jury last week. 

Johnston was sentenced to life im¬ 
prisonment at Walpole Prison by Judge 
Harry Zarrow for the murder of cab 
driver Robert McGettigan tft the Holiday 
Inn in Lower Falls on Jan. 15, 1975. 

After an argument with McGettigan 
about a cab fare, Johnston shot the 19- 
year-old Watertown man six times at 
close range with a .22 caliber single-shot 
rifle. 

Defense lawyer John P. White of 
Boston argued that Johnston was insane 
and drunk at the time of the slaying. 

Dr. Bernard Yudowitz supported 
White's contention that Johnston of 5 
Hallron Rd. is a chronic schizophrenic 
paranoiac. 

Prosecutor Daniel P. O'Connell told the 
jury that the cruel killing should only 
result in a conviction of first degree 
murder. 

O'Connell had two psychiatrists testify 
Dial Johnston was legally sane but ad¬ 
mittedly liad emotional problems at the 
time of the slaying. 


By a unanimous vote Monday night, the 
Board of Aldermen gave Joseph 
McMullin permission to continue 
operation of his gas station and truck 
rental business, ending a long and often 
bitter fight. 

McMullin, who operates a station on 
Route 9, Newton Highlands, had been 
operating the truek-and trailer-rental 
business without permissive use for more 
than 25 years. 

During the last year, McMullin did 
many of the improvements ordered by 
the Board of Aldermen, but when it gave 
him permissive use which it later 
rescinded after McMullin refused to 
comply with all conditions. 

Negotiation with the Planning 
Department recently resulted in the 
changing of some conditions and the 
removal of others. The major point at - 
issue was the number of vehicles allowed 
to be stored on the property,' which was 
resolved by Planning Director Charles 
Thomas’s suggestion that a certain space 
be allowed for vehicle storage, with no 
reference to number of vehicles. 

Aid. Matthew Jefferson wanted to hold 
the number to "some reasonable num¬ 
ber," and to make that number 10 trucks 
and 10 trailers during the winter and 15 of 
each during the summer. 

Aid. James Miller opposed Jefferson's 
proposed amendment. "There is a clear 
distinction," he said, “between 


restrictive and enabling legislation. I 
would fee! badly about promoting 
restrictions." 

After Jefferson’s suggestion failed to be 
approved, Aid. Susan Schur commented 
that she felt the three-year permissive 
use was too long, and proposed only two 
years until the matter had to be acted on 
again by the Board of Aldermen. 

Her amendment passed the Board by a 
12-11 vote. 

In other land use matters, the Eliot 
Church was given permissive use to allow 
part of its church to lie occupied by a local 
newspaper, the Newton Times, a non¬ 
profit corporation. 

Efforts by some aldermen to attack the 
validity of the nonprofit status failed, and 
the matter was dealt with strictly on a 
land use basis. 

A decision of the city solicitor that the 
petition was properly before the Board of 
Aldermen and a finding by the Planning 
Department that there was no detriment 
to the neighborhood from the presence of 
the newspaper offices led to the 18-5 
favorable vote. 

Other items acted on by the Board 
include an appropriation of $1.24 million 
to the Fire Department to implement the 
new contract and appropriations from 
budget reserve and surplus totaling 
$250,000 for overtime in the Street 
Department .

Mayor against

"I have not made a definite decision 
about running for Congress this year," 
Mayor Theodore Mann said this week. 

But reports from other sources indicate 
that the mayor lias told several people 
quite recently that he will oppose Cong. 
Robert Drinan in the Fourth District this 
year. 

At the end of 1977 Mayor Mann will 
have completed six years as mayor of 
Newton. 

Some people think he is feeling out his 
chances to be elected Congressman. 

Others remember that two years ago 
the same rumors were circulating, 
Speculation has been building for some 
time aland what Mann’s intentions are 
politically. 

When the recently elected Board of 
Aldermen was caucusing to choose its 
new president, Mann reportedly told 
some aldermen tliat whoever they chose 
would wind up being mayor. 

The Board president, Joseph 
McDonnell, was not the mayor's choice to 
he his heir. 

If Mayor Mann resigns before the last 
nine months of his term, a special elec¬ 
tion must be held lo elect a new mayor. If 
a mayor resigns during the hist nine 
months of hi? term the Board of Aider- 
men must elect an alderman mayor. 

The only way a Board president can 
become mayor automatically is for a 
mayor simply to absent himself and not 
formally resign. 

The most recent Newton resident to pit 
himself against the formidable Drinan 
was present School Committee chairman 
Alvin Mandell, who was the Republican 
standard-bearer in 1974.

Conservationists and friends of the 
Newton Public Library turned out at the 
second hearing on the Newton Junior 
College site and Peabody School site ttf 
testify for preservation of these sites 
before the mayor's ad hoc committee to 
study alternative uses of empty 
buildings. 

Both the college and the school will be 
closed in June and there are few who wish 
to see the school buildings left empty for 
fear of destruction by vandals. 

The committee had recommended that 
Newton Junior College's Claflin Hall and 
Administration Hall be "reserved for a 
main library unless and until another site 
is found." They also set a five year limit 
on this reservation. 

During this time some kind of interim 
use was to be investigated.

Newton takes 
MBTA to task 

Newton is beginning to take a hard line 
with the MBTA. 

Since the public hearing late last year 
on the express bus service, Mayor 
Theodore Mann and Planning Director 
Charles Thomas have been outspoken in 
their criticism of the way decisions are 
made by the MBTA and of equipment and 
service. 

Most recently, Thomas has complained 
about the "bunching" of streetcars on Ihe 
Riverside line, which results in waits as 
long as 40 minutes, he says. 

Green Line riders have known this for 
years, hut individual complaints to the 
MBTA have accomplished nothing. 

Now, an MBTA review of service in 
Newton coupled with Thomas's 
aggressive approach to the MBTA and his 
position as Newton's representative on 
the MBTA advisory board may ac¬ 
complish some improvements. 

Improvements are needed to com¬ 
pensate for the fact that the vaunted new 
cars for the Riverside line, that were due 
early last year, will not be coming until 
this fall, and then only a few. 

Thomas may finally achieve what 
every bus rider has wanted and com¬ 
plained about for years — destination 
signs at the hack of buses so that people 
will not have to run for the wrong bus — 
and may even get adequate marking of 
bus stops. 

Thomas says that the fact that the 
MBTA assessment to Newton will in¬ 
crease from $1 3 million to $2.8 million 
next year is not the prime force in the new 
attitude of the city toward the MBTA. 

But to the mayor' faced with an ever- 
increasing budget engorged with costs 
out of his control, must be feeling that at 
least he might as well try to get some of 
his money's worth out of the MBTA. 

Thomas is not exactly soliciting 
complaints on MBTA service, but 
recognizes that he and the Planning 
Department are more likely to have an 
impact than is an individual. 

Thomas says that citizens should send 
written complaints with as much 
documentation as possible to him at City 
Hall.

Why aren't girts 
active in sports?

Challenging a long-standing claim that 
girls nonparticipation in sports athletic 
programs is due to a lack of interest, the 
Newton chapter of the National 
Organization for Women undertook a 
study of the sports program in the junior 
released high and high schools. Their 
recently results reveal School have lo 
carefully review programs at all levels to 
ferret out why the girls don't participate 
in athletics. It is not lack of interest, they 
say. # 

The members preface the study by 
stating that "by Junior High many girls 
have learned a lesson begun in early 
childhood; girls are not expected to excel 
in sports. . that belongs to hoys and men. 
We believe girls will respond only when 
they see their participation is valued by 
Ihe school as is participation of boys.” 

Believing that elementary school is 
where these attitudes begin, the mem¬ 
bers of the task force recommend "better 
training for girls in the lower grades" 
asserting then ,'their ability to play and 
compete successfully with the heretofore 
highly trained males should be greatly 
enhanced." 

The task force spent over a year in¬ 
terviewing administrators, teachers' 
coaches and students. A questionaire was 
used lo survey the girls. NOW was aided 
in the final design of the questionaire by 
Dr Vincent Silluzio of the school 
department. With the questionaire they 
reached 2,536 girls, 

They surveyed qirls in grades seven to 
12 at Bigelow, Day, Meadowbrook, 
Warren, Weeks, Newton North High 


School and Newton South High School. 

Bigelow , Warren and Weeks had the 
highest percentage return while South 
had the lowest response, 37 percent. 

.The number of qirls responding were 
as follows: Bigelow, 246 Day, 316; 
Meadowbrook, 238; Warren’395; Weeks, 
329; Newton North' 771 and Newton Soutn 
South, 241. The percentage of the 
responders actively involved in after 
school sports ranged from M.5 percent lo 
70 percent. 

When those girls who did not par¬ 
ticipate were asked why, only 21 percent 
indicated they did not participate due lo 
lack a! interest. Twenty-five percent said 
non-parlicipation was due to work after 
school: 25percent said they had too much 
homework and 28 percent attributed non¬ 
participation to other activities. 

Judith Davidson, former athletic in¬ 
structor at Newton North High School 
disputed the NOW figures saying that ihe 
glris lack committment. She said "yes, 
the girls have the interest to come i ul 
once or twice, hut not every afternoon... 
they are involved in many things in Ihe 
community." 

Who's responsible? Davidson says not 
the public schools Newton South girls 
athletics head, Lenore Hershey, said in 
an interview last year that parents were 
responsible. They have not accepted the 
idea of pushing girls onto a team., we • 
must condition them and educate 
people's attitudes.”

The West Metro Council will 
coordinate plans for new health 
services in 20 West suburban 
communities, including 
Newton, review existing 
services, and make recom¬ 
mendations for the moder¬ 
nization, construction, or 
conversion of medical 
facilities, and develop 
recommendations for new 
health delivery systems which 
will be incorporated into a 
comprehensive health plan 
which HPCGB is developing 
for the Boston area. 

The West Metro Health 
Council will have 49 elected 
members, 29 consumers and 20 
health providers.

Consumers will be 
elected by current HPCGB 
members residing in the metro 
area. Once consumers are 
elected, health providers will 
be elected to the West Metro 
Health Council. 

Provider members will 
represent various aspects of 
the health system, such as 
teaching instititions, health 
facilities, health insurers, 
mental health interests, health 
professions, or related 
professions. Provider can¬ 
didates may either reside in 
the metro area or provide 
health services in one of the 
metro communities. Consumer 
candidates must reside in one 
of the metro communities.

White, after the incident, 
swore out complaints against

teenagers involved in the in¬ 
cident. 

Schmidlein and Bosworth 
were charged with assault and

Steven Marcus, 19, of Newton 
Centre; and Robert Tedeschi, 
18, of Newton Highlands. 

On Jan. 20, White sought 
additional complaints against 
Frawley and Del Campo for 
assault and battery with a 
dangerous weapon. 

At a bench conference with 
the judge, lawyers agreed to 
the finding of innocent for all 
involved. 

In announcing the verdict, 
Judge Tuttle warned them all 
of their legal obligations in any 
kind of problem situation. 

“You have an obligation to 
lurn around and run," he said 
repeated twice. 

"The only time you have any 
right to use any violence is if 
you are in a comer. Then you 
can push off the assailant and 
escape," the judge said. 

Judge Tuttle aLso told the 
eight that there had been an 
altercation and the innocent 
finding “Is not assigning any 
fault and is not exonerating 
anyone."

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Real estate revaluation 
starts rolling again 


The impasse over the city's 
real estate revaluation 
program has apparently come 
to an end. 

According to City Solicitor 
Howard I<evine, Cole-I-ayer- 
Truinble, the revaluation firm 
hired in 1973, has installed the 
computer aspect of the 
revaluation data in City Hall, 
and is preparing to test out the 
revaluation data for 
assessment by the dty. 

It is possible, Irvine said this 
week, that the city will be able 
to meet the June 30 court- 
imposed deadline for com¬ 
pletion of the real estate 
revaluation. 

The June 30 date is an ex¬ 
tension of one year beyond the 
original date set by the court in 
a taxpayer suit to force to the 
city to revalue all its real 
estate in order to achieve 
equity in assessments and 
taxes, 


The city convinced the court 
last summer that Cole-Layer- 
Trumble had not completed its 
job according to contract and 
needed more time, and that the 
city would need more time to 
evaluate the firm's revaluation 
program. 

Under terms of an 
agreement signed by all 
parties except Mayor Mann, 
who is waiting for one final 
detail. Cole-Iayer-Trumble Ls 
to show that the revaluation 
data arc usable by the city's 
computer system and train the 
city's data-processing per¬ 
sonnel before the final 
payment of $88,500 is made by 
the city.

While the job fair is expected 
to prove particularly useful to 
present CETa public service 
jobholders, CETA Director 
Charles F. Miller reported that 
the event is open to interested 
west suburban job hunters. 

The job fair illuminates 
Newton Area CETA’s role as 
link between the public and 
private employment sectors, 
according to Miller. He said the 
fair is intended to benefit 
certain CETA employees 
whose jobs are expected to 
phase down in coming months 
and employers in need of 
competent people with good, 
current job experience. 

Directing the placement 
effort is Newton Area CETA 
public service employment 
coordinator Alfred E. 
DiBenedetti. The coordinator 
noted that CETA files contain 
unusual and diversified job 
strengths. Professions and 
skills represented by present 
public service jobholders in¬ 
clude engineer, administrative 
assistant, mechanic, 
secretary, clerk, laborer, etc., 
lie said. 

DiBendetti emphasized that 
interviewing will be on a first- 
come, first-served basis and 
that there is no cost to the 
participating firms.

Second thoughts 


Volpe won't run 

Former Governor John A. Volpe, now 
the U.S, Ambassador to Italy, has decided 
he will not challenge Senator Edward M. 
Kennedy in next November’s election. 

Volpe, who has been able to draw sup¬ 
port from Democrats of Italian origin in all 
his election campaigns, had been con¬ 
sidered the Republican who could make the 
strongest run against Ted Kennedy. 

Now the members of the Republican 
State Committee are conducting a search 
for someone to carry their party’s banner 
against Senator Kennedy later this year. 

Their first choice appears to be Avi 
Nelson of West Roxbury, the popular talk- 
master on radio station WHDH. Nelson is a 
conservative Republican, but he has been 
so forceful in his opposition to compulsory 
school busing he would be assured of 
polling a good vote in a number of Boston’s 
Democratic strongholds. 

Whether Nelson would consent to enter 
the senatorial contest is uncertain. In addi¬ 
tion to his five-night-a-week radio 
program, he also makes weekly 
appearances on television and is in demand 
as a public speaker. 

One big problem is that the Republican 
party is in a state of disorganization in 
Massachusetts. It has no real leadership. 
Senator Edward W. Brooke is the state’s 
top GOP leader, but he spends most of his 
time in Washington. 

Brooke went through the motions last 
year of shaking up the Republican State 
Committee, but he does not appear to have 
accomplished much of anything in that 
body, most of whose members are not 
tuned in to the thinking of the average 
Massachusetts voter. 

Some political observers believe 
Massachusetts is well on its way to 
becoming a one-party state, in which even 
Brooke will have difficulty surviving. 

Controlling controls 

True to his state of the state speech, last 
week. Governor Michael Dukakis has filed 
bills to abolish controls on liquor and milk. 
The liquor industry is controlled by the state 
— Alcoholic Beverage Control Commission and 
milk by the Milk Control Board. 

These boards were originally created, no 
doubt, in the spirit of protecting the con¬ 
sumer but are now hard core bureaucracies, 
captives of the system and the industries 
they had been designed to regulate. 

Their function has literally been reduced 
to price control. This restricts competitive 
pricing and therefore that one major func¬ 
tion does not serve the best interests of the 
consumer. 

Cities and towns throughout the state 
have the necessary boards and commissions 
to deal with any regulatory measures 
necessary. The various community health 
departments, planning boards, licensing 
boards, and zoning boards can exert the 
necessary control at the local level. 

Dukakis has been criticized throughout 
the state by the press, including some harsh 
statements on these pages, for his notorious 
campaign promise of ‘no new taxes’ and his 
refusal to acknowledge the tax burden that 
would have to be placed upon the citizens of 
the commonwealth by prior administrations 
and legislative bodies. 

In fairness, we offer the governor our 
good wishes in taking this step, small as it 
may seem, to assault the bureaucratic 
system that has a strn anglehold on our lives.

They attacked us 
first last time, and we'U get if we're in a 
pinch, the Jump on them this time. In 
fact, we can get them first, then hit the 
Chinese ana Ruskies before anyone 
knows what’s happening. 

Cong. Cash: Even before Congress? 

Gen. Hazzard: Heck no, Congressman, 
we always tell you genUemen what we're 
doing. We told you about the bombing of 
North Vietnam 20 minutes after the 
planes took off from 

Cong. Cash: Well, there is another 
problem, General. Some of my con- 
sUtuents are concerned about the $1 
billion price tag. Could it be you named 
the B-1 after the amount of money it will 
cost? 

Gen. Hazzard: Normally, it would have 
been the B-53, to follow the B-52, but Gen, 
Jekyll recently turned 53 and we were 
afraid of hurting his feelings. 

Cong. Cash: That may be, but my staff 
has thoroughly researched this plane of

Cash: Hew long before this plane 
is operational’’ 

Gen. Hazzard: Now, that's easy. With 
immediate approval from Congress and a 
no-bid contract, it would be three to five 
years. If we have some lengthy debates 
and require bids from all these com¬ 
panies, it would be five to seven years. 


are they doing? 

Gen. Hazzard: Don’t worry, we’ve 
already got a study for a B-2 Bomber 
underway. If they match our B-1 
capabilities , we can OOBI them. 

Cong. Cash: OOBI’’ 

Gen. Hazzard: Overhaul our bomber 
immediately. 

Cong Cash: Of course, forgive me. 

Gen. Hazzard. We’ve also developed a 
touring system for CFTP's. 


Cong. Cash: What? 

Gen. Hazzard: Congressman Friendly 
to the Pentagon. 

Cong. Cash: Well, you have certainly 
given me all the information I need to 
know. Most importantly, I'm concerned 
that if you don't get this plane up in the 
air soon, it will cost each of my con¬ 
stituents $2,000 in taxes. 

Gen. Hazzard: Don’t worry about that 
too much, Congressman. President Ford 
has promised to cut all people programs 
by $3 billion. 

Cong. Cash: Ah, we'll cut back at HEW 
and put the money into the Pentagon for 
this bomber? 

Gen. Hazzard: That's the score. 

Cong. Cash; Score? What does that 
stand for? 

Gen. Hazzard: Nothing. That's the way 
it is. 

Cong. Cash: Then I can tell the people 
they may be a little hungrier this year, 
but America will be stronger. It's worked 
for 30 years. Should be good for another 
reelection. 


Moynihan's cable 


Before I forget to say it, I wish that when Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan retires from public life, a generation hence, he 
will set up an Institute on Cable-Writing. His are the highest 
speciments of the art. They are as lucid as stop-signs, as 
exuberhant as a bursting springhead, as charged with a 
narrative tension as a diplomatic thriller. And know ye all, 
even unto the disbeliever, there Ls in them no limit of 
jargon. In a perfect world Mr. Moynihan's cables would be 
sent directly to the Associated Press, and the scheming 
governors and slavemasters of the world, abandoning other 
fleshly pursuits, would sit back in their thrones and enjoy, 
enjoy. 

Unfortunately, his cables are secret. But every now and 
again one of them leaks out, and one of them has just now 
done so in which many subtle points are made with wit and 
force. What Mr. Moynihan is saying is this: 1) The 
bureaucratic types in the State Department and out of the 
State Department are so shocked by the transfusion of 
candor brought by Moynihan to the United States mission at 
the United Nations that they began early on predicting that 
Moynihan's approach was bound to fail. 

2) Having predicted that it was bound to fail, they are 
nowadays having to defend their own sibylline com¬ 
mitments by insisting that the policies have failed. 3) In 
doing so, they have enlisted the cooperation of lazy hand-out 


processors who relay Inaccurate information. "This 
mission,” Mr. Moynihan ends one paragraph, “does not 
expect such persons to change their minds. We do ask, 
however, that out of a decent respect for their profession 
they stop blabbing to the presss what is not so." 

Moynihan’s thesis Ls that the United States suffers from a 
kind of auto-hypnosis. We are convinced of our irreversible 
drift to meaninglessness. Under the circumstances, we do 
not defend ourselves within the United Nations. Moynihan 
has not been provocative during Ms term as ambassador, 
he says. He has been almost entirely reactive. But if 
someone reacts, after years of comatos inactivity, it looks 
as though he was being provocative, 

He gives a number of examples. Last summer, Moynihan 
found himself talking to the Yugoslav ambassador on the 
committee charged with Decolonization (the so-called 
Committee of 24). It has been proposed by Cuba that that 
Committee admit to membership the Puerto Rican 
liberation Movement, which is slightly less important in 
Puerto Rico than Milton Henry's black separatist 
movement in the United States. Now look, said Moynihan to 
the Yugoslav, how would you like it if the United States 
began to support some Croation liberation movement at the 
United Nations? 

"Well he sure wouldn't. He turned purple and started 
raving about Fascism. In no time our embassy in Belgrade 


was being asked for an explanation of this outrageous 
provocation. Fortunately our Ambassador there was not 
about to be intimated, but it is the fact that the Yugoslav 
reaction was, generally speaking, normal, while our 
willingness to put up with vastly greater provocations has 

been singular.” , . . 

Then there was the occasion when the African countries 
caucused and decided that the implied threat of the United 
States to diminish its annual gifts to those countries that 
voted against us in the UN, and increase its gifts to those 
who were friendly, was of course outrageous - but, on sober 
second thought, the caucus declined to back a vote of 
censure against the United Slates as demanded by Tan¬ 
zania. For the obvious reason. 

Then there was the occasion when our delegate Mr. 
Clarence Mitchell was actually reading off a list of 
prisoners in South Africa - an achievement years in the 
making. But nobody on the floor was paying any attention. 
So our people appended to the South African motion a 
resolution condemning interference by foreign powers in 
Angola: and split the African bloc wide open, greatly to the 
embarrassment of the new colonizers. 

The anti-Israel Genocide vote, Moynihan points out, was 
far smaller than it would have been except for the un¬ 
disguised displeasure of the U.S. mission. If Moynihan is 
correct (he is), things should be so much better next year as 
bitterly to disappoint much of the State Department. 


Ronald Reagan's plan: export poverty Commentary by Gus Tyler 


NF.W YORK — How to deal with poverty? Ronald Reagan 
lias the answer: export it. He didn't put it quite that way in a 
speech explaining his budget-cutting policy before a Ver¬ 
mont audience. But that's the way it came out. The way he 
put it was to advise citizens: "You can vote with your feet in 
this country. If a state is mismanaged you can move 
elsewhere.” 

He wasn't giving this advice to rich people. They know 
they can move elsewhere — and they do. They set up 
residences in low-tax states to avoid the high-tax states’ 
personal income levies. They move factories to low-tax 
states to avoid corporate taxes. They move bank accounts 
to the Bahamas and Switzerland to avoid all taxes. The rich 
know how, where and when to move. Indeed, that's one 
reason they're rich. 

Reagan's advice was to the poor who would be so much 
poorer because of that misbegotten proposal of Reagun's to 
cut the federal budget by $90 billion. Ever since he uttered 
that suggestion he has been trying to explain it and with 
every explanation he gets in deeper and deeper. 

First of all, he says, he didn't mean $90 billion — although 
he is on record, in black and white, as having said exactly 
that. But such a simple numerical error cun be forgiven. 
Sometimes a clerk-typist, in doing the manuscript of a 
speech, can read a 6 upside-down and type it as a 9. So 
maybe Reagan meant to cut the budget by only $60 billion — 
an error of a mere £10 billion bucks. 

But now he has to explain something else; namely, who 
will take up the slack? His answer is that the state's will 
have the responsibility of stepping in to provide the services 
the federal government is withdrawing. 

Under this heading came the query in Vermont: now 
what happens in some state where either for lack of social 
conscience, or for lack of funds, the powers-that-be do not 
provide for their needy? 

Reagan has a quick answer: let the poor go elsewhere — 
to some other state. 

Whether Reagan meant it or not, his suggestion is vir¬ 
tually a hint to every state in the union to lower its help to 
tlie poor as the best way to deal with the problems of 


poverty. 

If the standards are low enough the poor will have no 
alternative but to "vote" with their feet and get out of the 
state. 

If some among the governing wish to sweeten this bitter 
pill, they can always offer a one-way ticket to another state 


— to expedite the export of poverty. 

But now, what happens in the other state where these 
But it does have an answer: this state, too, can cast 
compassion aside. Indeed, in due time, it will have to 
harden its heart, if it is to survive. It, too, will have to cut 
down or cut out its aid to the poor. 



The longest series of opening nights 


Obviously the school budget is not 
about to be all things to all people. And if, 
as suggested, the budget meetings of the 
Newton School Committee provided "the 
best show in town," then the show played 
to a sizable participating gallery. 

When the issues are jobs and money to 
spend, the school people turn out just as 


me parents to when the latter feel 
threatened. Moreover, they respond 
openly and applaud exactly the same 
way. Only when it hits home does it really 
hurl 1 

Present at the show was a cast of 
characters known more familiarly as the 
" conservatives," largely on the Com¬ 
mittee, and the "liberals," largely in the 
audience. Attunes neither group seemed 
to realize that it might not hold the last 
true word on righteousness. 

Franklin Roosevelt said that a con¬ 
servative is a person with two good legs 
who never learned to walk. But a liberal 
is also known as one with two good legs 
planted firmly in the air. Somewhere 
between the two is the moderation of 


majority opinion, but one would not 
necessarily have known It at the budget 
meetings. 

One moment there might be the acid 
tongue of one Committee person ad¬ 
dressing another. Next there might be the 
raucous applause after a teacher 
member of the audience had expressed, 


in reverent tones, high praise for a co¬ 
worker's performance. In fact, at times 
the budget issues seemed to take second 
bill’ng to the performances both on and 
off stage. 

The school staff members provided 
each other with constant mutual ad¬ 
miration. The Committee members 
spouted lines that were not always so kind 
to one another. 

There was no shortage of the favorite 
educational script. There were 
"evaluative designs," "program 
criteria," "principles of procedure,” 
"collating functions” and "preservation 
of options." Of course many tilings were 
to lie "broad-based." 

Some of the people both on and off stage 


were very sirious. Some were just 
serious talkers. Sometimes it all seemed 
like a witch's cauldron on the front 
burner; sometimes like a vast anesthesia 
cone prepared to dull the senses. But the 
show went on. 

The crowd in the balcony respected 
emotions and Committee members were 
acutely aware of this. The audience was 
easily and deliberately drawn into a 
round of applause by one Committee 
member with whom it did not often agree 
when he clearly invited approbation with 
some carefully planned words. Then the 
gentleman responded with the waving 
hand of a great actor quieting his grateful 
audience. 

And despite all the disdain with which 
educators frequently allude to the nasty 
business world, the educators, too, were 
found playing their parts with business 
tactics and language. One staff member's 
role involved his valuable "tips" and 
"advance lead time" which, it was 
claimed, were accrued benefits resulting 
from his past dealings in getting money 
from the federal government. It could 
liave been a member of the board of 
directors of General Motors speaking. 

One member of the Committee noted 
that principals and teachers knew which 
coordinators were good at their jobs and 
which were not, but that " professional 
ethics” prevented candor. Now that is 
exactly what many in the community 
liave been saying for some yme in ex¬ 
pressing a distaste for tenure. In 


education, too, it has become more 
"ethical' to accept the bad players than 
to denounce them. That seemed like a 
strange standard for those who teach. 

Of course no one wanted to cut his or 
her favorite role, and every role was 
somebody's favorite. When it came to 
custodial care, it was worth noting that 
there was no vast lobby. 

Generally the liberals said their piece 
with more flair, more style, more grace 
and more chic than did the Committee 
members. Neither side, however, was 
entirely free from the theater of the 
absurd. 

Certainly there was truth in the claim 
that the audience could not have been a 
a good representation of resident opinion. 
R was heavily laden with faculty and 
administration, but anyone who cared to 
attend was entitledto a role. 

The previous Newton School Com¬ 
mittee was articulate and composed. It 
learned its lines and there was essentially 
no wav to respond to its dictum. 

1 he present Committee is brusque and 

bullish." There is pitching and 
pronouncing, it feels it is playing an 
encore. 

So we have seen the tryouts and now we 
wait with anticipation for the final 
rewrite 1 hope Committee members will 
not chew each other up in seeking leading 

roles. 

Whether it lias been the "best show" is 
questionable, but it has undoubtedly been 
the longest series of opening nights.

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Saving the LD program 


To the Editor: 

There are 10 million children 
in our school system with 
average or above average 
1 Q.'s who have dyslexia. One 
child in every seven has it. 
Three quarters of juvenile 
delinquents may suffer from it. 

Because of this learning 
disability they have been 
criticized all their lives by 
parents, relatives, teachers, 
and peers. When they complete 
their 12 years in school, and 
most seldom make it, they are 
uneducated, ill-equipped 
citizens, who have been denied 
the right to a high school 
education. 

The technology to teach 
these children is known, and 
there is a law that says we 
must use this technology and 
specially trained teachers to 


overcome this tragedy in our 
schools. 

Because of the School 
Committee's mandate for a 
zero increase, the Newton 
superintendent of schools in his 
new budget, proposes a change 
in the present Learning 
Disability Program. The 
superintendent's proposal is to 
take ‘‘tutorial dollars" . from 
the present program in order to 
staff additional Resource 
Rooms. These rooms are 
designed to meet the needs of 
children with emotional 
problems, physically han¬ 
dicapped children, retarded 
children, and any other child 
who wishes to use them, as well 
as children with a learning 
disability. 

This is the effect this change 
will have: 


The shifting of funds from 
the Learning Disabilities 
Tutorial Program would mean 
a cut. of 150 hrs. per week, or 
the elimination of 10 tutorial 
positions from the current 
tutoring staff. 

The tutorial program is an 
expanded structual linguistic 
program geared toward 
language development. Any 
cutting of hours would mean 
less options for intensive work. 
Also, until now the tutorial 
work has not included math. 
However, since this is in the 
new proposal it will mean 
further "watering down" of the 
program. Moreover, the long 
range plan of further cuts 
would mean much less 
available service. 

learning disability students 
require structure, and op¬ 


portunities to work without 
distractions and outside 
stimuli. The environment of a 
Resource Room would not be 
an adequate substitute for this 
need, but certainly could be a 
positive addition to the student 
program. 

Instead of taking money 
from our L.D. Program, we 
should be adding to it. We are 
currently making progress in 
our L.D. Tutorial Program and 
it has been highly successful. 
Two recent studies by the 
school administration has 
proven this. We must at least 
continue this successful 


program at its present level 
and not experiment with it. 
Experimentation and new 
innovations are fine and should 
be tried, but not at the expense 
of these children. 

It stresses the fact that a 
tutorial program is the only 
successful one and to beware of 
non-tutoring schemes. 

If you are a parent of a 
learning-disabled child, call 
the School Committee and let it 
know how you feel. These 
children need your support now 
more than ever.

Harrington opposes 
abolishing ABCC 


State Rep. Peter F. 
Harrington (D-Newton), in 
response to constituents, has 
expressed strong opposition to 
legislation filed by Gov. 
Michael Dukakis calling for the 
abolishment of the Alcoholic 
Beverages Control Com¬ 
mission, 

Responding to feedback from 
independent liquor retailers in 
Newton, Rep. Harrington 
shares their belief that the 
abolishment of the Alcoholic 
Beverages Control Com¬ 
mission would jeopardize their 
chances of survival against the 
big retail chains, whose 
operations are regulated and 
enforced by the ABCC, along 
with the independents. 

"The problems that now 
plague the liquour industry 
would only be compounded if 
the independent governing 
body under which they function 
is removed and placed in the 
hands of the commissioner of 
corporations and taxation, who 
already has several major 
responsibilities,” Harrington 
said. 

In addition Rep. Harrington 
lias voiced his support for the 
Massachusetts package stores 
proposal that the ABCC grant 
permision to set up cooperative 
buying operations on behalf of 
small retailers. Their proposal 
will allow designated agents to 
buy large volumes of alcholoie 
beverages from the 
wholesalers in this atate. A bill 
to this effect has been filed for 


consideration in fhe 
legislature. 

Speaking at a hearing on 
cooperative buying before the 
ABCC last week, Rep_ 
Harrington stated, "it is with 



the survival of the Independent 
liquor retailers in mind that I 
ask you to consider a method of 
establishing fair and uniform 
prices within the liquor in¬ 
dustry.

at work 


Protecting nonsmokers at 
work is an idea whose time has 
come. It's happening now. 

According to the Norfolk 
County-Newton Lung 
Association, Minnesota's law 
on the subject was one of the 
first in the Country. The Clean 
Indoor Air Act went into effect 
last fall. It prohibits smoking— 
except in designated smoking 
areas—in public places and at 
public meetings. Public place, 
says the law, means any en¬ 
closed, indoor area used by the 
general public or serving as a 
place of work. Private, en¬ 
closed offices occupied ex¬ 
clusively by smokers are not 
included. 

In other states without laws 
on the subject, enlightened 
businesses—spurred on by lung 
associations—are setting up 
areas to protect nonsmokers. 
Some of them have even 
organized nonsmokers’ rights 
groups. Ex-smokers are often 
the most active members. 

It's about time attention 
turned to indoor pollution. The 
average person spends the 
great majority of his or her 
time indoors. About 80 to 90 
percent, in fact. And a good 
chunk of that time is spent at 
work. 

Smokers, after all, have a 
choice about whether or not to 
smoke. But nonsmokers 
nearby have no choice about 
breathing tobacco pollution. If 
it's there, it goes into their 
lungs. New studies even show 
that the particles in sidestream 
smoke—the smoke that comes 
from the burning end of the 
cigarette, pipe, or cigar—are 
even smaller than the par¬ 
ticulate matter in the smoke 
inhaled directly by the smoker. 
Small particles are retained 
longer in the lungs.

BOSTON—Federal income 
taxpayers are not entitled to 
deduct the cost of lottery 
tickets purchased from a state 
agency, the Internal Revenue 
Service advises. 

Some taxpayers have Uie 
mistaken belief such purchases 
are deductible as a state tax, a 
review of returns fill'd at the 
Andover and Brookhaven 
Service Centers indicates.

Ash 
said the job was too big for one person. 

Voting in favor of the $28,18.1 cut were 
Delicata, Ash, Prince, Cohen, and 
Mandell. 

.Opposed on the 5-4 vote were Beckwith, 
LeConli, Kaplan, and Mayor Mann. 

The revolving account for food was cut 
by $59,000, a decrease which will mean a 
rise to 45 cents in the cost of hot lunches. 
A la carte lunches will go up from 40 to 50 
cents, and miscellaneous a la carte items 
will go up25 percent. There will he no rise 
in milk prices. 

The water account was reduced by 
$15,750 after consultation with the water 
commissioner. He projected no increase 
in water rates next year. 

The account for loaning texts to private 
school students was reduced by $41,000 on 
the recommendation from Cohen. He 
estimated only $9,000 is needed based on 
the experience of the program in 
Brookline related to the number of pupils 
in private schools here.

As in several restoration attempts, the 
move to keep "Inside View” in the budget 
at about $16,000 failed by a 3-6 vote with 
Mann, Beckwith, and Kaplan in favor. 

The Community Schools Commission 
was kept at last year's level of $22,500 for 
the school budget share. 

The commission had requested $31,250, 
but their request came in later than 
required by ordinance, and Ash objected 
to the policy of paying up to $500 annually 
to each school coordinator. The lower 
amount passed by a 6-0-3 vote with Mann, 
Kaplan' and I^Conti abstaining.

Answer: How about tuna and broccoli with a topping 
biscuits-a super delicious casserole! 

TUNA BROCCOLI CASSEROI.F. 

2 pkgs. (10 oz. ea.) frozen chopped broccoli 

6 tablespoons butter or margarine 

4 eup all purpose flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

34 cups milk 

one-third cup grated Parmesan cheese 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 

1 can (9-4 oz.) tuna, drained 

1 pkg. (10 biscuits) refrigerated biscuits 

Cook broccoli according to package directions; drain. In 
saucepan melt butter or margarine' over low heat; blend in 
flour and salt. Add milk all at once. Cook and stir till 
thickened and bubbly. Add Parmesan, lemon juice; stir in 
broccoli and tuna, turn the tuna mixture into a 2-quart 
casserole. Bake at 375 degrees for 30 minutes. Snip four 
refrigerated biscuits into quarters; arrange quarters 
around edge of hot casserole and lake 15 minutes longer.

Fry onion, garlic and pepper in margarine until 
vegetables are tender.

"A good heart is worth gold," wrote 
Shakespeare, and it's a fitting thought as 
we shop for heart-shaped cards, candies, 
bouquets and what-not as St. Valentine's 
Day approaches. 

This year Valentine's Day is on Satur¬ 
day, so there’s an entire weekend for you 
to extend greetings to family and friends 
through special foods and entertaining. 
Many people received fondue pots for 
Christinas making this an ideal op¬ 
portunity for "breaking them in”... and if 
your fondue pot has been in the closet, 
unused, ask the gang over and have fun 
dunking and enjoying. 


As a main dish, Fondue 
Bourguignonne, translated, becomes 
chunks of beef cooked oh so briefly in a 
fondue pot at the table, then dunked in a 
delicious sauce. When entertaining, it’s 
the little extras that count, such as a 
variety of sauces. Each guest spears a 
chunk of meat, cooks it in bubbling oil in 
the fondue pot, and then dips it in a 
savory sauce. We offer three, Hor¬ 
seradish, Dill-Sour Cream Sauce, and 
Bearnaise. Select meat of fine quality as 
it must cook quickly and should be very 
tender. Another success point is to keep 
the salad oil in the fondue pot very hot 


while the cooking is in progress. As 
f guests keep putting chunks of meat into 
the hot oil, the oil tends to cool down even 
though you've brought it, with a ther¬ 
mometer, to the proper 375 degrees and 
placed it over a heating unit. 

FONDUE BOURGUIGNONNE 
Allow 6 to 8 ounces beef tenderloin per 
serving. Cut the meat into 4 to 1-inch 
cubes. Sprinkle generously with Ac'cent. 
Half-fill metal fondue saucepan with 
salad oil. Heat to 375 degrees and set on a 
heating unit. The oil must be kept bub¬ 
bling hot. 

Each guest spears a piece of meat and 
dips it into boiling oil cooking it to desired 
degree of doneness; the beef should be 
medium rare in 15 to 20 seconds; do not 
overcook it. Then guests dips cooked 
meat in one of the sauces. 

HORSERADISH SAUCE 
One-third cup milk 

1 pkg. (8 oz.) cream cheese, softened

prepared horseradish

2 tablespoons snipped dill OR 
2 teaspoons dried dill weed

Stir all ingredients together. Yield: 
Approximately 1 cup 

BEARNAISE SAUCE 
V« cup wine vinegar 
1 teaspoon finely minced onion 
4 teaspoon dried leaf tarragon 
4 teaspooon EACH salt, pepper 

3 egg yolks 


4 cup butter, cut In small pieces 
Boil vinegar with onion, tarragon, salt 
and pepper until reduced to 2 
tablespoons. Beat egg yolks in small 
heavy saucepan until well blended; 
gradually beat in vinegar mixture. Add 
about one-third of the butlf. Cook over 
very low heat, stirring constantly, and 
add remaining pieces of butter as the 
butter in the sauce melts. Cook until 
thickened. Serve warm or at room 
temperature. Yield: Approximately 4 
cup sauce. 

STRAWBERRY BAVARIAN CREAM 

1 envelope unflavored gelatine 
4 cup sugar 

4 teaspoon salt 

2 egg separated 
4 cup water 

1 pkg. (10 uz.) frozen sliced 
strawberries (1 cup) completely 

thawed 

2 tablespoons sugar 

1 teaspoon grated lemon rind 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
1 cup heavy cream, whipped 
Mix gelantine, sugar and salt together 
in top of a double boiler. In a bowl, beat 
egg yolks and 4 cup water and add to 
gelatine mixture along with thawed 
frozen sliced strawberries and cook over 
toiling water, stirring constantly until 
gelatine is thoroughly dissolved, about 8 
minutes. Remove from heat; add lemon 
rind and lemon juice. Chill to unbeaten 
egg white consistency. Beat egg whites 
until stiff; beat in 2 tablespoons sugar; 
fold into gelatine mixture. Fold in 
whipped cream. Pile into a 4 cup mold (in 
the shape of a heart) or into individual 
molds and chill until firm. If desired, 
garnish with additional dollops of 
whipped cream. Makes 8 servings, 
VALENTINE “I LOVE YOU" CAKE 
24 cups sifted cake flour 


14 cups granulated sugur 
4 teaspoon baking soda 
1 teaspoon salt 

3 teaspoons baking powder 

4 cup shortening 

1 teaspoon grated orange rind 
4 cup orange juice 

4 cup water 

2 medium eggs, unbeaten 

Heat oven to 350 degrees. Grease, then 
line with waxed paper bottoms of two 
heart-shape layer cake pans or 9-inch 
layer pans. Combine orange juice and 
water. Into large bowl, sift flour, sugar, 
baking soda, salt and baking powder. 
Drop in shortening and orange rind; pour 
in all BUT one-third cup of combined 
orange juice and water. Mix at low speed 
for 2 minutes, scraping bowl oc¬ 
casionally. Add eggs and remaining 
orange juice mixture, beat for 2 minutes. 
Turn into prepared pans. Bake 30 minutes 
or until cake tester inserted in center, 
comes out clean. Cool for 10 minutes 
before removing from pans. 

FROSTING 

1 pkg. (104 oz.) frozen sliced 
strawberries thawed 

4 teaspoon salt 
4 cup granulated sugar 

2 egg whites 

one-third cup white corn syrup 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
Drain thawed strawberries well, 
reserving juice. In mixer bowl, place salt 
and egg whites. At high speed, beat until 
soft peaks form. At low speed, gradually 
add sugar and continue beating until 
smooth and glossy ; slowly add corn syrup 
while beating; slowly beat in one-third 
cup reserved strawberry juice; beat until 
stiff.

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Why aren't girls active in sports— 


Backman to address 
mental health group

. system, coverage in school newspapers 
and local press," 

NOW recommends uniforms’ adequate 
coaching and access to fields and 
equipment. Athletic Coordinator Joan 
Schmidt says in the past girls coaches 
were paid less than hoys coaches but in 
Newton this Is being equalized. Ms. 
Schmidt said that as for access to fields’ 
"a citywide committee is working on 
••‘sufficient utilization of Newton's 
athletic fields." This is also part of im¬ 
plementing 622. 

This is a Massachusetts state law 
mandating the elimination of sex 
discrimination in athletic programs. 
Under the law physical education classes 
are now coed. The law mandates equal 
opportunity, but not equal funding. 

Asked if the girls sports programs need 
strengtheing, the girls either replied it 
did or stated the had no opinion. But ninth 
grade girls said in larger percentages 
that the programs did need 
strengthening. 

The belief fl that boys sports got 
preference at their schools was clear. The 
report categorized the girls complaints in 
l he areas of awards and recognition, 
coaching , equipment and variety of 
sports offered. 

Ms. Schmidt said girls are now being 
exposed to a wider variety of activities 
and arc receiving instruction in such 
sports as wrestling. There will also be, 
she said, "wilder “opportunities for boys 
iij -the areas of gymnastics, dance and 
voqa, all of which were previously con¬ 
sidered girls activities." 

Among the sample comments offered 
in Ihe NOW report were: "Boys get first 


pick", Bigelow... "girls don't have 
enough equipment and their equipment 
isn't as good as boys'” 
Meadowbrook...”The boys have 
cheerleaders...they have better locker 
rooms,” Weeks... "they get more 
recognition'" Warren. 

Addressing the girls assertion at Weeks 
that boys have better locker rooms, Ms. 
Schmidt replied "boy, they sure do...they 
(the girls) have poor facilities and 
tremendous problems with the 
facilities...the faculty does a noble job 
considering that what they arc working 
with." She compared the locker rooms to 
a dungeon and said they were "slated for 
future study." 

As for cheerleaders, the report 
suggests that a "sport" like cheerleading 
"should be critically examined since it 
thrusts girls into a supporting role for the 
male athlete with no reciprocity expected 
from the boys." 

The task force suggested either in¬ 
tegration or abolish cheerleading. They 
recommend considering cheerleading an 
ordinary extra-curricular activity rather 
than a sport. 

"The cheerleading impetus comes 
from Ihe community and not from the 
schools...it is part of the American 
tradition to see cheerleaders at games," 
says Ms. Schmidt. She observed that 
integrated cheerleading teams have not 
made it in Newton yet, and to date, 
cheerleaders have not been attending girl 
athletic events. 

While cheerleaders have scorned at¬ 
tending girls games’ the female athlete is 
attractinq. the eye of the scholarship 
committees at colleges. NOW reports 
that girls "want to be offered serious 


recognition for their efforts." 

A scholarship is serious recognition. 
However, Davidson says the Association 
of Intercollegiate Athletic Women is 
trying to maintain control of widespread 
intercollegiate activities and trying to 
avoid widespread athletic recruitment 
that men have been subjected to. Ms. 
Schmidt says there will be a time lag 
between before this kind of female athlete 
is developed. 

As opportunities for girls in sports 
expand' there are still some thorny 
problems to be dealt with. For example, 
Day students complained “we have to 
pay to see the boys play." Ms. Schmidt 
says "until womens' athletic teams get 
public support, it is academic to talk 
about gate receipts." 

The report recommends expanding the 
intramural programs to "provide girls 
with an opportunity to develop skills now 
untapped for lack of practice and 
coaching, redefine contact sports and 
revise the curriculum to incorporate life 
sports." 

Life sports have been advocated by 
many, including physicians’ who say 
some boys are discriminated against in 
present athletic programs in which only a 
select number can play. 

Perhaps, then, the time has arrived for 
8 the school committee, the ad¬ 
ministration and the teachers to do what 
NOW has been pressing for...completely 
undertake an analysis of the sports 
programs in Newton schools.

Ruggiero, Dr. I .aura Salwen, Jeanne 
Speizcr, Florence Walker, and Linda 
Fritz. 


State Sen. Jack H. Backman, 
chairman of the Joint Com¬ 
mittee on Human Services and 
Elderly Affairs, will be a 
featured speaker at the 1976 
legislative conference of the 
Massachusetts Association for 
Mental Health Feb. 10 at the 
Copley Plaza Hotel.

would be an "accessory use in the 
neighborhood and serve as a buffer 
between the residential and com¬ 
mercial." His wife, Thelma, added "you 
owe it to the children in the community to 
give them a iibrary." 

Aid. Terry Morris came up with an idea 
that a lot near Claflin Street could be 
subdivided and two duplexes could be 
erected with the remainder of the land to 
go for a library. 

No decision was made by the com¬ 
mittee and they are to schedule another 
meeting. 

The issue of the Peabody School site 
.was left undecided that evening also. The 
! committee had originally decided to 
; •rpcQnunend rezoning the area Residence 

• ;a which would allow for the building of 
\single family homes. 

Conservation Secretary Helen Heyn 
spoke on behalf of the commission 

• ,'strongly opposing this suggestion. The 
■ ^statement also said that “topographical 
' 'Consideration alone would make 

• ‘development of the remainder of Oak Hill 


for single houses hazardous for and 
hardly compatible with the surrounding 
residential area." 

Mrs. Heyn's powerful argument was 
read from a five page prepared text 
which also cited legislation the com¬ 
mission was prepared to investigate. It 
would seek to see if the law department 
would concur in their opinion. This 
legislation deals with prior public use. 

Mrs. Heyn stated that the commission 
contends that the site "as a whole, or in 
separate sections, being land and 
buildings held for public purposes, cannot 
lie disposed of or transferred into new 
hands or control . . . without explicit 
legislation. 

The commission and others who 
testified in the audience said to use the 
existing buildings would not be opposed, 
however the use of the remaining open 
space would lie. 

Barkin brought up the point that 
rezoning to residence A left the city 
without any control. The mayor's com¬ 
mittee will reconsider this matter at their 
next meeting.

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New zoning and planning laws topic of meeting 


The Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council (MAPC) will 
hold a day-long open council 
meeting on Thursday, Feb. 12, 
at the Sheraton-Tara Motor Inn 
in Framingham to discuss 
recently enacted zoning and 
growth policy legislation with 
local community leaders. 

A morning session beginning 
at 10 a.m. will explore Chapter 
BOB, comprehensive revisions 
to the state's zoning enabling 
law, while an afternoon session 
will be devoted to Chapter 807, 
the Massachusetts Growth 
Policy Development Act. 

Both statutes were passed in 
late December and took effect 
immediately. MAPC President 
John J. McCarthy said, "We 
urge all communities to par¬ 
ticipate in the workshops since 
both statues may require 
immediate action on the part of 
local communities, par¬ 
ticularly the growth policy act 
and its required I-ocal Growth 
Policy Committee to be ap¬ 
pointed in every community by 
the end of January." 

Zoning regulations adopted 
after Jan. 1, 1976, must be in 
accordance with the new 
zoning law. 

Chapter 808, the Zoning Act, 
requires that all local zoning 
regulations conform to the new 


state law by June 30, 1978, 
including any changes made 
after Jan. 1,1976. Among other 
changes to the old zoning law' 
the new statue requires that 
communities notify MAPC of 
proposed zoning changes 


before adopting new 
regulations. 

Innovative features of the 
new statue include planned 
unit development, cluster 
zoning, development bonuses, 
zoning administrators, and the 


issuance of special permits by 
planning boards. 

The Growth Policy 
Development Act, Chapter 807, 
is aimed at developing a 
statewide plan for orderly 
future development. Such a

Robert Arruda, Betsy Fuchs,

The varied approaches to the 
single unifying theme, 
photographing historic Newton 
Houses, impresses this viewer 
with the photographers' 
abilities to create meaningful 
and personal statements. The 
houses are charged with 
significance and invested with 
a sense of eventfulness, giving 
the show a cumulative sense of 
energy. 

The artists photographed 
houses that have strong and , 
unique qualities reflecting the 
strengths of the architects that 
designed them, the craft¬ 
speople who built them and the 
. people who lived in them. 

Mrs. Litwack, a widely 
known photographer and 
writer now teaching at the 
DeCordova Museum in Lin¬ 
coln, is represented by striking 
photographs done with dignity 
and elegance.. Her

her superb technical expertise.

Ms. Litwack has been the 
public relations director for the 


Children’s Museum in Boston 
and the public relations 
associate for Boston’s Museum 
of Science. Her photographs 
and articles have been 
published in numerous 
periodicals and books in¬ 
cluding the New York Times, 
th'* Boston Globe and the 
Christian Science Monitor, the 
Audubon Society Magazine and 
in books published by 
Houghten Mifflin and Ginn and 
Co. 

Arruda, chairman of Newton 
South High School’s 
photography department and 
an instructor at Mass. College 
of Art and Rhode Island School 
of Design, shows works that 
are very contemporary. These 
stark and realistic photographs 
convey a feeling of what is now 
happening to these old houses, 
some of which are 
deteriorating and others which 
have been architecturally 
abused. 

In sharp contrast to Arruda’s 
works are Ms. Fuchs' romantic 
and beautiful photographs, 
meticulously and com¬ 
positional!/ exacting.

Examples of family size and 
maximum income are as 
follows: A family of four may 
have a maximum gross income 
of $6260 to qualify for free milk 
and meals and $9770 to qualify 
for reduced-price meals. 

A family of eight may have a 
maximum gross income of 
$9790 to qualify for free milk 
and meals and $15,280 to 
qualify for reduced-price 
meals. 

Detailed information may be 
obtained from the Food Ser- 
vices Department of the school 
system. 

Families not meeting the 
criteria but with other unusual 
expenses due to unusually high 
medical expenses, shelter 
costs in excess of 30 percent of 
income, special education 


expenses due to the mental or 
physical condition of a child, 
and disaster or casualty losses 
are urged to apply. . 

Further, children having 
parents or guardians who 
become unemployed are 
eligible for free or reduced 
price meals or for milk during 
the period of unemployment 
provided that the loss of in¬ 
come causes the family income 
during the period of unem¬ 
ployment to be within the 
eligibility criteria. 

Application forms are 
available at the principal’s 
office in each school. 

In certain cases foster 
children are eligible for free 
milk and free meals or reduced 
price meals regardless of your 
family income.

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Exhibit of President Kennedy's 
gifts opens at Danforth Museum 


Annual dinner dance by 
African Fathers Feb. 27 


FRAMINGHAM - An 
exhibition of international gifts 
to President John F. Kennedy, 
acclaimed as the ‘‘museum 
coup of the year," opened Jan. 
25 at the Danforth Museum in 
Framingham. 

More than a thousand people 
from across New England, 
drawn by the Kennedy 
mystique to see pieces of art 
from around the world, jam¬ 
med into the two galleries 
where the historic objects are 
displayed. 

Kennedy family members 
Joseph P, Kennedy III and Ann 
Gargan King joined hundreds 
of museum members at the 
Danforth last night to celebrate 
the event. 

Other dignitaries attending 
included Dan H. Fenn, Jr., 
Director of the John F. Ken¬ 
nedy Library. Vernon Alden, 
Chairman of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Council on the Arts 


and Humanities, and members 
of the diplomatic corps from 
many nations. 

The exhibition is jointly 
sponsored by the Danforth 
Museum and the John F. 
Kennedy Library, the lending 
institution. It will remain at the 
museum until September. 

The selection of 41 objects is 
having its first public showing 
at the Danforth. The gifts on 
display are of great variety 
and interest, including a gilded 
tea service from Mrs. Nikita 
Khrushchev, an 18th-century 
silver dishring from President 
de Valera of Ireland, a bronze 
relief from Israel, and a silver 
model of Shalimar Gardens 
from President Ayub Klian of 
Pakistan. 

The gifts represent 
"beautifully craited examples 
of the traditional skills of 
peoples from five continents 
and from countries as diverse 
as Iran, Ireland and Ethiopia," 


according to Danforth Museum 
director Hedy landman. 

The Kennedy film "A 
Thousand Days" will be shown 
at the museum at least once a 
day during the exhibition. 

At the end of September, the 
historic objects will go back to 
their temporary place and will 
eventually be housed in the 
John F. Kennedy Library, 
Columbia Point, along with 
other presidential 
memorabilia. 

The Danforth fine arts 
museum, founded jointly by 
the citizens of the community 
and by Framingham State 
College, is located in downtown 
Framingham. The museum 
brings distinguished works of 
art and varied educational 
programs to the communities 
west of Boston. Admission to 
the museum is free.

CETA reports 
4 job openings 


Four new openings for on- 
the-job training jobs, as of Feb. 
1, were reported this week by 
Newton Area CETA (Com¬ 
prehensive Employment and 
Training Act). 

Specific training op¬ 
portunities, leading to regular 
full-time employment, are 
available in these job 
categories: furniture finisher; 
offset pressmen (one opening 
in (Waltham) Newton, one in 
Needham); and automotive 
glass installer (Brookline). 
Interested eligible, unem¬ 
ployed persons may call the 
CETA office at 965-5750. 

CETA on-the-job training 
positions involve initial hiring 
by the employer. A training 
subsidy to the employer can 
cover from three to nine 
months. During training, the 
CETA-eligible person is a 
regular employee and receives 
wages on a regular payroll 
basis. Subsidy of training costs 
is a proven incentive for em¬ 
ployers. Ninety-five successful 
placements have been made in 
the past year with local 
business and industry. 

Newton Area CETA is a 
federally-funded program, 
operating under the US 
Department of l-abor and the 
state Executive Office of 
Economic Affairs, designed to 
help eligible residents, 
unemployed more than 30 
days, of Bedford, Brookline, 
Dover, Lexington, Lincoln, 
Needham, Newton, Waltham, 
Wellesley and Weston.

424 apartments, and also the 
rental office, is equipped with a 
small TV monitor. The set, 


installed in the kitchen, can be 
used for normal broadcasting 
entertainment. But when the 
visitor presses the apartment 
buzzer in the downstairs en¬ 
tryway of the building, 
programming is electronically 
preempted and the visitor 
appears on the monitor. Even 
when the set is not turned on, 
the visitor flashes onto the. 
screen as soon as the down¬ 
stairs buzzer is pressed. 

Before leaving the premises, 
vendors and service ave their 
passes signed, dated and time- 
stamped at the rental office, 
then turned in at the gatehouse 
upon departure. In any case of 
a car or truck running the gate 
area without authorized entry 
clearance or of a pass not being 
turned in at the expected time 
the guard has access to a direct 
phone line to the state police, 
where license plate iden¬ 
tification can be made in 
seconds, thanks to computer 
hookups. 

As an additional security 
measure, a key-card system 
has been put into effect at 
Bayberry Hill' whereby the 
gate guard always knows when 
a resident has left the 
premises. Information about 
extended absences from the 
community in instances of 
business or vacation trips, for 
example is always carefully 
maintained with security 
personnel. There are also 
patrolling guards, on the alert 
at all times, checking autos, 
doorways, and the com¬ 
munity’s 10 acres of walkways 
and grounds.

Back To Work 


A resolution, calling for a 
nationwide "Back to Work" 
demonstration in April, 
received overwhelming ap¬ 
proval at the National Home 
Builders Association parley in 
Dallas, Texas, it was revealed 
today by Dedham developer- 
contractor Arthur Stivaletta of 
Dedham. 

Proposed by Stivaletta, the 
demonstration will be staged to 
call attention to the plight of 
the construction industry in 
which the unemployment rate 
has soared past the 40 percent 
mark while hundreds of firms 
have been forced into 
bankruptcy. 

Stivaletta, who has already 
initiated plans for a mammoth 
demonstration through 
downtown Boston with a huge 
rally on Boston Common, said 
he lias received strong support 
from contractors and builders 
in the area. 

"In addition, I have been 
contacting everyone in the 
industry throughout the nation 
to establish similar programs 
in their respective cities," 
Stivaletta declared. ‘‘If 
necessary, we’ll parade con¬ 
tracting equipment through the 
city streets.” 

"The truth is not being told," 
Stivaletta argued. "Our 
politicians are spending too 
much time worrying about the 
CIA and the FBI. Instead they 
should concern themselves 
with the nation's economy 
problems." 

Stivaletta, founder of the 
Wake Up America Committee 
which gained international 
recognition several years ago 
in its efforts to restore 
patriotism in the nation at a 
time when it was tom by the 
Vietnam War, said he's tired of 
lip service. 

Co-founder of the American 
Freedom Train which is 
presently on tour on the West 
Coast, Stivaletta, a large real 
estate holder, has expressed 
interest in participating in the 
nationwide demonstration. 

Hope joined Stivaletta in a 
Wake Up America Committee 
rally at the Government Center 
in boston which attracted 
nearly 100,000 a few years 
back. 

"We expect support from 
even those on the fringe of the 

nnx' uetinn industry 
Stivaiette noieo F,veii th« 
uiuuung mausir) snares ur oui 
problem because many have 


suffered losses during these 
hardship times. 

"The American dream is our 
homes and we should rebuild 
the spirit in 1976,” he con¬ 
tinued. "What our country 
needs is proof that it is not in 
the business of destruction but 
construction." 

Stivaletta, en energetic 
firepot, said he intends to let 
the people know the truth—that 
Congress and the White House 
are doing nothing to resolve the 
nation's economy problems. 

"If they were," Stivaletta 
charge, "then they’d be 
straightening out the con¬ 
struction industry because 
until it is revitalized the 
disastrous condition will 
remain. 

"It doesn't make sense that 
the construction industry, the 
backbone of the nation's 
economy, is fighting for sur¬ 
vival. Recent allocations have 
hardly touched the surface of 
the problem. The President 
knows it and Congress knows 
it," he added. 

Stivaletta, whose con¬ 
struction-developing firm was 
founded by his father and has 
constructed over 700 apart¬ 
ments, 500 single homes and a 
score of professional buildings, 
pointed out that young couples 
are unable to purchase homes 
and "nothing is being done for 
our senior citizens." 

"We must create jobs to get 
the nation back on its feet and 
the first place to start is in 
construction where unem¬ 
ployment is the heaviest," he 
continued. "In addition to a 
financial shot in the arm, 
legislation is needed to in¬ 
crease the length of mortgages 
from 30 to 50 years and 
eliminate taxes on all new 
properties until the building is 
sold or leased. 

"A 50-year mortgage would 
stimulate the buyer's market 
while the elimination of the tax 
would free needed dollars to 
reduce the unemployment 
rate,” he remarked. "A 
developer should only pay a 
land tax until he receives in¬ 
come from the property." 

Stivaletta said another boost 
for the construction industry 
would be the elimination of tax 
on savings account interest. 
“This measure could generate 
some $16 billion tr the mor 
tKuxtr market since the 
revenue Mould remain m the 
banks and be available."

What constitutes automobile 
tune-up, what should it cost and 
how often should it be per¬ 
formed? 

The Ignition Manufacturers 
Institute recommends a tune- 
up that consists of replacing 
the spark plugs, points, con¬ 
denser, PCV valve, setting 
dwell and timing, adjusting 
earbureator, replacing the air 
filter, testing other parts, and 
replacing them, depending on 
their condition. 

Once repaired or replaced, 
some parts, such as ignition 
wires and cables and the 
distributor cap and rotor, may 
be good for two or more years; 
which means, of course, that 
subsequent tune-ups may not 
require these components. 

Emissions service consists of 
adjustment or replacement of 
emission control devices on the 
automobiles. Cars manufac¬ 
tured after 1968 have extensive 
and sophisticated emission 
control parts that require 
regular attention. Some states 
include emission controls as a 
part of the regular inspection 
procedure and vehicles which 
have not had emission system 
service may fail inspection in 
these states. 

Motorists are accustomed to 
having a major tune-up once a 
year or at every 10-15,000 
miles. Additional adjustments 
may be advisable in between 
major tune-ups.

The cost of any tune-up 
depends on the condition of the 
car, its complexity and the 
repairs or replacement ac¬ 
tually needed. The cost of a 
major tune-up can run $50 or 
more for a medium-size car. 
Subsequent minor tune-ups can 
cost as little as $ 20 , low enough 
so that gas mileage gains 
usually offset the cost of the 
service. Studies show that fuel 
savings of 10 percent and more 
are often obtained by following 
a regular schedule of tune-ups. 
A car that is run 18,000 miles 
per year at 12 miles per gallon 
consumes 1,500 gallons of 
gasoline. At 60c per gallon, 
that’s $900 for gasoline. An 8 
percent mileage improvement 
can easily produce $72 in cash 
savings, more than enough to 
pay for a major tune-up. Add to 
the savings in dollars the 
improved performance and 
reliability of the vehicle, and 
the tune-up cost is money well 
spent. 


“When you’re talking about a 
billion-dollar investment that it 
would require to do a com¬ 
pletely unique small car in this 
country, you want to know 
what the outlook is for it over 
the next 10 years," says 
William O. Bourke, Ford’s 
executive vice president for 
North American Automotive 
Operations. 

"We’ve got a lot to learn 
before we bite the bullet for a 
billion dollars." 

First-year shipments of the 
new Bobcat from Germany are 
planned at 100,000 units. Its 
engine will be a 98-cubic inch 
four-cylinder powerplant built 
in England and used in the top¬ 
selling European car, the 
Escort. 

Ford’s other projects to keep 
in step with GM's lead are new 
intermediates in 1977. It also 
plans a smaller, lighter 1977 
Thunderbird built on an inter¬ 
mediate chassis and a Mark 
model for 1978. 

The Mark V is expected to be 
built on a stretched Monarch 
chassis although there is some 
speculation Ford has decided 
to stay "big” with at least one 
car which would leave it with 
no competition for GM’s 
Seville. 

In 1978, Ford plans a new 
Pinto model in the first change 
for that subcompact since it 
was introduced as an import 
fighter in 1970. 

Bourke, the Ford of Europe 
head brought in this past fall to 
shake up Ford's U.S. opera¬ 
tions, doesn't forsee a "flip- 
flop” in the next couple of 
years to all small cars. He also 
thinks 1977's full-sized Ford 
may have some advantages 
over GM's smaller Impala. 

"The conservative, full-size 
car buyer is the key to the 
market," Bourke said. "He 
may not be willing to take that 
small car in 1977, Maybe five or 
six years from now, but not 
next year." 

CHRYSLER 

The No. 3 auto company is 
just coming off the ropes after 
its staggering $313 million loss 
in the past 15 months and is 
tying its future to smaller cars. 
Aspen and Volare, compacts 
with a big car ride and big car 
options, lead the way in a 
program that will cost $1.5 
billion. 

Until it begins production of 
its "world” car in the United 
States in the 1978-model year, 
Chrysler is going to rely on two 
Japanese imports — the Dodge 


Colt and Plymouth Arrow — to 
protect it in the minicar 
market. 

The world car, based on the 
new French Simca 1300 but, 
completely American, will be! 
powered by a new overhead 
cam, 2 liter four-cylinder 
engine mounted sideways in 
the engine compartment. 

Its successful Cordoba and 
Charger SE models, in¬ 
troduced a year ago for the 
small luxury car field, will 
continue through the end of the 
decade, but with modifications 
to make them lighter and more 
fuel efficient. An eletronic 
spark system and eletronic fuel 
metering should accomplish 
that task. 

An "M" body, somewhere 
between the Volare-Aspen 
models and the Cordoba- 
Charger SE size, is due on the 
market next fall while its 
compacts and full-sized models 
will be redesigned by 1979. 

John Riccardo, Chrysler's 
new chief executive, says the 
No.3 automaker isn’t abandon¬ 
ing any sector of the market 
despite its plans to build 
everything smaller. 

"We hope to be able to 
provide all that’s required 
inside - everything we’ve got 
today," he said. "There's no 
magic on fuel economy. 

"In order to get fuel economy 
you need less weight," Riccar¬ 
do said. "We're going to build 
these in a smaller outer en¬ 
velope with the interior 
package as big as we can. I 
think it will bo as comfortable 
as what we've got today." 

AMERICAN MOTORS 

AMC already considers itself 
THE small car manufacturer. 
Its main goal in the next few 
years is to take some weight 
out of its present small cars 
and provide a well-rounded 
selection. 

Three recent moves should 
back up those ambitions. 

AMC recently concluded a 
deal with Volkswagen's Audi 
division to buy the small 121 
cubic inch powerplant that 
Audi will use in its new small 
car. 

Insiders say the engine, 
which AMC will later build at a 
new plant in Richmond, Ind., 
will be used first in its sub¬ 
compact Gremlin and later in 
the Pacer to lighten their 
weight and give them better 
fuel economy than the stan¬ 
dard 232-cubic inch six- 
cylinder engine provides.

A municipal budget of $36,385,008 was 
presented informally by Mayor Theodore 
Mann this week to the Board of Alder¬ 
men. 

A City Halt source estimates a tax-rate 
increase of about $12 on the basis of the 
combined city and school budgets. 

The municipal budget eliminates 133 
positions, 91 of them from the Street 
Department. 

The mayor intends to discontinue 
municipal rubbish collection and contract 
with a commercial disposal firm. This 
step will save $1,150,372 the first year and 
about $700,000 per year thereafter, the 
mayor estimates. 

Other personnel cuts include four 
people from the Engineering Depart¬ 
ment, 13 firefighters, and three police 
officers. Five police cadets and two co-op 
students were also not funded. 

The total personnel reduction will save 
$1.4 million in salary and wages. 

Several policy decisions were set out in 
the budget summary presented by the 
Mayor, in addition to the decision on 
rubbish collection. 

All requests for out-of-state travel by 


city employees will go through the 
mayor's office for allocation of funds 
from a $6000 account for that purpose. 

There will "probably" be no increases 
for department heads until after the 
Personnel Department has completed its 
salary classification, a lengthy procedure 
that may not be completed in the up¬ 
coming fiscal year. 

There will be no upgrades (step in¬ 
creases) for city personnel. 

The few new positions that are being 

$12 tax increase 
now estimated 

added (probably four in all) will be 
allowed only when an increase in service 
in the department justifies their addition. 

The new budget does not include an¬ 
ticipated increases in pay due to 
collective bargaining. This may be ex¬ 
pected to raise the total budget by 
another $2 million. 

The budget as presented by the mayor 
plus the School Committee budget of $30.3 
million will result in a tax-rate increase 
of less than $5, the mayor said. 


Wien the money for salary increases 
and other inevitable costs are added to 
the budget, an increase in the tax rate of 
$11-12 is not an unrealistic projection. 

Mayor Mann, speaking to the aider- 
men, said, "Hard times call for hard 
decisions." 

He cut more than $7 million from 
departmental budget requests. 

James Salter, the mayor's assistant, 
estimated that the cost of outside 
collection will be about $775,000, including 
recycling. Estimated cost for labor with 
municipal employees for next year would 
be more than $1 million. 

Other savings will come from not 
having to replace packer trucks, closing 
the Auburndale yard, not having to 
maintain the truck fleet, and lower 
medical insurance. 

The mayor plans to sell the trucks now 
being used. 

Board President Joseph McDonnell 
asked how snow removal, which has been 
a large recent cost, would be done. Salter 
replied, "The city will do snow removal." 

The mayor promised that "matters of 
public safety and sendees will be con¬ 
tinued." 

Fixed increases facing the city are 
$900,000 increase in retirement pensions 


insurance, costs, and a $900,000 jump in 
MBTA assessment. 

Potential problems include the un¬ 
certainty of the federal revenue-sharing 
program, which could mean a loss of 
$300,000 if it is not extended. 

Others are possible decreases in state 
aid to municipalities, and further in¬ 
crease in MBTA costs if ihe state fails to 
fund half the deficit. 

A definite problem will be the lower

amount of surplus that will be available 
this year, because of recent depletion for 
snow removal and settlement of 
collective bargaining. 

This will be offset to some extent by an 
expected decrease in the deficit arising 
from abatements and exemptions on real 
estate taxes. 

Many of the aldermen at the meeting 
expressed dismay that they had neither 
been informed of the mayor’s plan to 
eliminate collection of rubbish by the

BC area streets year-long headache Good try! 


$2000 for legal advice 
goes to rights commission 


An investigation into a complaint of 
discrimination against the School 
Department has resulted in approval of 
$2000 for legal advice for the Human 
Rights Commission. 

The aldermanic Finance Committee 
approved the money last week after 
discussion of a pending case brought by 
Walter Hill, a school custodian, charging 
that he was passed over for a promotion 
in favor of a younger white man. 

The Human Rights Commission has 
been factfinding for the past few months’ 
through discussion with Hill and with the 
School Department. 

Jane Pitt, director of the Human 
Services Department, said this week that 
the decision on whether the commission 
believes there was discrimination will be 
made some time next month. The Human 
Sendees Department is the support 
agency for the HRC. 

Although the Human Rights Com¬ 
mission does not represent a com¬ 


plainant, it will accept complaints, in¬ 
vestigate them’ and if warranted, refer 
the complaint to the Massachusetts 
Commission Against Discrimination or 
the Federal Equal Employment Oppor¬ 
tunity Commission. 

The need for legal services will arise 
only extremely rarely, Ms. Pitt feels. 

But in the Hill case she, HRC chairman 
Richard Goldman, and City Solicitor 
Howard Levine all believe that outside 
advice is needed, because Levine would 
have to represent the School Department 
if a discrimination suit were brought. 

Most of the time, Ms. Pitt said, the HRC 
can use the services of the city’s Law 
Department. In this case, or any other 
involving city agencies, in which the city 
solicitor might have to defend the city 
against a suit, it would be inadvisable for 
him to know in advance all the details. 

The legal fees would go for advice on 
procedural matters, specific legal points, 
how to hold public hearings, and the like.

After listening to another two hours of 
bickering among neighbors' the l^and Use 
Committee this week threw its hands up 
in despair and disgust and found it could 
take no action on the Colby Street 
"problem." 

Two groups of neighbors — residents of 
Rochester Road and residents of West¬ 
chester Road — have strained the 
democratic process to the breaking point 
over the past year and one-half. 

Fearful of a huge increase in traffic 
when Boston College moved its law school 
to the former Newton College campus, 
Westchester Road residents wanted 
Colby Street closed as an access to 
Westchester Road. 


But that step would mean that 
Rochester Road residents would not have 
access to Centre Street over Colby Street 
and would have to use Westchester Road. 

Colby Street was closed off by an order 
of the Board of Aldermen for a five-month 
trial, which ended this week. 

The chain closing the street was 
reportedly broken several times by 
Rochester Road residents in protest of 
the closing. 

At meeting after meeting of the I^and 
Use Committee, the two factions have 
screamed at each other, insulted each 
other and directed other personal 
remarks at each other. 

The Land Use Committee this week 
could find no further action to take, since 
it has now been advised by the law 


Department that Boston College owns 
Colby Road and can do pretty much what 
it likes, as long there is public access to 
Edmands Park. 

It agreed to accept the report of the 
Public Works Committee that a traffic 
count should be done' but even this will 
have to wait until the public is used to the 
fact that there is no closing in effect now 
and begins to use Westchester Road 
again. 

The committee would not accept at this 
time either of two proposals for diverting 
traffic away from Rochester and 
Westchester Roads. 

One, called the “Stiller plan," after its 
inventor, Aid. Robert Stiller, was devised 
in the Public Works Committee and

Police Chief arranges 
salary increase for aide 


Police Chief William Quinn last week 
shuffled around accounts and convinced 
the aldermanic Finance Committee to 
recommend a salary of $19,100 for his 
civilian right-hand man. 

His administrative assistant’ Timothy 
Coogan, has degrees in law and business 
administration and is a computer expert 
besides. 

Quinn said, "Five years ago he turned 
down $24,000 as a lawyer. He will leave. 
But his heart is in police work — he's 


nationally known for it.” 

Coogan's salary now is $17,567. Quinn 
said there had been no salary increase 
since 1973 and asked for $20,100. 

Coogan has obtained $1 million in 
grants for the Police Department, Quinn 
said. 

Jobs equivalent to Coogan's in other 
cities pay between $21,377 and $25,810, 
Quinn said, giving several examples.

"It's convenient to have an alcoholic in 
the family as long as they don't behave 
too badly," said Mrs. L., a “dry" 
alcoholic who spoke Feb. 4 at an in¬ 
formational program sponsored by The 
Women's Cooperative, Auburndale. 

The women spoke on drugs and 
alcoholism to an audience which crowded 
into the Cooperative’s tiny room at the 
Centenary Methodist Church. 

Alcoholic women are an increasing 
problem in "affluent’’ areas, said an 
Alcoholics Anonymous representative in 
a later interview. "We are seeing more 
women in the suburbs because their way 
of life revolves around alcohol." 

According to a representative at the 
Massachusetts Council on Alcoholism 
there is no way to determine how many 
women are alcoholics because there has 
never been a survey. 


The council has established a task force 
to investigate the special problems a 
female alcoholic faces such as child care. 
The representative said that “if they 
have a family to worry 8 about and no 
child care they come in in later stages of 
alcoholism." 

Also, according to Mrs. L. alcoholic 
women . convenient in a family because 
they were “servants’’ and could be 
treated as "doormats”. Because of their 
disease, fear and insecurity, they will 
accept this kind of attitude. 

In Mrs. L.’s case her husband was also 
an alcoholic and it was she who pressured 
him to attend AA. She never realized, or 
faced the fact that she was an alcoholic 
until she attended meetings with him and 
realized she belonged there. 

Not only didn't she realizc8 she was a 
drunk, but no one else did..."because I 
was always drunk...never sober." 

Mrs. D. said that when she came to AA 


she was gay, on the way to a divorce and 
fearful of men. In AA for the first time "I 
experienced men as human beings...saw 
them express emotions you never see in a 
bar...it was an eye-openerto see men who 
care for their kids.” 

One of the concerns the listening 
women expressed was what to do with a 
friend who has a drinking problem. 
Should you confront them? Unqualifiedly 
the former alcoholics said yes. 

Mrs. D. said "no one ever told me don’t 
drink.” There was only one time she 
could recall being refused a drink by a 
friend, after a fight in her home where 
she ended up with a black eye. "It was the 
only time anyone refused to give me a 
drink." 

Even her sister, who was a doctor, did 
not realize "until it was too late." 
Another way that shecamoflaged her

Newton's Election Commission took a 
slap on the wrist from the Postal Service 
recently, and now has to pay back $1000. 

Alan Licarie, executive secretary of the 
commission, told the Finance Committee 
last week that because of "a good 
relationship" with the Newtonville post 
office the city has been able to send the 
census forms out to households by third- 
class mail. 

But after the latest mailing an 
unidentified Newton citizen took a form to 
the mail-classification center in the 
Boston post office, which ruled that the 
census form must go first-class mail 
because forms have information already 
in them and are not identical. 

Newton must pay the Postal Service 
$1000 and send all subsequent census 
mailings first class. 

The extra cost will amount to about 
$1000 per census form for the first mailing 
to Nen-ton's 27,000 households. 

The mail census is still a bargain 
compared to the census taken by police, 
which was discontinued several years 
ago.

Committee likely to restore sports, English cuts

The School Committee was expected to 
pass a $32.4 million budget Wednesday 
night. 

Following Tuesday night’s public 
hearing, several Committee members 
said they would favor some restorations 
to the zero-increase budget. 

Indications Tuesday were that these 
would include the position of English 
coordinator and the full junior high school 
varsity sports program. 

Supt. of Schools Aaron Fink said 
Tuesday he would like to see $275,000 
restored, but it seems unlikely that would 
pass. 

An estimated 600 people filled Newton 
North High School auditorium Tuesday 
night and cheered openly when broad 
statements were made on restoring 
money to the budget; hissed when the 
tentative budget was praised, 

Members of the School Committee did 
not say anything publicly Tuedsday 
night. 

Of the 61 people that spoke, 50 wanted to 
see restorations made in the budget, 
mostly in the area of junior varsity junior 
high sports, the English coordinator, and 
the junior high White Mountain program. 

Of the 11 people who did not request 
program restorations, one spoke in favor 
of keeping the Metco program and one 
wanted the schools to use more volun¬ 
teers from the community. 

Students who are members of the 
Student Advisory Committee to the 


School Committee suggested that the 
substitute teacher account could be cut 
by eliminating substitutes in the high 
school when a teacher is out for two days 
or less. Amy Tighe and Richard Silton 
thought the substitutes don’t often help 
with the classroom instruction for two 
days, and students are old enough not to 
need babysitters. 

They urged part of that $226,000 be used 
to keep the position of English coor¬ 
dinator or for teachers. 

Several speakers from F. A. Day 
Junior High School urged the restoration 
of junior high junior varsity sports and 
Ihe psychologist and English specialists 
that had been cut. 

Representatives from Burr, Under¬ 
wood, Mason-Rice, Carr, Horace Mann, 
Hyde, and Cabot elementary schools 
urged restoration of teachers, teacher 
aides, supportive staff, and English 
specialists. 

Those who spoke were eloquent in 
pointing out areas where the restorations 
would mean extra help for children, and 
help schools below the city-wide average 
on test scores improve. 

One speaker accused the School 
Committee of discriminating against the 
north side of the city when allocations are 
made. 

Theresa O’Halloran urged the Com¬ 
mittee to restore funding for the federal 
projects coordinator who has helped gain 
additional programs for Lincoln-Eliot 
and Emerson schools. 

John Sanroma of 1000 Walnut St., 


Newton Highlands, spoke for many 
elderly citizens when he asked that the 
continuing education program be con¬ 
tinued at last year's level or expanded. 

Norman Walker, English teacher and 
head football coach at Newton North, 
spoke over the four-minute limit allowed 
for groups, and scorned the Committee 
for its work to date. 

He was concerned that Chariman 
Mandell had not done the budget cost 
analysis that he had expected, and was 
dismayed that the Committee would 
eliminate Robert Zeeb's English coor¬ 
dinator position by cutting in a "pat¬ 
chwork” fashion. 

Claiming to be a conservative, the 
Newton resident teacher knew it was a 
time to "tighten belts," but was upset at 
the choices made by the Committee. 

The Ixiagueof Women Voters urged the 
restoration of Inisde View, the English 
coordinator, and equipment ex¬ 
penditures. 

Other groups that urged restorations 
included the Newton Citizens for 
Education, the Elementary Principals, 
the Association for Children with lear¬ 
ning Disabilities, and the Elementary 
English Specialists. 

A woman from Newtonville urged the 
schools to use more volunteers in view of 
the budget cuts. Barbara Hearst said she 
had volunteered to teach how students 
could grow their own food for 25 cents a 
day, but found few schools were willing to

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Pines proposes economic, environmental 
safeguards for offshore oil development 


State Rep. Ixtis G. Pines (D- 
Newton) criticized the federal 
government last week for 
failing to take affirmative 
action to insure that 
Massachusetts and the other 
coastline states would receive 
necessary federal help to 
adjusting to the Impact of 
offshore oil development. 

After attending the January 
meeting of the Massachusetts 
Outer Continental Shelf 
Coordinating Committee to 
which she was appointed by 
Governor Dukakis, Rep. Pines 
said that the New England and 
mid-atlantic States need more 
assistance, money and time 
from the federal government in 
order to meet the challenge of 
outer continental shelf (OCS) 
development. 

Two bills presently before 
the U.S. House of Represen- 
tat'ves would help the states to 


study, plan for, manage and 
control the impact of energy 
resource development, ac¬ 
cording to Rep. Pines. These 
bills would give more time for 
the states to prepare for the 
impact of OCS development; 
give federal assistance in the 
form of an annual grant to 
compensate the states for an 
amount reported to be over 
$111 million that will have to be 
spent in providing extra ser¬ 
vices; and impose regulations 
to safeguard against pollution 
and protect the environment. 

"The future of these bills is 
uncertain," said Rep. Pines. 
"Although they are now being 
considered by Congress and we 
expect passage, we understand 
that President Ford plans to 
veto the legislation. Wtlhout 
the measure of protection these 
bills would provide, 
Massachusetts will be un- 
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prepared for such a develop¬ 
ment. 

A year ago, testifying before 
the Department of the Interior 
on offshore oil leases, Rep. 
Pines asked the federal 
government to help 
Massachusetts adequately 
prepare for such an oil 
development by granting the 
state a decision-making role 
concerning the timing and the 
location of development off 
Georges Banks and to com¬ 
pensate Massachusetts and 
New England for the massive 
growth Impacts resulting from 
the location of on-shore support 
facilities. “The public must get 
an adequate return for its 
resources,” said Rep. Pines. 

Pines Is sponsoring a bill in 
the Massachusetts legislature 
that would require the hiring of 
Massachusetts residents for 
onshore facilities. “Offshore oil 
development will only provide 
a limited number of of Jobs," 
said Pines. "Therefore we 
must be assured that qualified 
Massachusetts residents are 
the first to be hired,” she said. 
Similar legislation is presently 
in effect in Alaska, which in¬ 
cludes a provision in all oil 
leases mandating the hiring of 
qualified Alaskan residents. 

Representative Pines said 
she is concerned that 
vocational training programs 
be implemented to qualify 
Massachusetts residents for 
work on offshore oil-drilling 
facilities. 

Representative Pines said 
she is extremely interested in 
the exploration and develop¬ 
ment of offshore drilling sites, 
because of the potential they 
provide for a less expensive 
source of energy. “New 
England, probably more than 
any sector in the country, 
recognizes the need to develop 
new domestic energy 


resources," said Pines. 
"However, we also recognize 
the necessity of a rational plan 
for development that would 
iasure the protection of the 
Massachusetts coastline and 
the citizens," she added. "If oil 
is to be drilled from Georges 
Banks, approximately 200 
miles off the Massachusetts 
coastline, the state must be 
guaranteed that the oil and gas 
will first be used to meet the 
needs of its residents,” said 
Pines. 

A major part of the Coor¬ 
dinating Committee’s January 
meeting was spent with Fall 
River officials discussing the 
possibility of locating an oil 
refinery and onshore facilities 
in Fall River. A similar 
discussion took place with city 
officials from New Bedford a 
short time ago. Both cities are 
being considered by oil com¬ 
panies as possible sites for 
onshore support services to 
drilling on Georges Banks. 
Rhode Island is also being 
considered for the location of 
onshore facilities. 

Rep. Pines stated, “If 
Massachusetts communities 
are not chosen for onshore 
development and Rhode Island 
communities are, 
Massachusetts risks the 
detrimental side effects such 
as water pollution, oil spillage, 
disruption of our fishing 
resources, but would not 
receive any economic benefits 
from offshore drilling. 

“Outer continental shelf 
drilling can be a positive step 
toward providing New England 
with additional sources of 
supply of oil and gas,” said 
Pines. She added that the 
Massachusetts economy and 
the people of Massachusetts 
must benefit from the 
development of offshore oil 
reserves on Georges Banks. 



Landfill site may need 
work to stop pollution 



Improvement of the water 
quality of the Charles River, 
especially at Purgatory Cove, 
Auburndale, may depend on 
plans to be submitted by the 
city Feb. 10 to the state 
Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering. 

DEQE asked the city to 
provide plans for continued use 
of the landfill area at Rumford 
Avenue and the diaries River 
by that date. Plans are to show 
grades and drainage. 

According to Rita Barron, 
executive director of the 
Charles River Watershed 
Association, the Metropolitan 
District Commission is ready 
to begin water-quality im¬ 
provement in the area, but is 
reluctant to start until there Is 
some indication from Newton 
that pollution from the nor¬ 
thern end of the landfill will be 
stopped. 

Newton's acting com¬ 
missioner of public works, 
Nunzio Piselli, explained this 
week that plans were to be 


submitted on schedule to 
DEQE, which will then tell the 
city what to do. As far as he 
knows at this point there are no 
plans to discontinue use of any 
portion of the landfill site. 

Since there has been no in¬ 
cinerator residue since the 
incinerator was closed in 
October, Piselli said, the only 
material put into the landfill is 
construction material, and any 
leachate going into the river is 
from material that has been 
there for some time. 

City Engineer Philip Jones 
said this week that Newton 
expects to be able to use the 
landfill site "for quite a few 
more years." 

The state DEQE is ap¬ 
parently amenable to this 
possibility, provided that the 
city’s plans are acceptable to 
the department. 

DEQE has also told the city 
to cover and seal the top and 
sides of the old Pine Street 
dump to minimize leaching 
into the river.

Mofenson fearful of secrecy 
in federal crime legislation

Rep. State David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton), House 
chairman of the Committee on 
Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs, has urged that the 
federal Criminal Justic 
Reform Act of 1975 be amended 
to delete those sections which 
stand to undermine First 
Amendment freedoms and 
judicial reforms or should be 
scrapped entirely. 

"In its present form, the bill 
I SI) is unacceptable and would 
seriously undermine individual 
rights in the United States, 
especially free speech and 
freedom of the press," 
Mofenson said. "I strongly 
support the efforts of the 
American Civil liberties Union 
to educate the public on this 
important matter." 

The bill originated in 1966 as 
a proposal of the National 
Commission on Reform of 
Federal Criminal Law and was 
an attempt to codify all federal 
criminal laws and rules of 
procedure to eliminate the 
I inconsistencies and iin- 
precisions that have been 
plagued federal eiminal law 
enforcement. 

"While a systematic com¬ 
pilation of the laws is needed,” 
Mofenson said, "the original 
intent of the legislation was 
perverted by the Nixon ad¬ 
ministration, under Attorneys 
General John Mitchll and 
Richard Kleindienst. The bill 
now includes virtually every 
method the Nixon ad¬ 
ministration thought necessary 


Reform Act broadens federal 
laws on espionage, com¬ 
munications and possession of 
government information, and 
defines "national defense 
information” so broadly and 
ambiguously as to subject any 
national discussion of im¬ 
portant issues to a decided 
chilling effect." 

Section 1121 makes it a crime 
to publish any information 
which "might be useful" to the 
enemy. "Under the proposed 
law, there need be no intent 
that the information be used 
against the United States and 
could include peacetime efforts 
to expose such government 
corruption as Watergate,” 
Mofenson said. 

Mofenson, former member 
of the Massachusetts 
legislature's Joint Committee 
on the Judiciary, said that the 
federal government would 
have virtually unchecked 
powers to classify documents 
as secret and then prosecute 
anyone who leaked the in¬ 
formation. 

He noted that between 75 
percent (according to former 
Supreme Court Justice Arthur 
Goldberg) and 99.5 percent 
(according to the ACLU) is of 
all classified documents 
contain information which 
already known to the public or 
does not warrant protection for 
national security reasons. 

"By using a rubber stamp 
that says "Secret,” govern¬ 
ment officials could define a 
crime and the courts would not 


offensive to the First Amend¬ 
ment, which was designed to 
foster the free flow of in¬ 
formation in order to sustain 
an informed electorate, upon 
which our democracy is 
based," Mofenson said. 

“If it is passed, I fear that the 
law as it stands would permit 
government officials to stifle 
criticism and hide their own 
mistakes. Not only that, it 
would absolve federal officials 
of any responsibility for their 
illegal conduct, so long as they 
were'just following orders,"' 
Mofenson continued. 

Mofenson also agreed with 
the observation of Harvard 
Law Professor Alan Der- 
showitz that the bill includes 
"discredited notions of sen¬ 
tencing and parole." Under SI 
judges and parole boards 
would have broad discretion 
over how long aperson is in¬ 
carcerated for a crime. “Such 
discretion may give rise to 
unequal treatment of of¬ 
fenders," Mofenson said.

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Vandalism, youth drinking 
studied by PTA Council 


The availability of alcohol by 
teenagers from 14 to 19 has led 
to alcohol being the largest 
youth problem in the city, and 
various wheels are turning to 
help present and future teens. 

The PTA Council hosted a 
panel discussion on alcoholism 
and vandalism at Newton 
North last Thursday night. 
Attendance was sparse but the 
discussion confronted the 
various aspects of the problem 
and methods of dealing with it. 

Newton North student Doug 
Jessup said he was one of few 
high school students who 
favored raising the purchase 
age of alcohol to 21. 

Several panel members said 
during the night that only five 
or ten percent of the youth 
were responsible for had any 
serious ties with alocholism or 


vandalism, but Jessup told the 
60 people attending. “You'd be 
surprised to know how many 
‘good kids' go out every Friday- 
night with a sixpack." 

Gloriannc Wittes, a school 
social worker, said she and 
staff from other school sub¬ 
jects will be working on a 
formal program of alcohol 
education that will be used in 
grades K-12. 

When she taught a high 
school session in alcoholism 
last year, students were not 
swayed by statistics or scare 
tactics. They accept alcohol as 
part of their culture, she said, 
and want to know how to drink 
responsibly. 

Their concern was how to 
arrange one person at a party 
to avoid drinking so he or she 
could drive everyone home. 


The students also wanted a 
program in the junior high 
schools for their younger 
siblings. 

Joseph DeNucci, a member 
of alcohol subcommittee of the 
Youth Commission, said the 
growing alcoholism problem is 
attributable to the lowering of 
the drinking age to 18 in 1973. 

The liquor dealers in Newton 
have been cooperative with the 
Youth Commission in agreeing 
to accept only a driver's 
license for proof of age, and for 
posting the of signs that clairfy 
the illegality of purchasing 
liquor for anyone under age 18.

Low-income tenants to be 
aided by rehab program

How to protect and help low 
income tenants was the main 
concern this week of the 
eligibility criteria committee 
establishing guidelines for 
housing rehabilitation under 
the federally funded com¬ 
munity development program. 

Housing rehabilitation will 
receive $ 160,000 of the first- 
year allocation of $655,000. 

Applications for 
rehabilitation assistance will 
be accepted by the 
rehabilitation board some time 
in May. 

Juris Alksnitis of the 
Planning Department took 
issue with the screening 
procedure and "stacking or¬ 
der" by which applicants for 
rehabilitation assistance will 
be considered when ap¬ 
plications are accepted for the 
first time this May. 

Justin Gray Associates, 
consultants to the housing 
committees, had recom¬ 
mended that owner-occupancy, 


type of repair, and low income 
be the criteria, in that order. 

The recommendation was 
made in response to the ap¬ 
parent wishes of those com¬ 
mittee members who attended 
the meetings at which 
screening was discussed. 

Alksnitis turned the attention 
of the committee to the intent 
of the law, which includes 
helping all low-income people, 
and convinced the committee 
to include some provision for 
assistance to absentee owners 
of small multiple dwellings. 

A tentative decision was 
made to set aside 10 percent of 
the available funds for ab¬ 
sentee owners who are renting 
to low-income tenants. 

Such landlords must agree 
not to increase their tenants’ 
rent for two years and not to 
pass on more than 75 percent of 
their rehabilitation costs to 
tenants. There will be no low- 
income requirements for the 
landlord. 


Other tentative decisions 
made Tuesday were to include 
in the contract between 
homeowner and the 
rehabilitation board a 1 
provision for imposing a lien on 
property if the owner defaults 
on payments on his loan. 

Originally it had been 
thought that 60 persons would 
receive assistance —a grant, a 
direct loan, or an interest- 
reduction grant to help in¬ 
crease a bank loan — but it now 
appears that at least 71 persons 
will be aided. 

The money to be used for 
housing rehabilitation has been 
increased to $220,000 for the 
second year of the program. . 

At Tuesday night's meeting 
of the committee only three 
members appeared, including 
Aid. Matthew Jefferson, who 
had been unable to attend the 
last two meetings. 

The other members were 
Zezette I^rsen and William 
Apgar. Apgar has been a 
regular participant.

The boss was 
not consulted 

A long-time member of the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives 
almost wound up without a seat to sit on or 
a place to hang his hat and coat as a result 
of a snafu in the Dukakis administration. 

Word leaked out at the State House a few 
weeks ago that Representative James A. 
O’Brien, Fall River Democrat, would 
resign from his seat in the House to accept 
a $17,800-a-year job with the State Tax 
Commission. 

Secretary of Administration and Finance 
John R. Buckley, also known as the Deputy 
Governor and Governor Dukakis’ strong 
right arm, approved the appointment. 

O’Brien was so sure of getting the job 
that he submitted his resignation to House 
Speaker Thomas W. McGee, stepping down 
from his legislative post, in which he was 
serving his 16th year. O'Brien seemed well 
qualified for the job. 

It developed, however, that Buckley had 
neglected to clear the matter with his boss, 
Governor Dukakis. 

No patronage for legislators, ruled 
Dukakis, who disapproved the appoint¬ 
ment. 

The shocked and stunned O’Brien rushed 
back to the sympathetic Speaker McGee 
and retrieved his resignation. 

Fortunately for O’Brien, Speaker 
McGee, who has observed some of the 
happenings in the Dukakis regime, had 
placed O’Brien’s resignation aside until he 
actually was appointed to his new job. 

That never happened, and Dukakis’ 
relations with the Legislature became a 
little more strained. 


Ford on abortion 

President Ford explains that his view on 
abortion is “moderate.” Thus his fence¬ 
riding opinion that he favors a constitutional 
amendment leaving the problem up to the 
states but not an amendment prohibiting 
abortion nationally. 

Moderate opinions are aimed at getting 
the most favorable votes in a pluralistic 
society. But the President's decision is not 
likely to please many. The issue is too 
touchy a subject and both the pro-lifers and 
those who approve the Supreme Court ruling 
will not be satisfied. 

President Ford didn't say exactly why he 
favored leaving the matter up to the in¬ 
dividual states although presumably it has 
something to do with giving more authority 
to units of government closer to the people. 
If so. then he should have considered county 
boards or city councils. Or if his view is that 
those directly involved should be most 
responsible, what about the individual 
woman and her physician who must per¬ 
sonally face the problem?

Public jobs no unemployment answer By JOHN D. LOFTON, JR. 



‘Ow! Oh! Yer killin' me! Have mercy!’ 


WASHINGTON — President Ford’s decision to veto a 
$6.2-billlon pu blic works employment bill was undoubtedly 
one of the toughest of his presidency, this being an election 
year with the Jobless rate running at little more than eight 
per cent. 

But Mr. Ford is absolutely correct in turning thumbs 
down on this legislative monstrosity. Public service jobs 
are a snare and a delusion — your basic, off-the-rack 
boondoggle. They are wasteful and inefficient and will have 
virtually no lasting impact at all on the unemployment 
problem. 

In a study last year for the American Enterprise In¬ 
stitute, Alan Fechter, a senior research economist at The 
Urban Institute, took a look at several federally funded 
public employment programs: Neighborhood Youth Corps, 
Operation Mainstream, Public Service Careers, and the 
Public Employment Program. His conclusion: 

"On the basis of the evidence, it is difficult to be an en¬ 
thusiastic supporter of large-scale permanent programs of 
public employment funded through federal grants. These 
programs tend to be redistributional in effect, rather than 
to generate additional Jobs.” 

What Mr. Fechter is talking about here is the so-called 
"displacement” effect of public service Jobs. He writes 
that, from what he has learned, "in the long-run 60 to 90 per 
cent of public employment program funds would merely 
displace state and local funds. The short-run displacement 
effect ranges from 40 to 50 per cent. Apparently public 
employment programs add considerably fewer jobs than 
the nominal number of slots they fund." 

Mr. Fechter also observes: 

"The effects of public employment programs are con¬ 
siderably different from what advocates make them out to 
be...given what we know now, a large public employment 


program, while attractive politically, would be an un¬ 
desirable use of public resources.” 

The hue and cry for public Job money in Washington is 
understandable, however, when one reviews the various 
ways in which this dough has allegedly been misused. One 
begins to know what Edward Hanna, the Mayor of Utica, 
N.Y., meant when he denounced the federal jobs program 
for having created nationally "an unhealthy, atmosphere of 
self-serving politics, job influence-peddling, and building of 
political organizations with taxpayers' dollars.” 

An Associated Press survey late last year on the nation’s 
public service job program found it rife with instances of 
alleged mismanagement by mayors and governors, 
nepotism, political hiring and fiscal slight-of-hand. Among 
the worst examples discovered by the AP: 

- The Justice Department is investigating a Labor 
Department report that more than 200 federally salaried 
workers in Boston allegedly were used to conduct a door-to- 
door survey for Mayor Kevin White. 

— The Labor Department stripped the city of 
Philadelphia of much of its power over the public jobs 
program when the hiring for it was found to be based on 
political connections. 

In New York City, according to The New York Times, 
Mayor Abraham Bcame was ordered by the Labor 
Department to dismiss seven city neighborhood workers, 
who were being paid with federal public job money, 
because they had gotten their jobs as a result of their ties to 
the Democratic Party. 

Public jobs financed by the federal government are not 
the way to permanently lower the unemployment rate. The 
only way this can be done is through the private sector. The 
Congress should uphold President Ford’s veto. But I don’t 
think it will.

Now it is generally known that mental 
disorders are more common among low- 
income than among upper-income groups. 
But standing by itself this does not tell us too 
much. 

Are the disorders a result of poverty or is 
poverty, among the unfortunates, a product of 1 
their mental instability? 


To find an answer to this, Dr. Harvey 
Brenner of John Hopkins University made a 
study of admissions to mental institutions 
over the years to see whether there was any 
correlation between the rise and fall of such 
cases and the rise and fall of the economic 
indicators. 

In a study of New York State from 1841 to 
1967, he found that ‘‘National Economic 
trends are the single most important factors 
in trends of admissions to mental hospitals.” 

He then investigated the trends in the 
remaining states, with more limited records, 
from 1928 on, only to find that the New York 
pattern was repeated. 

That economic stress brings on emotional 
t urmoil comes as no shocker. I/iss of a job is a 
traumatic experience. 

But, if recent investigations are to be 
believed, ecogenesis also plays a role in a 


wide variety of other Illnesses, ranging from 
drinking to infant mortality. 

The time-lag between the economic 
depression and the onset of the illness varies 
from one kind of sickness to another. 

Discussing testimony before his Joint 
Economic Committee on this matter, Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey recorded that "car¬ 
diovascular-renal disease mortality peaks 
consistently three years on average after 
economic downturns." Cerebrovascular 
disease peaks "seven to nine years” after a 
downturn. 

Hard-liquor drinking peaks “less than a 
year following economic slowdowns." And 
"cirrhosis of the liver mortality increases 
approximately two years following 
recessions." 

One of the most fascinating findings refers 
to infant mortality - pre-birth, at-birth, and 


shortly-after-birth. In typical technical 
language Dr. Brenner reports: 

“Increases in post-natal mortality rates 
tend to lag from three to five years behind any 
given year of an economic downturn." 

Sen. Humphrey has a very specific interest 
in the ecogenesis of illness because he has 
been keeping count on the cost of unem¬ 
ployment in America. By his latest reckoning, 
1 per cent of unemployment in this country 
costs the federal government $16 billion, with 
added costs to state and local governments of 
$3 billion. 

Now he would like to calculate the costs in 
medical bills and in lives - if you can put a 
price tag on a life. 

By the time he adds up the total, the cost 
will be big enough to make you sick.

1 must also confess that Jackson 
arrived 15 minutes ahead of schedule, 
and so I iiad to catch up with retinue 
snaking its way through the labyrinth of 
machines.

The following was sent to 
School Committee members on 
behalf of the Coalition by the 
members of the School Budget 
Committee: 

The Coalition for with 
Special Needs wishes to go 
Children on record in support 
of a budget which reflects the 
needs of all children and is not 
bound by the constraints of 
zero budgeting. The schools 
must meet their obligation to 
provide a wide range of ser¬ 
vices to all children and their 
families. 

Education takes place in a 
variety of ways: in the 
classroom, on the athletic field, 
in the counselor’s office, in a 
tutoring session, on field trips, 
in a work-study program, etc. 

We know that many 
programs have vocal con¬ 
stituencies supporting them. 
We are concerned about those 
positions and programs for 
which no voice has been raised. 
Many of these are essential to 
the education of every child, 
but are not immediately ob¬ 
vious. 

Specifically, we feel that the 
two psychologist positions 
should be reinstated. Based on 
the increase in the need for 
these services mandated under 
Chapter 766 and the needs of 
the school population we do not 
feel that two positions can 
realistically be cut. 

In their efforts to integrate 
many children with special 
educational needs, support for 
regular classroom teachers is 


vital. Therefore, elimination of 
coordinators, consultants, 
specialists in various fields, in- 
service training opportunities 
and teacher-aides seriously 
affects the education of every 
child in the classroom. 

We are interested in the use 
of resource rooms as another 
option, but we assume it will 
not be to the detriment of other 
programs for children with 
special educational needs. The 
effectiveness of the resource 
room is still a question and we 
will be interested in the 
evaluation of the program. 

We feel also, that programs 
such as the Junior High School 
Work Study Program and the 
Youth Development Program 
are vital to the best interests of 
the participating students and 
to the City as a whole. These 
young people often could not 
otherwise be served by the 
school system and therefore it 
would be short-sighted to 
reduce these any way. s 
We are impressed with the 
information gathering you 
have done and the care with 
which you are proceeding. We 
feel that the above items are 
essential and that they can be 
included without detracting 
from the other budget items. 
We realize that this cannot be 
accomplished within the 
constraints of zero budgeting, 
but we would be willing to 
support any increase which 
might be necessary.

To the Editor: 

I have sent the following 
letter to the principal of one of 
our elementary schools. The 
data contained in this letter is 
- typical for elementary schools 
in Newton. 

Since there appears to be a 
great deal of concern about the 
current budget process, this 
letter may serve to allay the 
fears of the people. 

Please note that the 
reductions in the elementary 
schools and most of the other 
reductions in personnel are 
mainly due to declining 
enrollments. In some cases 
minor reductions were made 
due to a re-evaluation of 
programs and the desirability 
of' taking advantage of our 
inventory stocks. 

The letter was as follows: 

I have received several 
letters from parents of children 
who attend your school; and 
frankly, I don’t understand the 
reasons for the tone of these 
letters. The implication is that 
due to the recommended 
ludget, and only due to that, 
there will be “disasterous" 
personnel cuts. 

As you know, enrollment will 
decline by a total of 61 , based 
on the projected enrollment for 
76-77, and this is the prime 
reason for the cut of two 
teaching positions and other 
cut s. 

The effect on the pupil- 
teacher ratio projected for 76- 
77 of 22.35:1 compares 
favorably both with the system 
goal of 23.4:1 and the projected 
system average of 23.1:1. 

With the 2.2 teacher aides, 
the pupil to teacher and aides 
ratio is projected-to be 19.79:1, 
as compared to the system 
afverage of 20.76:1. As you 
know, the placement of 
teaceher aides is at your 
discretion and I'm sure you 
will apply them where they can 
be most beneficial. 

In the total instruction 
category involving teaching 
staff (teachers, teacher aides, 
librarian, art specialist, music 
specialist, physical education 
specialist and English 
specialist), the staff-pupil 
ration is projected to be 
17.35:1, as compared to the 
projected system average of 
17.7:1. 

One of the letters I received 
mentions 50 percent cuts in 
reading (English specialist), 
art and music. This does not 
agree with the information 
available to me! 

It seems to me that it would 
be worthwhile to make the 
information in the recom¬ 
mended school budget 
available to the school parents 
in order to allow them to make 
comments based on fact.

Budget economies which 
result from deferred ex¬ 
penditures in any one year can 
be short-sighted. Deferring 
expenses eventually exacts its 
price, either in lessened ef¬ 
fectiveness of program or in 
inflated costs. For example, 
deferred maintenance leads to 
additional costs in the future. 
We feel this particularly ap¬ 
plies to the proposed budget for 
equipment (maintenance, 
replacement and acquisition) 
and the books and supplies 
accounts. Such deferrals 
should only be made in con¬ 
junction with long-range plans 
for eventually meeting these 
needs. 

The league has long sup¬ 
ported the dissemination of 
information about the schools 


through the publication of a 
periodic newsletter. Such a 
newsletter is the proper vehicle 
for educating the public about 
Newton's school programs, 
policies, and personnel. It is 
especially important in a city 
such as ours which does not 
have a newspaper that is 
widely read throughout the 
community. Ideally, we 
believe this newsletter should 
be distributed to the com¬ 
munity as a whole rather than 
just to the parents of children 
attending the schools. We 
would urge that money be 
retained in the budget for such 
a publication. 

We understand the School 
Committee's decision to 
request the submission of a 
zero increase budget. We view 
this as a framework within 
which to evaluate programs. 
We believe, however, that the 
budget as adopted should not 
be a simple arithmatic exer¬ 
cise in holding the line on ex¬ 
penses. We therefore urge that 
you consider the educational 
ramifications of the suggested 
budget as well as the pressures 
for fiscal restraint. It is our 
belief that the final budget 
should not be a predetermined 
figure, but an amount 
necessary to achieve Newton's 
educational goals.

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Pines' 1976 legislation will benefit 
environment, children, consumers, women 


State Rep. I-ois G. Pines (D- 
Newton I has again introduced 
substantive legislation this 
session to benefit the con¬ 
sumer. 

A major portion of her efforts 
in 1976 will revolve around 
providing greater protection 
for the consumer in the areas 
of children's safety, con¬ 
dominiums purchase, security 
deposits for tenants, insurance, 
health, automotive safety, 
inspection of restaurants, the 
environment, employment and 
discrimination. 

In addition to continuing her 
efforts on behalf of the con¬ 
sumer, Rep. Pines is leading 
the effort to reorganize the 
State Department of Cor¬ 
porations and Taxation. 

As a member of the Joint 
Committee on Taxation and as 
a tax attorney for over 10 
years, Pines is concerned with 
providing a more open and a 
fairer treatment of taxpapers 
in the Commonwealth. 

She said, “There arc many 
ways to improve the efficiency 
of the department. At the same 
time we can improve the 
services provided by the 
department in their dealings 
with the taxpaper. I believe 
that the reorganization of the 
department is imperative." 

A leading 
advocate of equality for 
women, a founder of the 
Legislative Women's Caucus, 
Rep. Pines has been a sponsor 
of every major "woman’s 
issue" bill passed in the 
legislature for the past three 
years. She has introduced 
legislation for 1976 designed to 
provide greater protection for 
all women in the state. Among 
the many bills she is spon¬ 
soring in behalf of women to 
she has cosponsored legislation 
provide counseling, job 
training and economic security 
to the “displaced 
homemaker," women over 50 
years of age who find them¬ 
selves without jobs, without 
family responsibilities and 
without husbands to support 
them. A key sponsor of the 
landmark no-fault divorce 
legislation in Massachusetts 
which became effective Jan. 1, 
1976, Rep. Pines has introduced 
legislation to eliminate both 
the six-month waiting period 


and the use of condonation as a 
defense to an action for divorce 
and to permit joint custody of 
the children of a divorce. She 
will continue to fight this year 
to assure women the right to 
secure disability coverage for 
pregnancy and to encourage 
rape victims to report rape by 
prohibiting the acion aganst 
the alledged rapist 

An outspoken advocate of the 
rights of children, Rep. Pines 
sees the need for the 
establishment of regulations 
for youth camps across the 
state. "Presently no com¬ 
prehensive licensing procedure 
is required for Massachusetts 
camps," said Pines. To further 
insure safety of school children 
Pines is pushing for an im¬ 
portant provision that was 
deleted from her school bus 
safety bill' the prohibition of 
standees. 

Seeking to protect not only 
the safety of children but also 
their welfare' Rep. Pines is 
urging legislation to monitor 
and restrict the amount of 
gratuitous violence in the 
media. She believes that “the 
glorification of violence for 
violence's sake must be 
discontinued, because it serves 
to provide examplesfor 
children to follow." 

Committed to protecting our 
environment' Rep. Pines is the 
chairperson of the 
Massachusetts Bottle Bill 
Coalition which is pushing for 
legislation to require the use of 
returnable bottles and can and 
the ban of fliptops on cans. A 
initiative petition lias already 


been filed with the Secretary of 
State’ and if the legislature 
does not vote the bill into law 
by May' Pines said she will 
work to assure passage by the 
voters of Massachusetts on the 
ballot in November. 

Realizing that noise pollution 
is also an important en¬ 
vironmental problem' Rep. 
Pines has sponsored legislation 
that mandates that regulations 
be adopted concerning noise 
abatement. She is especially 
concerned that motorcycles be 
included under the regulations. 

To insure and protect the 
rights of homeowners and the 
purchasers of condominiums’ 
Pines had introduced 
legislation that would compel 
developers to disclose in¬ 
formation that is essential to 
protect the buyer's interest’ 
and grant a threeincluding the 
electrical' plumbing -year 
warranty on the building' and 
heating systems. This bill had 
passed the House of 
Representatives in 1975 but 
died in the last days of 
prorogation in the Senate. 

Being concerned with the 
good health of people of 
Massachusetts, Pines has 
proposed legislation to 
establish a uniform statewide 
inspection standard for all 
restaurants. "This legislation 
is necessary to im rovesaid 
Rep. Pines, sanitary conditions 
and set strict standards across 
the sate' She added"'We all eat 
out occasionally and therefore 
are all affected by this 
legislation." 

In the area of health care 


Pines is sponsoring legislation 
that would revamp the medical 
examiner system. Rep. Pines 
said she believes this office 
provides a service to society by 
discovering the cause of death' 
and therefore must operate 
with a certain degree of 
professionalism and expertise. 
“For this reason" she said' "it 
is essential that an impartial 
and independent medical 
examiner's system by 
established." 

Pines realizes that con¬ 
sumers often cannot un¬ 
derstand their insurance 
policies. To alleviate this 
problem she has introduced 
legislation that would require 
that insurance policies be 
written in "easily understood 
language" which can be 
comprehended by the layman' 
as well as printed in print large 
enough to be readable. 

To make state documents 
and regulations of agencies 
readily available to the general 
public’Rep. Pines has spon¬ 
sored a bill that would 
establish a Massachusetts 
registrar within the Secretary 
of State's office which would be 
in charge of the custody and 
reprinting of state documents. 
"It is imperative that the 
public have access to in¬ 
formation concerning current 
legislation which may directly 
affect them" said Pines. 

Rep. Pines looks forward to a 
productive year' and foresees 
substantial gains made in the 
area of rights for women’ 
consumers and children.

Through this in¬ 
volvement, it has developed a 
public constituency directed at 
river concerns. From its 
present base, the association 
will reach out others to who are 
concerned about water quality. 

According to MAPC 
Executive Director Richard M. 
Doherty, “The association will 
assist the MAPC in setting up 
public meetings and 
workshops, planning direct 
mailings, developing 
educational materials, and 
providing continuing contacts 
with the local media. MAPC 
has signed similar contracts 
with three other watershed 
associations in the 
metropolitan area." 

Johnson commented that an 
interesting aspect of MAPC's 
program was that government 
is turning to existing citizen 
groups to use their expertise to 
reach out to the public. Rita 
Barron, executive director of 
the CRWA, called it an exciting 
opportunity for creative 
planning and commented that 
they would not have considered 
making decisions in the 
watershed without including 
them. 

The Water Pollution Control 
Act Amendments of 1972 set 
forth two general goals for 


obtaining clean water 
throughout the United States. 

They are to achieve, 
wherever passible, water that 
is clean enough for swiniing 
and the protection and 
propagation of fish, shellfish 
and wildlife by July 1, 1983; 
and, eliminate discharge of 
pollutants into the nation's 
waters by 1985. 

The study is unique as it will 
take a thorough look at non- 
structurnl solutions to water 
quality problems such as land 
use controls as well as con¬ 
sidering the traditional 
structural solutions like sewers 
and treatment plants. A)'. 
feiTeral and state water 
quality construction funds 
must be spent in accordance 
with the plan when it is com¬ 
pleted and approved. 

In February, 1975, Governor 
Dukakis designated MAPC to 
conduct an areawide waste 
treatment management plan 
under the federal law. In June, 
the Enviromental Protection 
Agency awarded MAPC the 
$2.3 million grant for the 
Boston Metropolitan Area.

Title I ECHO summer 
program announced 


The Newton Title 1 office is 
working a Title I summer 
program application which will 
continue to emphasize early 
childhood activities. 

Preschool readiness, 
language arts, and reading 
_ readiness remediation will 
continue to be areas of im¬ 
portance depending on the age 
of children participating in the 
program. 

Program dates have been 
projected as June 28 through 
July 30. 

To be titled "Project ECHO 
V" (Early Children Oppor¬ 
tunities), the program has 
been designed to meet the 
educational needs of preschool, 
kindergarten, and grade one 
children residing in the 
Emerson and Lincoln-Eliot 
school districts who have been 
screened for program par¬ 
ticipation. 

Children who meet residency 
and screening requirements 
and who will be four years of 
age before Jan. 1, 1977, are 
eligible for nursery program 
participation. 


Children who meet residency 
and screening requirements 
and who will be five years of 
age before Jan. 1, 1977, are 
eligible for prekindergarten 
program participation. 

School district children 
presently in kindergarten will 
be recommended for the 
program by classroom 
teachers. School district 
children presently in grade one 
will be selected for program 
participation on the basis of 
late spring reading tests. 

Parents of nursery or 
preschool children wishing to 
have their children considered 
for program participation are 
urged to contact the Title I 
program at Emerson School, 
332-4459, or the Title I 
secretary at Lincoln-Eliot 
School, 244-8243, to make ap¬ 
pointments for their children to 
be screened via the Peabody 
picture vocabulary test by the 
school's Title I psychologist. 

Questions regarding the 
proposed program may also be 
directed to the Title 1 
secretaries at thse these 
schools.

would consist of a channel at Colby Street 
and an internal road on the campus that 
would force egress to Centre Street from 
the parking lots and would prevent 
eastbound traffic on Colby Street from 
turning right into the internal road. 

The other plan, nicknamed the 
"McDonnell-Gaynor Highway,” calls for 
two arc segments of roadway to provide 
access from Rochester and Westchester 


Roads to the segment of Colby Street 
leading to Edmands Park, and access 
from Centre Street through to Edmands 
Park. 

Both accesses are required by the deed 
governing Colby Road, according to City 
Solicitor Howard Levine. 

Board President Joseph McDonnell 
thinks that eventually the Board of 
Aldermen will accept the latter plan. But 


Aid. Eliot Cohen, Land Use Committee 
chairman, thinks that the McDonnell- 
Gaynor plan is not workable, because the 
city will have to pay for the new roadway 
and may not legally be able to do so, since 
it would be on Boston College land.

Cong. Robert F. Drinan 
criticized antiboycott 
legislation proposed by the 
administration as a ‘token 
measure which fails to address 
the tremendous pressures 
imposed upon American firms 
by the perpetrators of the Arab 
boycott." 

Drinan made his in reference 
to "The Economic Coercion 
Act of 1976" which was sub¬ 
mitted to Congress by Attorney 
General Edward I^evi on Jan. 
19. 

The proposed legislation, 
first suggested by President 
Ford in a statement last 
November, would prohibit 
economic coercion when such 
coercion would result in 
disermination against 
American citizens on the basis 
of race, color, religion, sex, or 
national origin. 

Companies, for example, 
would not be permitted to issue 
subcontracts contingent upon 
the subscontraetor agreeing 


not to do business with firms 
owned by Jews. 

"This proposal is a wor¬ 
thwhile addition to our body of 
civil rights law," Drinan ob¬ 
served, "but it has little 
relevance to the operation of 
Arab boycott. The demands 
imposed on American firms by 
the Arab states are rarely 
blatantly discriminatory on 
religious grounds. 

“In general, companies are 
required to certify that they 
don’t do business with firms 
blacklisted by the Arab League 
and that they do not do 
business with Israel. In ad¬ 
dition, American firms may be 
asked to supply information on 
the religious affiliations of 
their owners and directors as a 
precondition to doing business 
with the Arab states. The 
Administration’s proposal 
would do nothing to prevent 
companies from complying 
with those demands. 

"On the contrary,” Drinan 
added, "the Administration 


has consistently refused to take 
action under existing law to 
prohibit participation in the 
boycott by American firms. 

"Former Secretary of 
Commerce Rogers Morton 
acknowledged to a House 
subcommittee on Dec. 4,1 1975, 
that his department does have 
the statutory authority to 
amend its regulations to 
prohibit support of, or par¬ 
ticipation in any boycott 
request 'but has not exercised 
this authority for reasons of 
economic and foreign policy.’ 

"Officials from the depart¬ 
ments of Commerce, Justice, 
and State have testified 
repeatedly against the enact¬ 
ment of new legislation to 
prohibit compliance with the 
boycott. While claiming that it 
has taken steps to persuade the 
Arab states to halt restrictive 


trade practices, the 
Administration continues to 
promote trade between 
American firms and the 
boycotters. 

“If President Ford is serious 
about enforcing our nation’s 
antiboycott policy," Drinan 
asked, "why doesn't he support 
the enactment of legislation or 
administrative action to 
prohibit compliance with 
boycott demands? 

"Instead, he offers only a 
token response to the problem 
which will have a negligible 
impact if enacted. I sincerely 
hope that the public is not 
decieved by this meager 
proposal, but will continue to 
press the Administration for 
forceful and effective action to 
combat this insidious form of 
economic blackmail."

You could easily compare Newton South basketball this 
year to New England weather.

"Women and the I*tw," will 
define pertinent legal facts 
regarding such areas as 
property, wills, parental 
rights, financial planning, 
separation and divorce, con¬ 
tracts, consumer law, civil 
liberties, and constitutional 
rights. 

Leading the discussion will 
be Ann lake, a practicing 
lawyer for over 20 years. She 
luis served as president of the

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A sewing stitch in time will save you money 


mitt. Always press skirt darts toward the 
center front or center back and press 



Since the time of the caveman and his 
homemade fur vestments, people have 
been sewing clothing, and today when it 
comes to "getting down to basics" home 
sewing Is on the increase these dollar- 
watching days. 

The thinking woman knows one way to a 
sensible wardrobe is via eliminating the 
non - essentials. Therefore, she who 
sews enjoys it as a creative ac¬ 
tivity) and has much better control on her 
clothing budget. She can carefully plan 
the workings of each fashion item that 
will go into her closet. 

Sewing machine sales have climbed 
this year, and so have sales of the fabrics 
from which everything is made . .. from 
dresses to draperies. New easy-to-sew 
patterns aimed at all beginners make 
sewing fun and not a fumbling exercise in 
frustration. 

Your public library has a variety of 
books on sewing— beginners would do 
well to gather as much information as 
possible before making the "plunge." 
However, you'll find explicit directions on 
all patterns, and should you become 
confused, write to the pattern company 
and you will receive a prompt reply—this 
is what they promise and it's worth the 
try after you've made the investment of 
pattern, fabric and time. 

The following are some points to 
remember if you want your hand sewn 
clothes to have that professional look: 

Rule No. 1 Press your garment as you 
sew. Keep that ironing board right beside 
your sewing machine and as you finish 
sewing each section of a dress or 
whatever, press it. Invest in a tailor's 
mitt. Since darts are used to mold, shape, 
or fit, it's important that a dart keep the 
contour you’ve sewed into it, so never 
press it on a flat board. Slide a tailor's 
mitt onto the end of your sleeveboard and 
as you press the darts, mold them over 
the mitt. 


For best results, always place the point 
of the dart toward the round end of the 


Rule No. 2: Although 100 per-cent linens 
are often treated for crease resistance, 
this finish does not necessarily control 
shrinkage. Pressing with a steam iron 
will correct this. 


Rule No. 3: Important! Always be sure 
the grain of fabric is straight. To make 
the grain straight, pull a thread across 
the end and cut on this line. linens cannot 
be tom. The texture of linen is such that 
the grain of the fabric can be 
straightened and the ends made even just 
be pulling and smoothing the fabric with 
your hands. 

Rule No. 4: Here’s a tip for shrinking 
cotton material for sewing: To test a 
cotton fabric for shrinkage, take a small 
sample, measure it, then wash and let 
dry. If the sample is smaller when dry, 
the entire piece should be preshrunk. To 
shrink, leave the cotton folded as it comes 
off the bolt. Roll it up, forming loose folds. 
I-el the cotton soak in a tub of lukewarm 


water until it is thoroughly wet. Don't 
wnng it; squeeze gently to remove as 
much water as possible. Hang the fabric 
over a shower bar or a clothesline to dry 
and smooth it with your hands. If the 
fabric is off-grain, stretch it into shape 
when it is almost dry. 

You can iron cotton while it is still slightly 
damp. Ironing can be done while the 
fabric is still folded on the lengthwise 
fold. Iron first on one side of the folded 
piece and then on the other to give the 
fabric a smooth finish. The cotton fabric 
is now ready to cut.

Answer: A hearty, flavorful dish for these cold days! 
You’re sure to enjoy: 

CHICKEN PAPRIKASH 

1 pound fresh mushrooms 

1 small onion, sliced 

One-third cup water 

4 cup butter or margarine 

2 chickens (2 to 3 pound) or 6 each chicken legs and thighs 

3 to 4 tablespoons paprika, divided 

2 tablespoons flour 

14 teaspoons salt 

1 can {10-104 oz.) chicken broth 

1 cup sour cream 

2 egg yolks 

1 or 2 teaspoons lemon juice 

Rinse, pat dry and slice mushrooms; set aside. In Dutch 
oven or heavy pan, melt butter and brown chicken on all 
sides and add more butter if needed. Remove and set aside. 
Fry onions and mushrooms just until soft Stir in 2 
tablespoons paprika, flour, salt and gradually add broth 
and *2 cup water. Bring to boil, stirring constantly. Return 
chicken to pan; reduce heat, cover and simmer for 30-40 
minutes or until chicken is tender. Meanwhile, in a small 
bowl combine sour cream, remaining paprika, egg yolks 
and lemon juice. Mix well. Remove chicken to warm ser¬ 


ving platter; keep warm. Gradually, stir sour cream 
mixture into pan liquid. Heat, but do not boil, stirring 
constantly, about 5 minutes. Spoon sauce over chicken. 
Serve paprikash sprinkled with parsley and surrounded 
with noodles, if desired. Serves 6.

I've come up with a Banana Chocolate 
Upside Down Cake—how about you? 

BANANA CHOCOLATE UPSIDE DOWN CAKE 
TOPPING: 

3 tablespoons butter or margarine 
One-third cup packed light brown sugar 
One-third cup flaked coconut 

2 bananas (ripe) 

CAKE: 

l l i oz. semi-sweet chocolate 
1 tablespoon water 

4 cup butter or margarine 
4 cup sugar 

1 egg 

4 cup mashed ripe banana (1 large or 2 small) 

4 teaspoon vanilla 
1 cup unsifted all purpose flour 
4 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon baking soda 

To prepare topping, melt butter in 8x8x2-inch baking pan. 


Sprinkle brown sugar and coconut over butter. Peel 
bananas and cut into thick diagonal slices; arrange over 
butter mixture. Set aside. In small saucepan, melt 
chocolate with water over low heat; set aside. In mixing 
bowl cream butter and sugar until light and fluffy. Beat in 
egg, then banana, vanilla and melted chocolate. Mix 
together flour, salt and baking soda; gradually blend into 
batter. Spread over bananas in prepared pan. Bake in 350 
degree oven for 45 minutes, or until cake tester inserted in 
cake comes out clean. Remove from own and let stand for 5 
minutes. Turn out onto serving plate and serve warm. 
Serves 8-12.

SALMON NEWBURG 

1 can (1 lb.) salmon 

4 cup chopped mushrooms, fresh or canned 

6 tablespoons butter or margarine 

14 tablespoons flour 

14 cups milk 

2 egg yolks 

4 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon lemon juice 

3 tablespoons sherry (optional) 


Drain and flake the salmon. Fry mushrooms in 2 
tablespoons butter or margarine for about 10 minutes, or_ 
until lightly browned Melt remaining butter in heavy' 
saucepan and stir in flour. Stir in milk and cook over 
medium heat, stirring constantly, until thickened. Add egg 
yolks beaten with a little of the hot sauce. Blend in Wor¬ 
cestershire sauce, salt, lemon Juice, sherry, saimon and 
mushrooms and cook over low heat, stirring, for 2 minutes.

3 eggs 

1 teaspoon anise flavoring 
1 cup roarscly chopped almonds 
Sift flour, baking powder and salt together. Blend 
margarine and sugar. Add eggs 1 at a time, mixing well. 
Stir in sifted flour mixture, then flavoring and nuts. Knead 
dough on floured board until smooth. Divide in half. Shape 
into two rolls, about the length of cookie sheet and 14 in¬ 
ches in diameter.

APPLESAUERKRAUT 
WITH POTATO PANCAKES 

1 pound frankfurters, cut in 
quarters crosswide 

4 cup butter or margarine 
4 cup chopped onion 

2 cups chopped cored and 
unpeeled red apple 

2 tablespoons dark brown sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon pepper 
1 teaspoon caraway seed 
34 cups drained sauerkraut 
Potato Pancakes (See Below) 

Fry frankfurter pieces in butter until 
browned on all sides. Remove and set 
aside. Add onion and saute until golden; 
add franks, and ail remaining ingredients 
except pancakes. Cook about 5 minutes or 
until kraut mixture is hot throughout. 
Heap in warm serving dish. Serves 6. 
POTATO PANCAKES 
Beat eggs, 14 teaspoons salt and 4 
teaspoon pepper in large bowl. Add 4 cup 
chopped onion, 2 tablespoons chopped 
parsley, one-third cup unsifted flour, 4 
teaspoon baking powder and 5 medium 
potatoes (about 14 lb.) that have been 
pared and shredded; stir just until 
ingredients are mixed. Melt about 3 
tablespoons butter in large skillet; pour 
about 3 tablespoons batter into skillet for 
pancake. Immediately flatten mound of 
batter with tines of fork. Fry pancakes on 
each side until golden brown, drain on 
paper towels. Keep warm. 


EASYSAUERBRATEN 

2 onions, sliced 

2 bay leaves 
1 teaspoon peppercorns 
1 dove garlic, crushed 
1 cup bottled lemon juice 
24 cups water 
4 cup sugar 

4 pounds beef rump roast 
12 glngersnap cookies, broken 

Combine and heat all ingredients ex¬ 
cept meat and gingersnaps. Pour this 
mixture over meat. Cover and 
refrigerate for 24 to 36 hours, turning 
meat occasionally. Remove meat and 
wipe dry. Brown meat in hot fat; add 
marinade, cover and simmer slowly for 2 
hours or until tender. Combine 4 cup 
strained marinade, 4 cup water and 
gingersnaps. Cook until thickened, to 
make gravy. Serves 8-10. Serve with 
Apple Sauerkraut.

1 jar (8 oz. | applesauce 
1 cun (1 lb.) sauerkraut, draiued 
4 cup raisins 

Combine all ingredients and heat well, 
stirring occasionally to mix.

Apple sauerkraut with potato pancakes

Cream together butter or margarine 
and sugar until fluffy. Add eggs, one at a 
time beating well after each addition. 
Slowly beat in water and vanilla alter¬ 
nately with dry ingredients; stir in rinsed 
and drained sauerkraut and bake in 13x9- 
inch baking pan for 30 minutes in a 350 
degree oven . Test for doneness. This 
cake stays very moist and the sauerkraut 
tastes like coconut.

HOT GERMAN POTATO SAI.AD 

Boil C medium-sized potatoes in their 
skins until tender; peel and slice thinly 
into bowl. Heat 2 tablespoons shortening 
in pan; add one-third cup sliced onion and 
simmer until tender. Combine and add: 2 
tablespoons flour, 14 teaspoons salt and 
dash of pepper. Stir in gradually 4 cup 
water and 4 cup vinegar. Cook, stirring 
untill mixture boils. Boil for 1 minute. 
Pour over potatoes. Cover and let stand 
until ready to serve Heat over hot water 
and garnish with crisp bacon or ham, 
parsley or chives, (The longer the salad 
sets, the better for the flavors to 
"marry.")

Brains and Brahmins: A 
History of Boston," “How Do 
You Know What a Novel 
Means?" “Such Good Friends: 
An Examination of Friend¬ 
ship," "Personal Com¬ 
munication and Self- 
Management Skills for 
Women," and "What Did you 
Say? Vocal Techniques in Six 
Hard Lessons.” 

"Women and the law,” will 
define pertinent legal facts 
regarding such areas as 
property, wills, parental 
rights, financial planning, 
separation and divorce, con¬ 
tracts, consumer law, civil 
liberties, and constitutional 
rights. 

Leading the discussion will 
be Ann l*ike, a practicing 
lawyer for over 20 years. She 
lias served as president of the 
Massachusetts Association of 
Women Lawyers and of the 
Norfolk Mental Health 
Association, and is currently 
chairwomen of the Family Law 
Committee, Massachusetts 
Bar Association, and of the 
American Bar Association, 
GPS. 

Led by Dennis Taylor, 
associate professor of English 
at Boston College, the seminar 
on "The Confidence Man in 
Literature” will be a study of 
an archetypal character 
representative of his age, who 
defines its central moral and 
philosophical dilemna. By 
using the Confidence Man as a 
norm, the seminar will track 
some of the intellectual and 


artistic history of Western 
literature. Taylor, who has 
been both a Woodrow Wilson 
and Joseph Boiessc Fellow, has 
published several papers on 
the subject of the seminar. 

The seminar on "Per¬ 
manence in Change” will deal 
with the so-called "Caught by 
Surprise Generation” and with 
the special intellectual and 
emotional challenges faced by 
all of us in view of the pace of 
change in our world. 

The seminars, which will 
follow a format of brief lecture 
followed by much discussion, 
will focus on the nature of 
change and its simpllcations 
for the individual con¬ 
sciousness for education, 
religion, family life, politics, 
and leisure. John L. Mahoney, 
who has taught at all levels of 
the university, will lead the 
seminar. A lecturer on a wide 
variety of topics in the arts, 
liberal education, and religion, 
he has written and edited books 
and articles on Donne, Dryden, 
Coleridge, Keats, Hazlitt, 
Kafka, and others. 

"Windows on American 
Life," is a seminar designed to 
develop organizational skills in 
both thinking and writing 
through an exploration of key 
issues in contemporary life. 
Marion Kilson, who has taught 
at the University of 
Massachusetts, Simmons 
College, and Newton College 
will lead the group. Ms. Kilson 
lias been the recipient of 
numerous grants and 
fellowships in the area of 
science social. She is currently 
director of research at the 
Radcliffe Institute. 

The seminar title "How Do 
You Know What a Novel 
Means?” will be an exercise in 
detection, with discussion 


people. "Beans, Brains, and 
Brahmins” will focus on a 
historical inquiry into the 
development of the city. 
Special attention will be given 
to class structure, intellectual 
greatness, immigration, and 
political development. 

"What Did You Say?" will be 
a workshop in vocal technique 
that includes diagnosis, 
exercise, training, and taping 
of the voice. Proper ar¬ 
ticulation, resonance, and 
vocal projection will be pur¬ 
sued through exercise. The 
seminar will be led by Muriel 
Dolan, assistant professor of 
theater at Brandels University.

Your public library has a variety of 
books on sewing— beginners would do 
well to gather as much information as 
possible before making the "plunge.” 
However, you'll find explicit directions on 
all patterns, and should you become 
confused, write to the pattern company 
and you will receive a prompt reply—this 
is what they promise and it's worth the 
try after you’ve made the investment of 
pattern, fabric and time. 

The following are some points to 
remember if you want your hand sewn 
clothes to have that professional look: 

Rule No. 1 Press your garment as you 
sew. Keep that ironing board right beside 
your sewing machine and as you finish 
sewing each section of a dress or 
whatever, press it. Invest in a tailor's 
mitt. Since darts are used to mold, shape, 
or fit, it's important that a dart keep the 
contour you’ve sewed into it, so never 
press it on a flat board. Slide a tailor's 
mitt onto the end of your sleeveboard and 
as you press the darts, mold them over 
the mitt. 

For best results, always place the point 
of the dart toward the round end of the 


Rule No. 2: Although 100 per-cent linens 
are often treated for crease resistance, 
this finish does not necessarily control 
shrinkage. Pressing with a steam iron 
will correct this. 


Rule No. 3: Important! Always be sure 
the grain of fabric is straight. To make 
the grain straight, pull a thread across 
the end and cut on this line. linens cannot 
be torn. The texture of linen is such that 
the grain of the fabric can be 
straightened and the ends made even just 
be pulling and smoothing the fabric with 
your hands. 

Rule No. 4: Here's a tip for shrinking 
cotton material for sewing: To test a 
cotton fabric for shrinkage, take a small 
sample, measure it, then wash and let 
dry. If the sample is smaller when dry, 
the entire piece should be preshrunk. To 
shrink, leave the cotton folded as it comes 
off the bolt. Roll it up, forming loose folds. 
I-et the cotton soak in a tub of lukewarm 


water until it is thoroughly wet. Don't 
wring it; squeeze gently to remove as 
much water as possible. Hang the fabric 
over a shower bar or a clothesline to dry 
and smooth it with y,ur hands. If the 
fabric is off-grain, stretch it into shape 
when it is almost dry. 

You can iron cotton while it is still slightly 
clamp. Ironing can be done while the 
fabric is still folded on the lengthwise 
fold. Iron first on one side of the folded 
piece and then on the other to give the 
fabric a smooth finish. The cotton fabric 
is now ready to cut.

You're sure to enjoy: 

CHICKEN PAPRIKASH 

1 pound fresh mushrooms 

1 small onion, sliced 

One-third cup water 

•■4 cup butter or margarine 

2 chickens (2 to 3 pound) or 6 each chicken legs and thighs 

3 to 4 tablespoons paprika, divided 

2 tablespoons flour 

14 teaspoons salt 

1 can (10-104 oz.) chicken broth 

1 cup sour cream 

2 egg yolks 

1 or 2 teaspoons lemon juice 

Rinse, pat dry and slice mushrooms; set aside. In Dutch 
men or heavy pan, melt butter and brown chicken on all 
sides and add more butter if needed. Remove and set aside. 
Fry onions and mushrooms just until soft Stir in 2 
tablespoons paprika, flour, salt and gradually add broth 
and 4 cup water. Bring to boil, stirring constantly. Return 
chicken to pan; reduce heat, cover and sinuner for 3040 
minutes or until chicken is tender.

BANANA CHOCOLATE UPSIDE DOWN CAKE 
TOPPING: 

3 tablespoons butter or margarine 
One-third cup packed light brown sugar 
One-third cup flaked coconut 

2 bananas (ripe) 

CAKE: 

14 oz. semi-sweet chocolate 
1 tablespoon water 

4 cup butter or margarine 
4 cup sugar 

1 egg 

4 cup mashed ripe banana (1 large or 2 small) 

4 teaspoon vanilla 
1 cup unsifted all purpose flour 
4 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon baking soda 

To prepare topping, melt butter in 8x8x2-inch baking pan. 


Sprinkle brown sugar and coconut over butter. Peel 
bananas and cut into thick diagonal slices; arrange over 
butter mixture. Set aside. In small saucepan, melt 
chocolate with water over low heat; set aside. In mixing 
bowl cream butter and sugar until light and fluffy. Beat in 
egg, then banana, vanilla and melted chocolate. Mix 
together flour, salt and baking soda; gradually blend into 
batter. Spread over bananas in prepared pan. Bake in 350 
degree oven for 45 minutes, or until cake tester inserted in 
cake comes out clean.

1 teaspoon lemon juice

1 pound frankfurters, cut in 
quarters crosswide 

4 cup butter or margarine

2 tablespoons dark brown sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon pepper 
1 teaspoon caraway seed 
34 cups drained sauerkraut 
Potato Pancakes (See Below) 

Fry frankfurter pieces in butter until 
browned on all sides. Remove and set 
aside. Add onion and saute until golden; 
add franks, and ail remaining ingredients 
except pancakes. Cook about 5 minutes or 
until kraut mixture is hot throughout.

POTATO PANCAKES 
Beat eggs, 14 teaspoons salt and 4 
teaspoon pepper in large bowl. Add 4 cup 
chopped onion, 2 tablespoons chopped 
parsley, one-third cup unsifted flour, 4 
teaspoon baking powder and 5 medium 
potatoes (about 14 lb.) that have been 
pared and shredded; stir just until 
ingredients are mixed. Melt about 3 
tablespoons butter in large skillet; pour 
about 3 tablespoons batter into skillet for 
pancake. Immediately flatten mound of 
batter with lines of fork. Fry pancakes on 
each side until golden brown, drain on 
paper towels. Keep warm.

EASYSAUERBRATEN 

2 onions, sliced 

2 bay leaves 

1 teaspoon peppercorns 
1 clove garlic, crushed 
1 cup bottled lemon juice

Combine and heat all ingredients ex¬ 
cept meat and gingersnaps.

Boil G medium-sized potatoes in their 
skins until tender; peel and slice thinly 
into bowl Heat 2 tablespoons shortening 
in pan; add one-third cup sliced onion and 
simmer until tender. Combine and add: 2 
tablespoons flour, 14 teaspoons salt and 
dash of pepper. Stir in gradually 4 cup 
water and 4 cup vinegar. Cook, stirring 
untiU mixture boils. Boil for 1 minute. 
Pour over potatoes. Cover and let stand 
until ready to serve. Heat over hot water 
and garnish with crisp bacon or ham, 
parsley or chives. (The longer the salad 
sets, the better for the flavors to 
"marry.")

Use label on 
tax return 

BOSTON - Taxpayers can 
speed their refunds by at¬ 
taching the preaddressed label 
to their returns when filing, H. 
B. Mosher, IRS District 
Director for Massachusetts, 
said today. 

“If returns are otherwise 
error-free and all necessary 
documents are attached,” 
Mosher said, “these labels 
speed processing of refund 
checks " 

The lable, Included in the tax 
package that that taxpayers 
receive in the mail, lists the 
taxpayer’s name, address, and 
social security number. 

Mosher emphasized that if 
the name, address, or social 
security number on the label is 
incorrect, taxpayers should 
make corrections right on the 
label. 

On a joint return, Mosher 
added, if only one social 
security number appears on 
the label, the other spouse’s 
number should be entered on 
the appropriate line on the 
return.

results in more skin ailments 


Dry skin is always a bother, 
but the high winds and cold of a 
New England winter are added 
factors. Almost everyone’s 
skin cracks particularly, lips, 
hands, faces, and even legs and 
arms. 

"A person with the complaint 
of dry hands, chapped lips or 
itchy patches usually tries 
several lotions, creams or 
other aids before the problem 
is relieved," noted Dr. Edward 
Mattea, assistant professor of 
pharmacy at the University of 
Rhode Island. 

"Recognizing the cause of 
the dry skin can assist the 
sufferer in determining what 
type of remedy would be most 
effective,” he continued. 

The imbalance of moisture In 
skin causes keratin, the top 
protective covering of skin, to 
become altered. Moisture 
escapes, resulting in rough, 


less flexible skin which cracks. 

A winter climate removes 
moisture quickly. Skin contact 
with chemicals such as alcohol 
and paint thinner also extracts 
water from the skin. 

Dishpan hands are caused by 
the removal of an oily sub¬ 
stance called sebum. Sebum 
prevents water evaporation 
from the skin. If the detergent 
or soap does not remove the 
sebum, the constant physical 
act of rubbing and contact with 
water most likely will. 

As stated before, finding the 
cause of dry skin can help 
choose an agent to correct it. 
Most lotions are water 
emulsions, as evidenced by 
their non-greasy feel. They 
replace moisture but will not 
prevent additional loss. 

Greasy lotions are more 
effective in preventing water 
loss. Petroleum Jelly and like

products can act as sebum, 
preventing evaporation. Other 
agents, such as zinc oxide 
paste, are difficult to remove 
but do provide the needed 
protection. 

"Those commercial products 
which contain ‘healing’ agents 
usually boast unproven 
claims," Dr. Mattea said. 
"Vitamin and hormone- 
containing preparations are of 
value only if the skin condition 
is caused by a deficiency in one 
of these substances. This is a 
rare situation. 

"In general, if skin is dried 
by environmental stress such 


as wind, heat or cold, 
protection by the greasy or 
stick preparations help the 
sebum hold water,” he said. 
"If water removal is a tem¬ 
porary situation, restoration 
with a lotion or cream is 
suitable.” 

Whatever the cause, cracked 
skin needs about 30 days to be 
replaced. Lotions and creams 
do not heal but can make the 
skin soft to stop further 
cracking. Dr. Mattea 
suggested the advice of a 
cosmetician or pharmacist 
before purchasing an ex¬ 
pensive moisturizing 
preparation.

For the 
enthusiast, the Road Runner 


and RT treatments are 
available, each with blacked 
out grilles and special body 
striping. For a more formal 
look, Uie Premier and Special 
Edition models feature a vinyl 
roof with opera windows and 
luxury interiors. 

"The four-door station 
wagon has a thin tailgate door. 
We get a lot more interior 
space because we did not use 
the very thick tuilgate nor¬ 
mally found on large wagons.

The upcoming Washington’s 
Birthday weekend, like all 
holidays, will bring millions of 
motorists onto our highways as 
they travel throughout the 
state to visit with family and 
friends. 

But like all holiday 
weekends, what should be a 
time of relaxation and good 
fellowship will for some 
become instead a time of 
tragedy because of needless 
traffic fatalities and injuries. 

"Holidays are especially 
dangerous periods," notes 
Thomas F. O’Connell, 
executive vice president of the 
Massachusetts Safety Council, 
"and motorists must be extra 
careful during the weekend, 
particularly if we have the 
added problem of bad 
weather." 

Last year during the three- 
day Washington's Birthday 
weekend a total of 13 people 
died in Massachusetts in motor 
vehicle accidents. 

•’We do not expect this year 
will be as bad," adds O'Con¬ 
nell. “The unfortunate 
probability is that from eight to 
ten will die. 

"The real tragedy is that 
most of these deaths and in¬ 
juries could be avoided since 
mot e than 85 percent are the 
result of driver error." 

The highway safety picture 
in this state lias definitely been 
improving during the past two 
years, however, according to 
O'Connell. 


"In 1973,1,010 people died in 
traffic accidents; in 1974 the 
number dropped to 961 and last 
year 883 died. The primary 
reason is reduced speed - the 
one good thing that came out of 
the energy crisis. 

"The fact is that more and 
more motorists are obeying the 
55 M.P.H. spped limit and this 
has had a tremendous effect in 
terms of lives saved both in this 
state and throughout the 
nation." 

O'Connell points out that the 
key to safe driving during the 
holiday weekend, as always, is 
common-sense. 

“Obey the rules of the road, 
be sure your automobile is in 
good operating condition, use 
your seat belts, and get suf¬ 
ficient rest before hand, if you 
are planning a trip." 

O'Connell also notes: 

Icy and snowy roads are not 
the only threats to put your car 
into a skid. Early morning 
frost, oil and loose gravel can 
be just as dangerous. 

If you should start to skid, do 
not over-react and slum on the 
brake pedal. That will only lock 
the wheels and make the skid 
worse. Take your foot off the 
brake pedal, off the ac¬ 
celerator, and if the car starts 
to spin, counter-steer (steer in 
Uie direction you want to go).

Skirts Are Back But 
Pants Hang in There

NEW York (UPI) - Some¬ 
where along the way fashion 
forecasters predicted the 
return of skirts and the end of 
the pants look for women. 

They were 50 per cent 
correct. Skirts are back, but 
pants haven’t disappeared by 
any means. They're a strong 
trend in the women’s garment 
industry for spring and sum¬ 
mer 1976. And it looks as if they 
will continue to be as long as 
sportswear is the major force 
in American fashion. 

Women’s Wear Daily, the 
trade publication, in a national 
sales survey reported a 
"peaceful coexistence" bet¬ 
ween skirts and pants. 
"Retailers view the return of 
the skirt as a plus and maintain 
the customer is not deserting 
pants, just tossing in some 
skirts to give her variety. 

"Pants are still a staple and 
arc being given fashion im¬ 
petus through new fabrics and 
silhouettes — such as the ankle 
tie, the jumpsuit and different 
lengths." 

One of the new directions of 
pants is toward the uniform, 
such as copies of workers' 
jumpsuits, painters' pants, 
mechanics' suits, waiters' 
jackets, parachutists' gear and 
filling station attendant 
coveralls. One Fifth Avenue, 


New York, store is advertising 
a coverall with the store's label 
across the back. Other 
coveralls carry labels for 
various gasoline brands. 

Come summer, pants will be 
available in all lengths from 
the ankle right on up to the 
fanny. Rack are the long 
Bermudas (just above the 
knees), clam diggers (just 
below the knees), and culottes 
or the pants-skirt. 

Jumpsuits for day are tail¬ 
ored in sturdy fabrics; in 
evening are done in the 
dressiest of chiffons, satins and 
beaded materials. A lot of the 
fancy pants for evening bare 
the shoulders and are 
strapless. 

Skirts arc part of the sport¬ 
swear action, the new ones cut 
to sling low on the hips, many 
pleated on the sides or cut on 
the bins for flare; others have 
tie waistlines. Favorite tops 
these days are the T-shirts in 
infinite variety and ornamen¬ 
tation. 

Putting it all together as New 
York manufacturers-designers 
call the signals for the coming 
season, it is going to be one of 
casual looks. 

The classics, such as blazers, 
will be strong, and so will the 
layered look of winter, going on 
into spring and summer with 
lots of loose layers of light¬ 
weight fabrics making the 


garment. Buttons give way to 
wraps, clasticized waists, 
drawstrings and ties, all for a 
softer, easier silhouette. 

No one even mentions hem¬ 
lines these days, but generally 
in skirts they're below the 
knees for daytime. 

As part of the softened look 
watch for dresses that play up 
fabric, not figure. They include 
clear geometries, linear looks 
and stripes of every kind. 
Prints include florals, oriental 
motifs, leaves and old- 
fashioned calico. 

Spring brings a lot of the 
"hard work" fabrics such as 
twill, duck, denim and heavy 
cotton in sportswear. A season 
when cotton is back shows in 
lightweight batiste and voile, 
heavier wrinkle muslin and 
glazed chintz. 

Polyesters aim for the real 
silk look in honan, shantung 
and pongee finishes. For 
evening, the soft look comes 
from georgette, chiffon, satin, 
crepe de chine and nearly 
weightless jersey. 

Colors for spring range from 
the earth neutrals to the bright 
florals. They are marigold, 
azalea pink, cornflower blue, 
strawberry, jade green and 
clear pastels. White is every¬ 
where, looking cleanest and 
newest with black or blue. 
Other neutrals are the beige, 
vanilla and ivory tones. Natu¬ 


rally, in a Bicentennial year, 
look for combinations of red, 
white and blue. 

Women's streamlining of 
their wardrobes, and making 
many parts interchangeable, 
carries over to accessories. 
Shoes are no longer the 
ehunkics, but refined T-strap 
pumps, high-heeled Mary 
Janes and the simple sling and 
plain pump. In the so-called 
"sensible" shoe category are 
spectator oxfords, espadrille 
sandals and lots of flats. 

Belts are narrowed and 
classic, with lots of low-slung 
hip belts and sashes on the new 
skirts. Handbags are either all 
purpose or slim and sleek to 
carry only a few accessories. 
Watch for the vertically shaped 
shoulder bag, the big pouch, 
the slim envelope and the mul¬ 
tipocket look. 

Hats are kept simple, with 
knit skull caps, brimmed 
straws, neat cloches and oc¬ 
casionally a modified copy of 
the cowboy Stetson. 

Apparently women are - 
paring down themselves as 
well as their wardrobes. 

The president of the I>os 
Angeles Fashion Guild says the 
trend is to smaller sizes with 
customers. Paul Scott, who 
heads the organization of 
better ready-to-wear 
resources, told Women's Wear, 
"We all have been noticing that 
our bestselling sizes ... have 
slipped to a 4-6-8 and 10, away 
from the larger 14 to 16 sizes. 
All this intense interest in the 
right weight and strict diets 
and staying in shape is now 
starting to show in the pattern 
of women buying clothes."

William T. I,ee of Dedham, 
chairman of the drive, called for "an in¬ 
spired effort on the part of all the workers 
in this important drive and special 
generosity by the residents of the com¬ 
munities served by the Faulkner 
Hospital." 

The New Faulkner is located at 1153 
Centre street, the same address as the 
original Hospital. Construction on the new 
building began in 1972, and us nearly 
complete. It is expected that in March the 
Faulkner Corporation will take possession 
of the building from Vappi and Co., Inc., 
the contractors, and the Hospital will enter 
the final stages of its move. A number of 
outpatient services may be moved to the 
new building as early as March or April. 
Then, on about May 1, with a special assist 
from the Massachusetts National Guard, 
all inpatients will tie moved from the 
existing hospital to the new one. 
Dedication ceremonies are planned for 
June. 

The total cost of the new Hospital now 
stands at $44 million. The Faulkner lias 
raised most of this amount already, 
relying on a $36.5 million federally 
guaranteed loan, $2 million from the 
Faulkner’s own funds, and $2.5 million in 
private contributions from earlier fund¬ 
raising efforts. Said I,ee, "The purpose of 
the new drive, which we’ve named ttie 
Faulkner Hospital Completion Campaign, 
is to raise money to pay for finishing 
construction on the new building and for 
the purchase and installation of basic 
equipment the new hospital needs in order 
to function." 

At the kick-off meeting, l<ee announced 
that the Completion Campaign will extend 
through February, March, and April. 
During that time, the Campaign team - 
which represents a cross-section of 
Faulkner Trustees and Corporation 
members, Faulkner employees and 
medical staff, friends of the Faulkner, and 
members of the Faulkner Volunteers - will 
seek donations from a wide variety of 
private sources. Possible contributors 
include foundations, corporations, 
Faulkner employees, the medical staff, 
former patients, and residents of the 
communities that the Fulkner serves. 
“The focus of the Campaign," said l,ee at 
the meeting, “is to enlist the aid of the 
private sector. We need help from anyone 
concerned with the availability of health 
care in the local community. 

The Completion Campaign will depend 
on a mass mailiing and on person-to- 
person contacts. At the kick-off meeting, 
campaign workers had a chance to choose 
the names of individuals and companies 
whom they would like to approach for 
donations. 

Hospital Badly Needed 

The Faulkner is a nonprofit, fully ac¬ 
credited community hospital which is 
responsible for serving the 250,000 
residents of Jamaica Plain, Hyde Park, 
Roslindale, West Roxbury, Dedham, and 
South Brookline. It is a general hospital 
providing medical, surgical, emergency, 
diagnostic, psychiatric, and social ser¬ 
vices. The Faulkner also has an important 
community role as a teaching hospital; it 
is affiliated with the Harvard, Tufts, and 
Boston University medical schools, trains 
medical professionals in a number of 
fields, and provides a learning situation 
for intern and resident physicians. 

Over the years, the Faulkner lias ex¬ 
perienced a steady increase in the demand 


for its ervices. The neighboring com¬ 
munities have never stopped growing, and 
the Faulkner has become busier and 
busier. Figures released by Faulkner 
officials for 1975 show that on the average 
95 percent of the Faulkner's 186 beds were 
filled every day. in 1975 the Faulkner 
admitted 5,404 persons for treatment as 
inpatients, and provided 20,739 emergency 
treatments. The hospital performed 1,505 
major operations, and 1,737 minor 
operations. Diagnostic services included 
52,887 radiology exams and 377,295 lab 
tests. 

About ten years ago, it was becoming 
apparent to Faulkner officials that the 
existing buildings, which dated back as far 
as 1903, were quickly becoming inadequate 
to handle the increasing demand for 
services. Overcrowding was common, and 
the buildings needed constant repair. 
Studies had pointed out that most of the 
Faulkner’s beds failed to meet state and 
federal standards and that trying to 
correct things simply by renovating would 
be very expensive. In 1967 the Trustees 
voted to build a completely new facility. 

Need for Additional 
Funds Explained 

The need for a new fund raising drive 
was explained in detail at the kick-off 
meeting by Patrick Grant, a Faulkner 
Hospital trustee who is also the treasurer 
of the Faulkner Corporation. 

Grant said that after the trustees had 
derided to build the New Faulkner and 
when plans for the new facility were well 
under way, two unexpected obstacles 
arose which resulted in a multi-million 
dollar increase in the total cost of the 
project. 

The first obstacle was the challenging, 
by a small group of local residents, of the 
zoning variance which the Faulkner 
needed in order to start construction. 
This callenge was carried all the way to 
the state Supreme Judicial Court, 
resulting in extensive legal fees and 
months and years of delay during which 
the hospital liad to be redesigned and 
inflation was driving the cost of con¬ 
struction and equipment steadily up¬ 
ward. The Faulkner won the case at 
every level, but the damage was done. 


Tlie second obstacle was the result ol 
new legislation requiring that all new 
hospitals be granted a Certificate of Need 
by the state Department of Public Health. 
Faulkner officials met the requirements 
of this law fully, but had to defend the 
granting of the Certificate against intense 
challenges, a lengthy undertaking which 
further drained the Hospital's resources. 

At the meeting, Grant listed several 
major expenses - all of them above and 
beyond the originally anticipated cost of 
the new hospital - which arose as a result 
of the legal obstacles that came up; 

- increase in cost of equipment, $800,000 

- increase in cost of construction, 
$337,000 

- increase in architects' fees, $510,000 

- increase in consulting fees, $412,000 

- additional interest during con¬ 
struction, $462,000 

- increase in cost of demolishing 
existing buildings, $492-000

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NA HB urges 
expanded rural 
housing program 


WASHINGTON, D.C. - 
Rural America needs more 
new homes, not less, as 
proposed in President FOrd's 
1977 budget, John C. Hart, 
President of the National 
Association of Home Builders 
(NAHB), told a Congressional 
hearing today. 

The Farmers Home 
Administration (FHA) housing 
programs are much more 
effective in improving living 
conditions and employment 
opportunities in rural America 
when they encouraged 
homeownership and new 
construction, he told a House 
oversight hearing on the 
FmHA programs. 

He said that rural areas in 
1974-75 were able to weather 
the worst housing slump in 30 
years much better than 
metropolitan areas primarily 
because of effective FmHA 
programs designed to assist 
low and moderate income 
families to purchase or rent 
homes. 

However. Hart said that in 
recent years "FmHA has 
downgraded the importance of 
homeownership in favor of 
rental occupancy." He also 
noted that the number of newly 
constructed units to be 
financed through the Section 
502 homeownership program 
had been reduced in the 
President's budget for fiscal 
1977 even though there’s a 
known shortage of adequate 


existing housing In rural 
America. 

“Every year the budget 
projects a greater use of 
FmHA funds for existing 
housing and rehabilitation than 
is realistic, and every year, at 
the end of the fiscal year, these 
unused funds are released for 
new construction” because 
most substandard rural 
housing is not susceptible to 
economical rehabilitation, 
Hart said. 

The production target for the 
Section 502 program. Hart 
said, should be raised to at 
least the 1973 level of 83,636 
units. He also asked that the 
Section 515 rental program be 
expanded to provide financing 
for 50,000 units. 

In addition, Hart called for 
the hiring of an additional 1,750 
FmHA employees to eliminate 
"lengthy delays in processing 
applications" for both builders 
and buyers. 

A strong rural housing 
program is an essential part of 
the Congressional goal “to 
make rural America a better 
place in which to live and to 
work,” Hart said. A decent and 
adequate supply of housing 
improves living conditions, 
increases job opportunities' 
attracts business and in¬ 
dustrial development and helps 
"impede the steady flow of 
rural Americans to our 
nation's large population 
centers."

DEDHAM - It's not often 
that one of the "houses where 
Washington slept", comes on 
the market.

"Norfolk House" at 19 Court 
Street has recently been 
purchased by Paul and Ice 
Powlowski.

Notable interior features 
include a large ballroom oc¬ 
cupying part of the third and 
fourth stories complete with 
hanging floor and mlnstral 
gallery as well as distinctive 
wood moldings.

Blue Hills maple sugaring begins Feb 23 


CANTON - Starting 
February 23, and each 
weekend through the end of 
March-or as long as the sap 
flows-the YMCA's Ponkapoag 
Outdoor Center on the MDC 
Blue Hills Reservation in 
Canton will be inviting both 
adults and children to tap more 
than 100 giant sugar maples 
arid boil the sap down into their 
own syrup. 

The Route 128 center begins 
its sugaring season several 
weeks earlier than commercial 
Vermont operations, and 
naturalist mark Bortncr comes 
down from that slate to direct 
activities. The Ponkapoag 
program, operated in 
cooperation with the 
Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission is unique among 
Massachusetts sugaring sites 
open lo the public. Visitors 
don't just observe the syrup 
being made, they actually run 
the entire operation them¬ 


selves under supervision of 
staff naturalists. 

Families, couples, and single 
adults are taken out to the 
sugarbush and instructed in 
how to tap the maples and 
gather the sap. They also chop 
wood, tend the fire in the 
center's outdoor sugar 
evaporator, test the syrup for 
quality and finally pour off the 
final product to take home with 
them. Other recreational and 
nature activities are also 
scheduled. 

Weekend participation is 
limited to fifty people per day 
so that everyone can get ac¬ 
tively involved, and all must 
register in advance by calling 
the center at 696-4520 on 
weekdays. Daylong programs 
are run from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. on 
Saturdays and Sundays, with a 
hot lunch provided. However, if 
you’ve really got a sweet tooth, 
you can stay the entire 
weekend in the center's heated

OLDER DOG 

Among the questions most 
frequently asked of this column 
aje those referring to the 
special needs of an aging dog. 

When a beloved pet begins to 
show signs of old age — lack of 
efor.gy, reduced appetite, 
falling hair, increasing health 
problems — he will need 
special care. Each year will 
lessen his ability to resist 
disease. While notail older pets 
develop serious health 
pjbblems, there are many 
livings that owners can do to 
hifclp maintain their dog's wcll- 
Itfing. 

•The age at which dogs are 
considered old varies from 
sjven to fourteen, depending 
dfi the breed and size. Large 
dogs usually age faster than 
small dogs. If the dog shows 
signs of aging, he should have a 
complete examination twice a 
year. While this can be ex¬ 
pensive, it might prevent 
sfcrious problems from 
developing. 

The older pet should be 
watched carefully, to sec that 
he doesn't overtax himself. Be 
on the lookout for impaired 
eyesight or hearing, which 
might put him in danger if he's 
allowed to roam free. 

Food intake should be 
reduced, yet his diet should 
still consist of a healthful 


balance of commercial food 
supplemented by occasional 
table scraps. Your 
veterinarian might also 
suggest a vitamin-mineral 
supplement for his individual 
needs. 

Constipation from lack of 
activity is a frequent complaint 
of some older dogs. You may 
have to give him a mild 
laxative or stool softener, and 
adjust his diet to keep him 
regular and comfortable. 

The older animal shouldn't 
be bathed too often, so daily 
combing is important, too. 
Keep his nails trimmed and the 
eyes and cars clean, and check 
for fleas, ticks, lice and worms. 
Keep his sleeping area clean 
and out of drafts. 

Older animals are more 
prone to disorders in the 
cardiovascular (heart), 
respiratory and genitourinary 
(kidneys, bladder, uterus, 
ovaries, testicles) systems, 
and any unusual symptoms 
should be reported to your 
veterinarian. 

Yes, the older dog does 
require more patience and 
care... but isn't he entitled to 
it after all the years of love and 
devotion he's given to us!

needs, etc. Some of this advice, 
if children are old enough, may 
come indirectly from the 
children themselves, in the 
form of information on how the 
other families do things, as 
well as from family, friends, 
neighbors, people in contact 
with the children, books, TV, 
magazines and "Dear Abby." 

The program provides an 
opportunity to sort out some of 
these conflicts, to share ! 
problems, seek guidance and 
discuss differences of ap¬ 
proach in an informal setting, 
with the help of authorities on 
mental health in children, child 
development, parent ef¬ 
fectiveness, behavior 
modification, school guidance 
programs, special needs, and 
family relations. It consists of 
five two-hour sessions centered 
on topics such as "Parenting 
Techniques", Freedom and 
Limits", and "Family 
Troubles" with considerable 
flexibility to allow for the 
specific interests of the 
registrants. 

The program in Walpole is 
the third Seminar for Parents 
to be offered by the Norfolk 
Mental Health Assn, this year. 
The previous two series, held 
in Westwood and Norfolk, 


received an enthusiastic 
response both from parents 
and panelists, who volunteer 
their time and expertise. 
Following completion of the 
seminar, the Association can 
help parents continue 
discussion groups if they desire 
to do so.

alcoholism was by “hanging out with 
drinkers." 

Recovery’ for an alcoholic is difficult, 
more so, said Mrs. L. "where the woman 
is the only drinker." For one thing it 
changes the family. In Mrs. L's case she 
said her children were used to running 
around on 92nd Street in New York until 
nine at night. As she got well she began to 
assume her mothering role and was 
getting "home by 5, preparing dinner by 
6:30 and telling them when to go to bed." 
They didn’t like it. 

The second woman to speak was Mrs. 
D., a divorcee with three children, who 
was able to tell her story despite the fact 
one of her children's teachers was in the 
room. Almost more than her story, the 
trust between the two women was 
overwhelming. 

Like Mrs. L., Mrs. D.'s husband was an 
alcoholic. She described him as a "mess, 
a stumbling, redeyed drunk." He began 
to go to AA meetings and "finally 
suggested I attend a meetings. I agreed 
only if ht promised not to tell anyone we 
were related." 

In AA she too, for the first time, faced 
the fact she was an alcoholic. At the 
meeting she suddenly "felt at peace and 
wanted to talk with women alcoholics and 
find out how they don't drink." 

The way they learn not to drink is to 


take the first of “twelve steps" and admit 
"1 am powerless over alochol." Was the 
climb back to a sober life more difficult 
for women? They all said yes. 

"When a man drinks, society says his 
wife is a bitch," said Mrs. L., "but when a 
woman drinks, society says ‘poor man, 
he's a saint'." 

They said there sec was no way that 
society forces a women to get help. By 
force, they meant that 8 many male 
alcohlics in management or on the police 
force, for instance, are told to get help or 
lose their jobs. That kind of ultimatum 
works, they said. For some the 
motivating factor is being "thrown out of 
their homes and having their support 
system removed." The women also said 
that female drivers are arrested "under 
the influence" were apt to get sent home 
not sent for help. 

Help, through AA, can be gotten by 
calling. A tape recorder is attached at 
night and calls are returned. There arc 
AA meetings morning, afternoon and 
evening and they are open, unless 
specified, and anyone can attend. 

Is A A sexist? One woman began to tell 
why she thought It was but her arguments 
were weak and dissolved in the face of • 
Mrs. L's succint remark’ "AA is about 
getting sober...you can go there to learn 
not to drink." 


An AA representative said that at one 
time the ratio of men to women at a 
meeting was 10 to three; now, she said it 
is 50-50, Also to give one an idea of how 
many alcoholics arc in Massachusetts 
alone, there arc 400 weekly AA meetings 
and approximately 100 attend a meeting. 

Was it difficult to stop drinking. Mrs. L. 
said she had "two years of aches and 
pains, but would see improvements every 
three months." She said alcoholics "lost 
the capacity of the body to metabolite 
alcohol" and compared the disease to 
"insanity." Mrs. D. said that on alcohol 
she e/ns a paranoid schizophrenic, "but 
take away the booze and I'm a normal 
neurotic...a relief!" 

One woman in the audience pressed for 
an answer to whether a reformed 
alcoholic could take one drink. After 
answering no inB many ways, Mrs. L. 
finally asked "if someone is allergic to 
lobster, would you ask them to cat a small 
piecc8 ?" 

Through A A the women said they found 
friendships and a support system that is 
"incredible...a support system that ex¬ 
tended from state to state." All for a 25 
cent donation and a 25 cent book raffle. 
Tlie donation is not obligatory but only to 
defray the cost of the coffee and entitles 
you to 15 cups of coffee.

The Personnel Department is in the 
process of establishing a formal job 
classification of all positions in municipal 
government.

problems of alcohol to 
youngsters and and adults. 

Newton District Court Judge 
Monte G. Basbas said alcohol 
education should start at home, 
it has not reached crisis 
Although Newton has a 
problem’ stages that he has 
seen in other communities. 

Judge Basbas was one of the 
few speakers to tie alcohol with 
vandalism, with most youth in 
court on vandalism charges 
having "had just enough 
(alcohol) to give them a 
carefree attitude." 

He also feels adults' attitudes 
toward liquor cannot help but 
contribute to the youthful 
trend. He recalled one cocktail 
party where the host insisted 
upon keeping a drink in his 
hand. Wanting to appear 
cordial’ he emptied each of the 
12 glasses — into a rubber 
plant. 

When he sees a youth in his 
court facing drunk driving or 
vandalism charges, he is firm. 

"The revolving door of the 
Sixties court house is no longer 
there. There is new ar¬ 
chitecture," he said. 

The judge stressed that he 
will come down hard on first 
offenders, and wants the 
parents to stand by the child. 
Ususally he will give first of¬ 
fenders a hard fine and will 
continue the case without a 
finding, which, will give the 
youth a clean record in the 
future. 

Police Department Youth 
officer Robert Braceland said 
the switch in the youth culture 
from drugs to alcohol has 
contributed to vandalism by 
putting something, a bottle, in 
the youths' hands. 

He announced the plan for 
the Multi-Service Center to 
hire a professional alcohol 
counselor, but noted nothing 
lias been successful in reducing 
the number of broken beer 
bottles in parking lots. 

Officer Braceland said the 
drug education program in the 
schools helped lick that 
problem, even though it took a 
long time for the program to 
get started. 

He also joined members of 
the panel in asking for a strong 
alcohol education program. 

Recreation Commissioner 
Russell Hailoran cited a figure 
of $10,000 for the cost of to his 
department to clean up 


alcohol-related vandalism in 
the parks, plus the injuries to 
children who cut themselves on 
broken beer bottles in sand¬ 
boxes. 

He also stressed that the 
Recreation Department cannot 
take on the role of the parent, 
but is looking for programs 
that will keep youngsters in¬ 
terested enough to keep out of 
trouble. 

State Rep. David Mofenson 
in the audience during the 
meeting blamed television for 
spreading myths about alcohol 
to children. 

Alcohol was used as a 
solution to loneliness, excess 
pressures, an aid in love and 
socializing, and as a filler when 
there was no plot at all, he said. 

Mofenson said the Federal 
Communications Commission 
has been unsuccesful in getting 
networks to reduce the in¬ 
cidence of alcohol on TV shows. 

The representative said 
attempts to raise the drinking 
age narrowly passed the House 
last year and were defeated by 
the Senate. This year chances 
are less, he said, because of the 
liquor lobby and the belief in 
the legal age of 18, an age at 
which anyone can vote, be 
sued, or drive a cab for a 
living. 

Jason Kirshen and Joyce 
Picard started to touch on the 
greater implications alcohol 
abuse has for the society as a 
whole. 

Kirshen said liquor is being 
used as a means to cope with 
the emotional stress of af¬ 
fluent, suburban living, and 
solutions for this problem 
would be as much to the point. 

He suggested youth and 
adults try to accept respon¬ 
sibly and get to know 
themselves better. 

Picard put this in terms that 
would emphasize the role of a 
teacher. She stressed that a 
child must develop values and 
learn affective skills rather 
than merely memorizing facts 
and developing cognative 
skills. 

"A sense of importance for 
kids is needed. They must be 
learn to be responsible for their 
decisions," she said. 

The problem of vandalism, 
which was skimmed over 
during the evening, will be 
stressed in a follow-up meeting 
March 25 in the Newton North 
cafeteria.

'Boys in the Band' one of the best

What wc have here, in the 
Newton Country Players "The 
Boys in the Band," is simply 
the best dramatic production I 
have ever seen outside of 
professional playhouses. 

It is difficult enough for 
community theater to suc¬ 
cessfully produce a drama, 
doubly difficult when dealing 
with a sensitive subject 
(homosexuality) while letting 
the expletives fly. Never was 
there even a tincture of 
uneasiness in the audiencenor 
self-conscious giggling. The 
play was presented and, more 
more importantly, accepted in 
a serious manner. Of course, 
being a comedy, "The Boys in 
the Band" had an abundance of 
deserved laughter. 

The play concerns a birthday 
party attended by six gay men. 
Each man has his ownhang-up, 
and as the production unfolds, 
each is revealed. 

The host Michael's old 
college roommate, who is very 
straight and believes Michael 
to be, arrives unexpectedly at 
the party, which provides 
further revelations. Among the 


guests are Donald (Michael's 
lover), Emory (the misfit), 
I,arry and Hank (two lovers, 
one who tends toward fidelity 
and one who doesn't), and 
Harold (the Jewish birthday 
boyl^mong the gifts is the 
Cowboy, Emory's hymannipo- 
night present.,, to Harold. 
Among the unexpected is Alan, 
Michael's college roommate. 

The success of this 
production can be directly 
attributed to the excellent 
direction of Alan Jorgensen. 
Among his imaginative in¬ 
novations was a two-level set 
impressively designed by 
Adrienne Lowenthal, one upon 
the stage and the second below 
it with the audience. It worked 
very effectively. He also 
retained a contemporary 
setting, replete with Bette 
Midler background music, as 
opposed to the original 1960's 
setting. At times, though, the 
music proved to be distracting 
and lines were lostB; a squeaky 
chair upon the stage, though 
minor, was also distracting. 

A major character was 
smoothly written out of the 
play, surprisingly to no 
detriment. 


Jorgensen's coup was with 
actors, who could have easily 
gotten out of hand. Though it is 
hard to be specific, it is evident 
that the actors were disciplined 
to create real characters, not 
stereotypes. Ed Burdekin as 
Emory, and Steven M. White 
as Harold were outstanding. 
True, Emory had a lot of funny 
lines, but not only did Burdekin 
deliver them with pinpoint 
timing, but even his minutest 
gesture led to a truly 
believable character. White, 
strutting proudly, gives a 
masterful performance (I'd 
like to see him in 
Shakespeare). Gene Bombara 
was very good as Donald. He 
carried the early part of the 
show, when the large majority 
of his lines are delivered. Very 
funny at times, yet also 
restrained, Bombara's only 
fault was a tendency to fall into 
a set pose when not the center 
of attention. 

David Chambers did well 
playing Larry low-key which 
gave the character a quiet 
strength, but he moved too 


stiffly. Jealous Hank was 
played by Jim Silverman. Skip 
Portney played the serious 
Alan. On the negative scale are 
Michael and the Cowboy. Terry 
Kabine was Michael, Rabine’s 
acting and characterization 
were forced, admittedly in a 
difficult role; at times, he was 
just plain dull. The Cowboy 
was played by Lou Manzone 
who talked too fast and lent 
nothing to his character. 

As a team, the cast was very 
good. The direction made them 
even better. To be honest, I 
enjoyed this production more 
than the movie (1966). 

Billed as an adult comic- 
drama, both the serious and 
comic sides of the play are 
presented clearly and en¬ 
tertainingly. 

"The Boys in the Band," by

He also made important 


connections with shipping, the 
Bigelows were able to amass a 
fine collection of Christian art, 
much of which is now at the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts. 

The exterior of the two-story 
shingle style house built in 1886 
remains virtually unchanged 
from its original appearance, 
except for evidence of 
deterioration. The interior has 
been considerably altered for 
use as dormitory and 
classroom space by the 
Peabody School (New England 
Peabody Home for Crippled 
Children). In 1963, the house 
was leased to the City of 
Newton, which allowed the 
property to fall into a state of 
disrepair.

Traditional white 

It was only in the nineteenth 
century that white bridal gowns 
became a tradition which con¬ 
tinues up to today. 

In the next 16 years the hoop 
diminished with the fullness 
moving to the back. When the 
hoop was finally ousted it was not 
by a rational silhouette but by the 
irrational bustle — one of the 
strangest shapes ever adopted. 

1876 was also the year America 
was celebrating its centennial. 
Many fashions were designed in 
honor of the anniversary. The 
military influence was very 
strong and the dress had a 
definite tailored look. 

Bustling brides 

It was traditional at this time 
for the bride to wear her gown to 
the first dinner party after the 
wedding. The train of the skirt 
was laid in large organpipe pleats 
which gave the necessary 
fullness for the bustle. 

By 1905 brides in general were 
imposing with their high pom¬ 
padours, hourglass figures and 
forward-slanted posture of the 
Grecian bend. During this period, 
there was great emphasis on 
elegant undergarments, although 
they were never showp! 

Twenty years later the history 
of fashion took a revolutionary 
turn. For the first time in the 
history of fashion, the dress 
reached the knees. This fashion 
trend lasted only three years, 
until the great depression, but it 
signifies the beginning of the 
liberated woman—a movement 
which changed the world. 

Styles in women’s fashion have 
changed drastically over the 
years, often reflecting the social 
and economic atmosphere of the 
times. 

Bridal gowns, however, have 
changed less in their fun¬ 
damentals than any other type of 
costuming. The satin, the lace 
veil, the bridal bouquet, the 
prayer book, rosary, fan or muff 
have been more or less constant 
features. 

Through the eighteenth century 
the wedding ceremony was held 
in the bride's home, but by the 
end of the Civil War the church 
had become the approved setting 
for the fashionable wedding. 

Imported customs 

In the 1770’s panniers 
(frameworks used to puff out a 
skirt at the hips) were becoming 
more exaggerated and had 
become the court dress in France 
and England — a custom which 
lasted in England for 75 years. 

During the 1770’s the pannier 
was so large the sacque (over 
dress) closed only at the waist. 
Consequently, the petticoat 
became a functional part of the 
dress. Hair was powdered and 
decorated with flowers. 

During the next 80 years 
fashion became influenced by a 
Greek revival, then to a new 
version of the hoop. Skirts began 
to swell and at first were held out 
by numerous petticoats. 

Because of the weight of 
wearing many petticoats, these 
were soon replaced by a series of 
whalebone hoops attached by 
straps over which a petticoat and 
then a dress were worn. 


1976 
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In that case, Emma explained 
that "we have to work around the 
frame and bone structure." In 
case a girl is planning to try to get 
into a smaller size, Emma 
warned that it takes about 15 
pounds to loose one inch. 

In addition, explained Emma, 
that weight can be lost from 
many parts of the body—not only 
the shoulders. 

“We have excellent consultants 
here," said Emma, and advised 
that the bride-to-be should 
always consult one. 

Some girls will gain weight 
before their wedding, while 
others loose, she said. "I advise 
them to let our consultants give 
the proper size,” Emma added. 

However, she said if a girl 
"feels very strongly” about 
buying a smaller size, then the 
consultant will work very closely 
to ensure a perfect fit.

NEW DELHI, (UPI) — 
"Suitable matches sought for 
respectable sisters. Elder di¬ 
ploma in communications and 
electronics, 24; younger with 
M.A. degree, 22; brothers 
executives in English firms; 
caste no bar." 

Hundreds of classified ads by 
families seeking husbands for 
their daughters appear daily in 
New Delhi newspapers. 

The operating word is ’•suita¬ 
ble." It means that the 
bridegroom should be willing to 
settle for a dowry that won't 
bankrupt the girl’s family. 

Marrying off a girl can be an 
expensive process for an upper 
or middle class family in India, 
where the bride’s family is 
expected to make a hefty 


settlement in cash and gifts 
with the groom. 

There is even an Indian folk¬ 
saying to the effect that it is 
better to be childless than to 
have a daughter. 

One recent survey by the 
government showed that a 
marriageable man with a 
degree from a prestige college 
and a good job could expect up 
to $12,500 from a girl’s parents 
for agreeing to marry. 

The practice is a hangover 
from ancient times. In theory it 
is now banned by lav,. But it 
persists, and many Indian girls 
complain that boys are more 
interested in the bank balances 
of prospective fathers-ln-!aw 
than in the wives they are 
marrying. 

Cases where girls are 
harassed or driven from their 


new husbands’ homes because 
of "insufficient" dowry are also 
seen in the Indian press. 

A social organization called 
National Service Scheme re¬ 
cently held an “Anti Dowry 
Week" in New Delhi to focus 
attention on the problem. 
Volunteers toured New Delhi 
colleges getting boys to sign 
pledges to boycott the dowry 
system. 

“The boys are enthusiastic," 
said one volunteer. “But in the 
end it is the parents, not the 
boys, who will do the bar¬ 
gaining." 

Among upper-class people in 
southern India, the dowry has 
come to include diamond ear 
rings, a pair of gold bracelets 
and an expensive necklace. In 
the northern Punjab, a car,

refrigerator and stereo system 
are considered a must. 

India has had an antidowry 
law since 1961, but there are 
loopholes. Wedding presents are 
legal, so long as they are not a 
condition for agreeing to the 
marriage. Obviously the differ¬ 
ence between a wedding pre¬ 
sent and a dowry is hard to 
prove in court. There are few 
convictions. 

About the only result of the 
law is to drive the system 
underground. 

Dowry-giving began in an¬ 
cient times, when women could 
not own or inherit property. 
They had little education and 
were not allowed to work 
outside the home. 

Actually it was a form of 
insurance for the bride. The 
groom’s family was expected to 
return the money to her in 
event of his death. As Indian 
society changed, tilting more in 
favor of males and toward 
lower status for women, the 
oppressive dowry system came 
into being. 

There have been cases where 


parents, unable to raise do¬ 
wries, have married off their 
daughters to old, decrepit 
widowers who treat them more 
as housemaids than as wives. 
Occasional stories are seen in 
the press of daughters who 
have committed suicide to 
spare their parents humiliation 
over fhe dowry question. 

Nowadays many young 
women in urban areas are 
fighting the system simply by 
rejecting it. In ever greater 
number they seek jobs and 
economic independence rather 
than marriage.

colors you like, such as white and 
navy, or light blue and grey. Then 
ask everyone to wear these colors 
in an informal combination.

Couples may not be making 
his kind of vow at the alter but 
hey are stipulating conditions 
md spelling out lights and 
irivileges for themselves, in that 
lewly revived tradition, the 
narriage contract. 

Where marriage contracts of 
ither times were usually con-

irrangements, today’s contract 
s most apt to specify activities 
md functions of each mate.

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What to wear? 


Throughout the year, many 
people are faced with the per¬ 
plexing problem of what to wear 
to a wedding. 

Most men will shrug and 
assume that a nice dress suit will 
be appropriate for formal and 
semi-formal weddings. Unless 
black tie or other dress is 
specified on the invitation, a man 
is correct in wearing a suit to 
most weddings if he is a guest. 
However, he may still be 
required to rent the traditional 
gray cutaway coat and striped 
trousers if he is asked to be an 
usher at a formal daytime 
wedding. Or he may be asked to 
wear the black tuxedo with tails, 
a formal tux or dinner jacket for 
a formal wedding. 

More contemporary formal 
weddings feature the groom, best 
man and attendants in pastel 
tuxedos and ruffled shirts for 
spring and summer weddings 
while dark Edwardian or Wind¬ 
sor style jackets are worn during 
the winter. A casual suit, sports 
jacket or blazer is accepted at 
informal daytime weddings. 

Women attendants have it 
easier since the bride chooses 
gowns for her semi-formal 
daytime and evening weddings 
feature bridesmaids in long 
gowns. 

Women guests can wear long or 
short dresses to evening and 
daytime formal weddings. 
Dresses should be designed for 
evening wear at formal wed¬ 
dings, although street-length 
dresses and pant suits can be 
worn to semi-formal and in¬ 
formal daytime weddings. 

Women are not expected to 
wear hats or gloves to formal 
weddings; however, they may be 
worn if so desired. White and 


black clothes may be worn to 
weddings; however, black should 
be reserved for evening wed¬ 
dings. Bare, halter or thin 
strapped dresses should be worn 
with a jacket or shawl during the 
wedding ceremony. 

While traditional weddings will 
always be popular, many young 
couples are planning less formal 
weddings which take place In a 
private home, country setting or 
in a park. When weather permits, 
a wedding may be held at 
lakeside, in the mountains or by 
the seashore. Guests should dress 
according to the location and the 
time of year for informal wed¬ 
dings held outdoors.

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Who pays the wedding bills? 


Of all the problems involved in 
planning that perfect wedding, 
one of the knottiest can be: who 
pays for what? 

Although custom is rapidly 
falling by the wayside in these 
times of upheaval, it’s a good 
idea to be aware of traditional 
rules regarding financial 
responsibility for wedding ex¬ 
penses, if only for use as 
guidelines. 

For instance, the bride’s 
wedding dress, probably one of 
the first expenses involved after 
the engagement ring, is pur¬ 
chased by the bride’s family. 
fThe groom-to-be is responsible 
for the engagement ring, of 
course.) Her trousseau is also 
purchased by her family, as are 
the wedding invitations and 
announcements. 

The bride's family is virtually 
responsible for the wedding it¬ 
self, being expected to pick up the 
tab for rental of the church, fees 
for the organist, flowers and 
carpet for the church, not to 
mention the entire cost of the 
reception. 

Zales for 


The groom's family, on the 
other hand, gets off lightly with 
paying for the rehearsal dinner, 
if they wish. If not, guess who 
gets to pay the bill: the bride's 
family, again. 

The bride herself is expected to 
assume some expenses: gifts for 
her attendants, the groom's 
wedding ring and gift, plus ac¬ 
commodations for her out-of- 
town attendants. 

The groom is responsible for 
the wedding ring, the marriage 
license and clergyman's fee, plus 
flowers for his mother and her 
mother, as well as boutonnieres 
for the men in the wedding party. 
He also pays for the bride’s 
bouquet and gifts for the bride, 
best man and ushers. 

If he wishes, the groom will pay 
for a bachelor dinner, and of 
course, he is expected to pay for 
the wedding trip. 

The attendants’ obligations 
extend to their own clothes for the 
wedding, plus any travel ex¬ 
penses that they may have. 

The families of the bride and 
groom are not expected to pay for 
any travel expenses incurred by 


wedding guests, nor are the bride 
and groom. 

Fortunately, the rules are no 
longer hard and fast regarding 
the many expenses involved in a 
wedding. The bride often has 
been working prior to her wed¬ 
ding and is able to assume some 
of the costs for her family, and it 
is not unusual for the groom’s 
family to offer to share some of 
the expenses with the bride's 
family. 

Common sense, coupled with 
consideration, can help all 
concerned over those financial 
bumps on the way to a beautiful 
wedding.

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Community development 

Second-year plan 
emphasizes housing 


Housing and housing-related ex- 
pendi'ures again will get the lion's share 
of the federal funds provided under the 
Housing and Community Development 
Act. 

For the first year of the program, 
$356,000 was allocated to housing of a 
total first-year program funding of 
$655,000. None of this money has actually 
been spent yet, although several com¬ 
mittees are hard at work "committing” 
the funds before the first year of the 
program is over. 

For the second year, the federal 
government has allocated $709,000. Of 
this, $388,500 has been allocated to 
housing, including $16,000 left over from 
the first-year housing rehabilitation 
funds. 

Several committees are working on 
establishing criteria and standards for 
housing rehabilitation, which will receive 
$150'000 for the first year and $220'000 for 
the second year of the community 
development program. 

Added to the program since last year is 
another $20,000 * 1 for rehabilitation of 
buildings within the recently created 
Upper Falls Historic District. 

Aside from neighborhood improvement 
and beautification projects and planning 
assistance for village improvement, most 
of the money is slated for the three 
"target areas," West Newton, Nonan- 
tum, and Newton Comer. 

In another aspect of the housing 
program' $67,500 will be spent on 
acquisition of land for low- and moderate- 
income housing in West Newton. 


In the first-year program, $67,500 has 
been committed to acquisition of a 
Newton Centre site on Paul Street for 
housing for the elderly and $67,500 toward 
acquisition of land on Staniford Street, 
Auburndale, for low-income family 
housing. 

For neighborhood beautification and 
improvement — which will consist 
mainly of upgrading of streets, 
sidewalks, open space, and other 
municipal facilities — $45,000 has been 
allocated for Newton Comer, Nonantum, 
and West Newton in the first year. 

Because of difficulties with the West 
Newton citizens' advisory committee, 
one of the three target-area groups now- 
deciding what improvements should get 
priority, some of the West Newton fund 
allocation for the first year will be 
carried over to the second year. West 
Newton will receive $5000 additional 
money in the second year. 

The village improvement program will 
give the Newton Highlands and Nonan¬ 
tum business areas $10,000 in the second 
year. 

The program will pay for design 
assistance and small loans or subsidies 
for businesses in the commercial areas. 

Newton Highlands, in addition, will get 
$10,000 under the neighborhood 
beautification and improvement 
program for improvements that will 
mesh with community's viljage im¬ 
provement. 

The first-year allocations of $5000 each

Paul Street eyed 
for elderly housing 


The Newton Housing Authority will go 
out to bid on the 60 units of elderly 
housing on Paul Street in Newton Centre. 

The architectural drawings are 
completed and, according to NHA 
Chairman James Miller, the cost of each 
unit should not exceed $22,500. 

Neighbors of the Paul Street project 
are invited to meet with the NHA at the 
Parker House, 21 Parker St., Newton 
Centre, on Feb. 25 at 7:30 p.m. to discuss 
the plan. 

On hand at the meeting will be com¬ 
munity development program 
representatives, architects from the firm 
of Arrow-street Inc., members of the 
Newton Centre Neighborhood 
Association, the Newton Businessmen's 
Association, and the Newton Planning 
Department. 

The Thurston Road project went out to 
bid Feb. 10, and bids for sub and general 
contractors are due March 9 and 16, 
respectively. 

Since the alderinanic Land Use 
Committee waived a public hearing for 
the site, groundbreaking ceremonies may 
be as soon as mid-April. 


The 20-unit Beaconwood Road project 
is full, and there is a waiting list of 36 
people. The NHA advised that no more 
applications be accepted for the site since 
openings occur infrequently. 

NHA has applied to the Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare for Title 
20 funds to hire social workers to counsel 
and assist families in the Beaconwood 
Road project and elsewhere. 

Executive Director Frank Quinn 
presented an update on Section 8 of the 
NHA quidelines which tells the 
requirements for seeking an apartment 
through the authority 

Someone seeking an apartment must 
first attend an informal interview at the 
authority office at 2000 Commonwealth 
Ave., Auburndale, to obtain a certificate. 

To date there are 99 certificate holders. 
Of the 21 placements that have been 
made, four have been in one-bedroom 
apartments, nine in two-bedroom’ seven 
in three-bedroom, and one in a four- 
bedroom apartment. 

The NHA has also asked the HUD area 
office to apply to Washington on behalf of 
Newton for an increase in the fair market 
rentals. 



Funds restored 
to school budget

The School Committee demonstrated it 
had listened to the public when it voted a 
$32,450,057 gross budget last Wednesday 
night. 

the junior high school-junior varsity- 
sports, the junior high trip fo the White 
Mountains, and the position of English 
coordinator Robert Zeeb were among the 
items in the total $86,895 that the Com¬ 
mittee added to its tentative budget. 

The gross budget which represents a 0.3 
percent increase over the current fiscal 
year was approved by a 6-2-1 vote, with 
Honora Kaplan and Manuel Beckwith 
voting against and Robert Cohen ab¬ 
staining. 

Cohen requested that the budget for 
special education be voted on separately 
so he could abstain on that portion since 
his wife is a learning disabilities em¬ 
ployee in the school system. 

When that was done, he voted in favor 
of the remaining part of the budget. 

Beckwith objected to the vote being 
divided into separate sections and ab¬ 
stained on the special votes. 

Before the Committee voted 7-0-2 to 
restore $28,183 for the English coor¬ 
dinator, Paul Ash said he would vote for it 
to give Robert Zeeb and the ad¬ 
ministration a chance to reorganize his 
position. 

Ash said the position as organized 


would need a staff of nine assistants to 
perform the work as stated in the job 
description. He hopes the department will 
be reorganized so the coordinator will 
have more power to implement 
curriculum in the schools. 

Alvin Mandell and Henry Delicata 
abstained on the vote. 

Cohen and the superintendent argued 
loudly about a telephone conversation 
which led Cohen to first suggest cutting 
three positions and then agreed to 
keeping them.

to Police Chief William Quinn. 

The increased salary had been ap¬ 
proved by the aldermanic Finance 
Committee at $19,100. Coogan’s present 
salary is $17,567. 

Miller chartered further action because 
he wanted to have further discussion of 
the position at the time of budget review. 

A request by Mayor Mann that the 
Board of Aldermen establish a committee 
to review the mayor’s salary was 
defeated by a 10-9 vote. The matter had 
been reconsidered after the last Board 
meeting, when a proposal to include a 
review of aldermanic salaries in the 
study was defeated. 

The Monday night vote left the matter 
with no study being undertaken. 

The mayor's current salary is $27,500 
plus $1000 expenses and the use of a city 
car. 

A mayor's salary can be raised only by 
action of the Board of Aldermen and 
cannot take effect during the term of 
office in which the salary is increased, 
under terms of the city charter. 

Monday night's Board meeting, 
scheduled for 7:30, began at 7:58. Absent 
for the entire meeting were Aid. Robert 
Stiller’ Sidney Small, and Susan Schur.

Extensive damage 
in weekend house fire

Paintings and art objects valued in excess of $150,000 
were discovered stolen from a Chestnut Hill home this 
week. 

Police are continuing an investigation of the burglary, 
reported by a relative of the vacationing homeowners over 
the weekend. 

A police spokesman said Thursday detectives are 
searching for someone who has extensive electronic 
knowlege. The spokesman also said fingerprints were found 
at the scene and have been sent to state authorities for 
identification. 

Police did not release the names of the victims nor reveal 
the exact location of the house. 

The home has a burglar alarm system which was 
bypassed by burglars, who utilized a remote control door 
opener to gain access to the garage and then the home it¬ 
self, according to police. 

The burglar alarm system still reads "trouble free" at 
Police Headquarters. 

The Newton investigation is being conducted by Capt. 
Walter Drew, Detective Manley Kiley, Sgt. Gerald 
I-awrencc and Detective I>eonard Farrell.

Pines wants state ban 
on aerosol spray cans 


Rep. Lois Pines (D-Newton) 
and Assistant House Minority 
leader John Ames (R-Easton) 
have filed legislation that 
would place a ban on all 
aerosol cans that use 
flurocarbons as a propellant. 

The flurocarbon compounds 
are considered dangerous to 
human health and the en¬ 
vironment, due to their effect 
on the ozone layer. In 1974 two 
chemists from California 
published a study that proved 
flurocarbons used as 
propellants, once released in 
the atmosphere, act to break 
down the earth’s ozone layer. 

Without this protective 
shield, dangerous ultraviolet 
rays from the sun reach the 
earth at a stronger intensity. 


The harmful effects of this 
increased radiation could 
result in crop damage, climatic 
changes, and an increased 
number of skin cancer cases. 

Fourteen states presently 
have legislation pending which 
would outlaw aerosols, and 
Oregon has already passed a 
ban that will take effect on 
March 1, 1977. In addition, 10 
states seeking a ban have filed 
a petition with the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission. 

“It has been shown that 
Americans use more than 
three billion aerosol cans a 
year," said Rep. Pines. “This 
demonstrates the need for 
Massachusetts to take ef¬ 
fective measures to prevent 
further destruction," she 
added. 


Accessibility guide 
being prepared 


The Mayor's Ad Hoc 
Committee on the En¬ 
vironment of the Handicapped 
in Newton is sponsoring a 
wheelchair accessiblity survey 
of publicly used buildings in 
Newton.

Sen. Backman's bill, in 
addition to providing that

legislation filed bySen. Jack 
H. Backman that would reform 
the budget process was heard 
this week by the Joint Ways 
and Means Committee. The 
legislation would require the 
listing in the budget, opposite 
each item of expenditure, the 
amount of anticipated federal 
reimbursement. 

At the present time, 
Backman says, there is no 
place in the budget that one can 
get information as to the actual 
net cost to the Commonwealth 
of any program, after federal 
reimbursement. 

“The tragedy of our present 
fiscal crisis in Massachusetts, 
aside from the lack of moral 
leadership of the ad¬ 
ministration, is the utter lack 
of sound business practices 
that characterize the budget 
process itself," Backman said. 

"For a simple test of the 
present fiscal incapacity, pick 
up a copy of the budget 
and take any one of the hun¬ 
dreds of items contained in it. 
Call the agency operating the 
program and ask,'Can you give 
me the amount of federal 
reimbursement for the item?' 
Sadly, you can not get the 
answer. The budget is silent on 
the reimbursement. 

“When one realizes that the 
total federal reimbursement in 
regard to our budget is over $1 
billion, plus several hundred 
million dollars in federal 
grants, one can almost cry at 
the lack of knowledge, sheer 
ignorance of important facts, 
by the people who have to 
make value decisions as to 
increasing qr decreasing our 
budget. 


"In order to make intelligent 
decisions, it is required that the 
facts be present. We must 
incorporate the figures that 
show federal reimbursement 
opposite a proposed item of 
spending as common-sense 
business procedure,” said 
Backman. 

In the last budget, a 
bookkeeping changq recom¬ 
mended by Sen. Backman in 
regard to budget items relating 
to "Children in Crisis" shifted 
$75,000 of state money from one 
budget item that received no 
federal reimbursement to 
another item which had been 
deleted from the budget. 
However, the other item was 
one that received 90 percent 
federal grants. 

"The shift in the program 
money resulted in $750,000 
additional federal grants to 
Massachusetts without 
Massachusetts expending a 
single extra dollar," Backman 
said. 

“Our staff has uncovered 
data which show we lost some 
$150 million in federal funds 
under Title XX for social 
services because of poor 
bookkeeping and lack of 
adequate knowledge by ad¬ 
ministrators of federal fun¬ 
ding. 

"As the league of Women 
Voters has pointed out in a 
paper on welfare spending 
recently issued, not only do we 
lose the direct federal grant, 
but there is a multiplier effect 
of money that comes into 
Massachusetts from 
Washington far beyond the 
dollar amount. 
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New major federal funding 
will require planning by city 


I-ocal officials have been 
urged by the Massachusetts 
league of Cities and Town to 
begin planning now for the use 
of major federal funds that 
would result from the probable 
passage of the countercyclical 
funding bill. 

The bill, which is now on the 
President's desk, is expected to 
be vetoed, but the vote by 
which it passed both houses of 
Congress was large enough to 
warrant optimism for an 
override vote if the President 
does turn thumbs down. 

Countercyclical funding 
would provide 100 percent 
funding for local capital im¬ 
provement projects which can 
begin construction within 90 
days after the project is ap¬ 
proved, in areas with above 
average unemployment rates. 
(Previous state unemployment 
figures indicate that all 
Massachusetts communities 


will be eligible.) 

Many community 
development capital im¬ 
provements, including those 
which were ineligible under 
other federal programs, could 
be funded under this bill. Such 
projects, the league of Cities 
and Towns is informing local 
officials across the state, in¬ 
clude construction, renovation 
or additions to municipal of¬ 
fices, schools, libraries, police 
stations, etc. 

I/>cal governments are being 
warned, however, that up¬ 
coming town meetings will 
have to consider preliminary 
planning funds which must be 
included immediately in 
budget and warrant articles, 
since the major proviso of the 
bill is that any project accepted 
for funding must be able to 
begin construction within the 
90-day specified period. 

The bill is designed to take 


the edge off unemployment 
rates by providing funding for 
local projects when the 
unemployment rate rises 
above 6 percent. Estimates of 
the amounts that would 
become available to local 
governments under the bill 
reach as high as $2.5 billion 
over the 18 month life of the 
program. 

One of the provisions of the 
bill would allow grants to be 
made for the completion of 
plans if they are uncompleted 
at the time of application for 
the program. The league is 
urging that local communities 
review any projects for which 
plans have already been drawn 
but which have been turned 
down for other federal grant 
programs and that they con¬ 
sider allocation of engineering 
funds to begin planning for 
needed capital improvement 
projects.

Civil service reform 
needed, Mofenson says

State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson, House chairman of 
the Committee on Human 
Services and Elder Affairs, has 
called for reform of the state's 
civil sendee system. 

"The elaborate web of civil 
service laws, rules, and 
regulations built up over the 
years has become a serious 
barrier to efficiency and 
productivity in government 
and a disincentive to able 
employees," he said. 

In a time when many tax¬ 
payers are rightly troubled 
with the inefficient delivery of 
public services and when good 
management has become 
imperative for responsible 
government leaders, the 
conventional system is not only 
outdated, but it stands as one of 
the more serious causes of 
governmental inefficiency, 
Mofenson explained, noting 
that "all too often the ex¬ 
ceptional performances go 
unrewarded, while the 
mediocre performances are 
protected." 

The nineteenth-century 
"spoils system" of government 
hiring and patronage was, 
according to Mofenson, 
"shameful," and called for the 
creation of state and federal 
civil service commissions to 
prohibit abuses of government 
workers for political purposes. 
"But after almost 100 years the 
stage is set for a new era of 
civil service reform," he said.. 

Mofenson cited a report from 
the National Civil Service 
league which stated that "with 
respect to spoils, the political 
realities of modern America 
have greatly diminished their

Frank and full 
teacher evaluations 

Should considerations of the ability or 
lack of ability of a school teacher be a 
subject which school committees discuss 
only behind doors that are closed to the 
public? 

Or word it another way. Shouldn’t in¬ 
terested persons in a community know how 
school officials evaluate a teacher’s 
professional competence? 

Each town's school board and academic 
officials will have their own specific 
answers to these questions. 

But as we read it, the law seems rather 
specific, openness and candor about 
evaluating all public employees including 
teachers. 

The law cited is the newly expanded 
Open Meeting law which went into effect 
some six weeks ago. The law was passed in 
the hopes that there would be more 
openness regarding public meetings and 
tneir dealings, rignt out in front of the 
public they serve. 

Certainly the statute’s wording of public 
meetings includes the work of all school 
boards. And since their work — especially 
at this time of year— often swings round to 
teacher evaluations the question naturally 
arises, what about school committees and 
their evaluations of teachers ? 

The law specifically excludes 
from the public’s view sessions dealing 
with reputation and character. Understan¬ 
dable. But the new law goes one important 
phrase further and states: ....rather than 
the professional competence of a single 
individual.” 

That phrase, put into plain English, 
seems to say, competence and all sessions 
on same have no place behind the closed 
doors of executive session. 

The spirit of and intent of the broader 
open meeting law was to give the public far 
greater insight of the first person variety 
than had been possible under an older law 
that often allowed to much to be swept 
under the closed-door rug. 

There is not a parent that does not care 
in some degree about the ability of the 
— teachers that are schooling his kids. And 
shouldn’t that parent know what his or her 
school board thinks of every teacher who 
comes up for evaluation? 

A recent study on entrance test scores 
gave added reasons for a public read-out on 
teachers competence. It said students 
today are leaving high schools more poorly 
prepared for college than ever before. The 
study said one principal reason for this 
decline is poorer high school education. 

For those parents information on 
teacher evaluations comes much too late. 
It is a sad, closed book. 

But it is not too late for the student’s of 
today. 

And not too late for frank and open 
evaluations of their teachers as the new 
law seems to demand.

Under the Golden Dome 

The coming collision of auto insurance

BOSTON (UPI) — Auto insurance, a 
controversial issue last year, is set to 
explode again soon and there are in¬ 
dications that a key character in the 
controversy has changed his position on a 
key element in the dispute. 

The character is Insurance Com¬ 
missioner James M. Stone and the 
disputed element is the no-fault system of 
property protection insurance, PP1 as it 
is called in the insurance industry. 

Under the no-fault system, the car 
owner involved in a collision collects 
from his insurance company regardless 
of who caused the accident. 


Last year companies requested a $289 
million increase in auto insurance rates, 
most of it for property damage coverage. 
Through a combination of legislative 
reforms, which reduced coverage, and 
rate decision imposed by Stone, the in¬ 
crease granted was cut to $88 million. 

The $88 million increase, $12 million for 
property damage, cost the average 
driver about $50 in higher premiums. The 
fact that it was paired down from $289 
was of little consolation to most people, 
especially those who who got into ac¬ 
cidents and found their coverage has 
been cut. 

The special legislative-executive 
commission which drafted last year's 
legislation is required by law to continue 


meeting this year and make further 
recommendations this spring. 

I«ast year the chairmen of the com¬ 
mission, who also chair the legislature's 
Insurance Committee, favored repeal of 
the nofault PPI system, but they backed 
off because off because of opposition from 
Stone, other executive members of the 
commission and the certainty of a veto 
from Gov. Michael S. Dukakis. 

One segment of the industry, the 
mutual comapanies, favor repeal of PPI 
and return to the old tort of fault system. 
But another segment, the stock owned 
companies, have strongly opposed PPI 
repeal. 

Sources in both segments say they have 
detected a softening of Stone's position on 
PPI repeal, and in an interview last week 


Stone said the indsutry’s perception is 
"essentially correct" 

"There are pluses and minuses on both 
sides of the issue," Stone said. "There is 
no question in anyone's mind that no-fault 
has been a huge success in bodily injury. 
Claims were removed from the system 
and rates went way down." 

Stone said there is also no question that 
no-fault delivers better service to the 
policyholder in both bodily injury and 
property damage coverages, but he said 
the no-fault approach in property damage 
has not removed claims. 

"On the contrary," Stone said. "The no 
fault property damage system seems to 
have increased the number of claims and 
therefore the cost and there is a serious 
question in my mind whether it should be 
retained." 


Federal judges now run prisons, schools

When it comes to "prisoners' rights" and the rights of 
criminals vis a vis the victims of crimes in America today, 
suddenly, it seems, tlie judicial process is going crazy. 

Just recently, the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court 
ruled that a prison inmate is justified in using force against 
a prison guard wlien he feels the guard is beating a fellow 
inmate unnecessarily. The fact the guard was beaten and 
stabbed twice by a prison inmate was conveniently ignored. 

A federal district judge last month struck another 
rigorous blow for prisoner’s rights in Alabama when he 
ordered sweeping improvements in the entire prison 
system there. Concerned officials worry that the judge’s 
corrective order could cost $100-mlllion. 

This was not a rarity. Prison inmates have won a broad 
range of new rights from a series of court rulings which 
would assure them good meals, safety and adequate living 
space. Since 1970, at least four states - Alabama, Maryland, 
Mississippi and Massachusetts - have been found guilty of 
violations of the constitutional rights of prisoners. 

In some states, Gqprgia is a prime example, prisons 
have become so crowded that new prisoners can't be 
allowed uisidc prison doors unless another one is released. 

During the past decade, judicial posers have been greatly 
magnified • magnified to un extent, critics contend, far 
beyond the wildest dreams of the Founding Fathers.

NEW YORK — Is Patty Hearst guilty or not guilty? The 
trial revolves around the simple question of whether she 
acted out of her own free will or under compulsion. 

If she did it freely, she is guilty. If she was forced into it — 
at gunpoint or through brainwashing — she is not guilty. 

To establish one conclusion or the oilier, the prosecution 
and the defense have put together their carefully con¬ 
structed cases The prosecution is busy trying to prove that 
she must have done it out of her own free will because she 
did not lake advantage of many opportunities to escape. 

The defense is busy trying to prove that she was raped, 
beaten, and threatened with death to force her to do what 
she did. 

Someday the jury will decide one way or the otlier 
because they must choose between the alternatives 
presented by prosecution and defense. Yet, neither the 
skillful presentations nor the conclusion of the jury may 
have anythmg to du with the truth. 

Patty Hearst was turn up violently by the roots and was 
suddenly transplanted. She was not moved from one place 


operating conditions in the nation's prisons but in Boston 
and elsewhere federal judges are doing likewise in a 
takeover of school operations in the name of desegregation, 
in collegiate athletics, the environment, hospitals and what 
have you? 

Time after time we need or hear about criminals literally 
walking off scott free from violent crimes which left victims 
dead or brutalized - freed as a result of some flimsy 
legality. 

Where will it all end? What effect is this having on the 
potential victims, or those already victimized? How In 
heaven's name can what seems to be a legalization of crime 
act as a deterent to the criminal? 

How one young Braintree housewife worries about this 
sorry state of affairs was revealed starkly in her "letter to 
the editor" in the February issue of PAX CENTURION, the 
official newspaper of the Boston Police Patrolman’s Assn. 

Mrs. Carol Cohoon wrote: 

"My children are asleep for the night; my husband is 
away overnight Judge Tauro, now retired from the Mass. 
Supreme Judical Court, lias ruled that if an intruder should 
break into my home then my first obligation is to run. 
Perhaps I would like to do that; but I would like to collect 
my four children on the way. Will my intruder give me 
enough time to do this? If not, then I think 1 will choose to 
stay in my home and try to defend my family. If necessary, 

I will use physical force on my univited, unexpected guest. I 
will forget that any physical force I may use cannot be more 

question about 

to another but from one universe to another. Whether or not 
she was shut in a closet for days with blindfolds, raped or 
beaten is almost secondary' to the fact that she lost all the 
customary connections upon which she depended for dally 
existence. 

Patty Hearst became totally dependent on her captors in 
a weird world of their making. Once more she was an in¬ 
fant, torn out of a comfortable cocoon and tossed into cruel 
discomfort: helpless, hungry for both physical and spiritual 
nourishment, panting for attention In such circumstances, 
simple survival dictates conscious behavior and, more 
importantly, unconscious motivation. 

In that suggestible state, her captor-propagandists told 
tier of the sins of her fathers. In doing so, they were stirring 
the most ancient fantasies of the young about parental 
enslavement. 

By accepting and acting out these deep-rooted drives of 
the would-be adult, she found a moral basis for iden¬ 
tification with tlie cause of her captors. She discovered a 
rationale for tlie repulsive, like millions of youths, with less 
pressure, she exchanged the values of her momentary 
peers in this new world for the mores of her elders in the old 
world. 


than my intruder intends to use on me by order of the court. 
In other words, in this time of self-preservation for me and 
my children, I must weigh his intentions. I must second 
guess him; the intruder has the right of way in my home." 

Mrs. Cohoon's letter notes that if she, a law-abiding 
citizens, should harm the intruder she must prove that he 
tried to harm her first or else he can sue her. If she killed 
him, without witnesses, she could be charged with man- 
slaughter. 

“No wonder we have such moral decay in our soceity," 
she wrote. “In court it is more comfortable to be a criminal 
- God forbid if you are a victim." 

Prisoners' rights, the coddling of criminals, the lowering 
of passing scores for firefighters and policemen from 70 to 
35, the supreme court’s decision that it is unconstitutional 
for children to have a voluntary minute of silent prayer in 
school - these and other liberal interpretations of our 
constitution are growing cause for mounting alarm by the 
Mrs. Cohoons of this country. 

Something is wrong somewhere. More and more 
Americans are becoming aware of the awesome powers of 
the federal judiciary - and it is an awareness that has 
fostered a new and escalating sense of revolution on the 
part of many individuals who feel that their rights are being 
trampled underfoot. 

Tlie sense of frustration is growing, and, indeed, we all 
may well ask: 

Where will it end? 


Patty Hearst 

At few points in this kind of personality-transformation 
was Patty Hearst engaging in any calm, clear rational 
process. She was lost and frightened; her ego and inner 
strengths, if any, collapsed; she grasped for emotional 
straws. 

She belilved as thousands of survivors of concentration 
camps did when they adjusted their behavior to the need to 
stay alive, to be a bit more comfortable, to make it in the 
madman's world in which they found themselves. They did 
shameful things then that they will not now relate and that 
they dare not now recall. 

As prosecution and defense ask Patty questions about 
why she did what she did, they are like people asking 
someone who acted under drugs or hypnosis what the 
reasons were for doing what they did. 

Wliat do such answers have to do with reality? 

Tlie real question is this: Would Patty Hearst have done 
wliat she did if she had never been kidnaped? 

That's an "iffy" question that is not subject to proof by 
testimony or even confession. But isn't that the real 
question in this case?

Supersonic tragedy 


To the Editor: 

After much discussion, 
Secretary of Transportation 
William T. Coleman, Jr. has 
decided to allow the con¬ 
troversial ConcordeSupersonic 
Jetliner to fly into the United 
States on a 16 month trial 
period. This time is to be an 
opportunity for the jet to prove 
itself, both economically and 
environmentally. 

I would like to take an op¬ 
posing view with the ac¬ 
ceptance of the Supersonic 
Transport. This airplane, 
which flies at the speed of 1300 
miles per hour, has seen 
limited testing, and the jet’s 
noise is overwhelmingly of¬ 
fensive to the residents of the 
neighboring areas of the air¬ 
port. 

In a time when inflation 
persists, an airplane must be 
considered a luxury, but the 
SST has set its fare to be about 
17 percent more than the 
normal first class fare. This 
brings the fare from I/indon to 
New York to $1,168 roundtrip 
At this price, only a wealthy 


person can afford to fly. 

In recent times several 747's 
have been replaced with 
smaller 727's due to lack of 
passengers. I feel that if this is 
a trend of the future, the SST 
will remain unprofitable and 
hence the fare could well be 
raised even higher to com¬ 
pensate for the small per¬ 
centage of passengers. 

The main advantage that the 
Concorde offers is the shor¬ 
tened flying time for overseas 
flights. Yet, is the few hours 
extra that it takes for a present 
jet to fly really such a 
necessary convenience? It is 
because of these disadvantages 
and the minimal advantage 
that I feel that this type of 
transportation is not necessary 
and possibly 10 years ahead of 
its time. 

With these thoughts in mind, 
I support the Congressional 
opponents of the SST and agree 
with their preparing legislation 
to ban its flight. Technology is 
great, but it must be geared to 
current needs of society.

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Secretary of State Henry Kissinger, in a major policy speech 
before a Venezuelan-C-S. Symposium yesterday appealed for a 
"spirit of working solidarity” between the U.S. and Latin 
America. 

Kissinger proposes 
US - Latin America 
cooperation 

CARABALLEDA, Venezuela (UPI) — Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger, moving on to Peru today, has proposed a 
sixpoint program to increase economic and political 
cooperation between Washington and Latin America. 

Before his scheduled departure from Caracas, Kissinger 
again criticized Cuba's military Intervention In Angola and 
warned the United States "will not stand idly by" If Havana 
intervenes militarily In other countries. 

In Lima, Kissinger planned to meet with the top leaders 
of the military government. Including President Gen. 
Francisco Morales Bermudez. 

The Peruvian government has had deep differences with 
the United States since the late 1960s over such Issues as 
investment disputes, the role of the Organization of 
American States — which Peru feels is too dominated by 
Washington — and even political Ideology. 

However, U-S.-Peruvian relations have warmed con¬ 
siderably over the past few years and Kissinger’s one-day 
stay in Lima is seen as an endorsement by Washington of 
the concept of "ideological pluralism", which Peru suc¬ 
cessfully introduced into the reformed OAS charter and the 
once strongly anti-Communlst Rio Treaty (Inter-American 
Treaty of Mutual Assistance). 

During his 36-hour stay in Venezuela, Kissinger had 
several lengthy private meetings with President Carlos 
Andres Perez. 

The talks covered such bilateral matters as oil and trade 
as well as hemispheric and global issues. 

Before returning to Washington Feb. 24, Kissinger also 
will visit Brazil, Colombia, Costa Rica and Guatemala. 

The six-point policy speech expressed U.S. willingness: 

—"To take spedal cognizance of the distinctive 
requirements of the more industrialized economies of Latin 
America and of the region as a whole, in our efforts to build 
a more equitable international order." 

— "To maintain direct assistance to the neediest nations 
of this hemisphere still oppressed by poverty and natural 
disaster." 

ILGWU members 
locked out in dispute 

NEW YORK (UP1) — Some 30,000 members of the In¬ 
ternational Ladies Garment Workers Union have been 
locked out of their Jobs as the result of a dispute between 
two management groups over who will pay the increases 
provided in the union's new contract. 

Arnold Schwedock, executive director of the Popular 
Price Dress Contractors Association, said that "90 per cent, 
or 450 out of a total of 500 shops" in New York, New Jersey 
and Connecticut were shut down Tuesday, leaving some 
30,000 ILGWU members out of work. 

The contractors’ leaders urged them to keep their shops 
closed today and to try to get other operating factories into 
closing as welL On Tuesday firms in Massachusetts and 
Pennsylvania had continued operations, Schwedock said. 

Schwedock's organization and the United Better Dress 
Manufacturers Association, Inc., are representing the 
dress manufacturers, known in the business as contractors, 
in a dispute with two organizations representing "Jobbers" 

— the National Dress Manufacturers Association, the 
Popular Price Dress Manufacturers Group and the Af¬ 
filiated Dress Manufacturers Association. 

Departure delayed 
for Syrian peace team 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
A Syrian peace team has 
delayed its departure for 
several days because of a 
series of shootings in the 
capital, including the slaying of 
two American University 
deans by a former student. 

Syrian Foreign Minister 
Abdel Halim Khaddam, who 
already has postponed his 
departure once, decided to 
remain "until the Lebanese 
crisis is resolved more clear¬ 
ly," according to political 
sources. 

Although none of the inci¬ 
dents — including the assassi¬ 
nation of a Turkish diplomat — 
was related directly to Leba¬ 
non’s 16-month civil war, they 
added to the tension sparked 


Monday by the killing of a 
Kurdish municipal worker and 
a series of kidnaping*. 

Fighting between Christians 
and Moslems began subsiding 
four weeks ago following a 
Syrian-mediated cease-fire. 

In the university incident, a 
young gunman carrying a hand 
grenade shot and killed Robert 
Najemy, the dean of students, 
and Raymond Ghosn, the dean 
of engineering, outside their 
cumpus offices in uptown 
Beirut Tuesday. 

Najemy, 56, of Worcester, 
Mass., died instantly. Ghosn, 
54, a Lebanese, died shortly 
after arrival at the university 
hospital.

proposed cutting one teacher each in 
physical education, art, and music when 
he presented his zero-increase budget. 

I-ater the Committee restored these 
positions for $49,830. 

Cohen claimed the superintendent told 
him on the phone after the tentative vote 
that Fink was upset that these positions 
had been restored because it was planned 
two years ago to cut them in light of 
declining enrollment. 

Fink clarified that he was considering 
operating with fewer schools, which 
would make it easier to reduce these 
positions. 

By a 2-7 vote the move to cut the 
positions failed. Delicate and Mandell 
were in favor. 

The most frequently mentioned subject 
of the public hearing last Tuesday, junior 
varsity sports, was fully restored by the 
addition of $ 21,086 to the account. 

Several teachers and parents spoke on 
the merits of the junior high program, 
noting that every child who tries for a 
team is accepted. 

Honora Kaplan voted in favor of this 
restoration, but wanted Committee 
members to be more responsive to other 
restorations in the general education of 
most kids. 

On the 7-0-2 vote, Beckwith and Mandell 
abstained. Mandell said later that he 
favors more emphasis on lifetime sports. 

With very little discussion, the Com¬ 
mittee restored $9,400 for the junior high 


White Mountain trip which allows almost 
every seventh grader to spend four days 
getting acquainted with the mountains 
and their new classmates and teachers. 

By a unanimous vote 1.2 English 
specialist positions were restored. 

Robert Cohen urged the $13,932 
restoration, saying he finds It 
"paradoxical, puzzling, and baffling that 
we say we want to restore basic education 
and then take away the tools." 

Several attempts were made to add 
secondary and elementary teachers, but 
only one elementary teacher was 
restored by a 5-4 vote. 

Voting in favor of the $16,500 move was 
Ash, Beckwith, Kaplan, Mayor Theodroe 
Mann, and Dr. Edward Prince. 

Michael laeConti and Superintendent 
Fink were in a long, heated argument 
about the effects of LeConti's move to cut 
the science consultant position which was 
restored in the tentative vote. 

LeConti pushed and pushed the 
superintendent to find out if the animals 
kept by Daniel DeWolf would be kept if 
his position was cut. 

Fink said he leaves that decision up to 
the science department, which would 
decide on the basis of priorities. 

The audience hissed loudly when 
Chairman Mandell said, "Enough, Mr. 
Superintendent'" and then Mandell 
scolded the audience for its rudeness. 

The motion failed with only Prince, 
LeConti, and Delicata voting in favor. 


The Community Schools Commission 
will receive $24,000 from the School 
Committee for next year, and will 
probably receive the same amount from 
the city. 

One psychologist position was reduced 
to save $22,800. 

Dr. John Cullinane, director of special 
education, said the need for psychologists 
for Chapter 786 evaluations appeared to 
have leveled off. He also noted there is a 
$25,000 special education reserve in the 
budget. 

voting in favor of the cut were Cohen, 
Delicata, Mandell, I-eConti, and Prince. 

The only other reduction was recom¬ 
mended by Physical Education Director 
Joan Schmidt to save $2,055 for hockey, 
gymnastics, and swimming positions. 

These were thought necessary for 
safety reasons when they were voted in 
for the tentative budget, but Schmidt said 
she could do without them. 

Finally, the Committee voted $3 025 for 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield coverage for 
five positions that were added. 

Other attempts to add to the budget 
often failed by a M vote, with Kaplan, 
Beckwith, and Mayor Mann voting in 
favor. 

These amounts totaled more than 
$200,000 and included most of Fink’s 
priorities for restoration that totaled 
$275,000. 

I-eConti proposed some additional cuts 
in administrative coordinators that did 
not pass.

to Nonantum and Newton Highlands have 
not been spent. 

The removal of architectural barriers 
to handicapped persons will get $35,000 
during the second year of the program 
and a recommendation for $40,000 the 
following year. 

Social services have been allocated 
$25,000 for the first year and $40,000 for 
the second year to be used for programs 
through existing agencies or new 
programs. In addition, $30,000 will go 
toward a permanent multiservice center 
in Nonantum during the second year. 
Over the two years, $7500 has been * 
committed for a temporary center in 
Nonantum. 


Comprehensive community develop¬ 
ment planning will cost $50,000 in the 
second year, for a total in the first two 
years of the program of $67,500. 

Community development planning 
includes coordination of all design and 
other development projects, technical 
assistance to each neighborhood com¬ 
mittee, staff assistance to neighborhood 
service areas, and the preparation with 
outside help of a "revitalization" plan for 
Newton Corner. 

The entire community development 
program was designed to rim for six 
years, with slightly increasing amounts 
of money coming to the city each year. 

A new application must be filed every 
year by the city with the federal 


Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, after extensive public 
hearings. 

The first-year funds may be carried 
over to the second year of the program, 
but thereafter a community is required to 
spend the money during the year for 
which it is given. 

There are no firm guidelines as to what 
is a reasonable amount for ad¬ 
ministration of the community 
development program. 

In theory the Board of Aldermen has 
some control over expenditures by its 
approval or rejection of each year's 
proposed plan. 

The second-year program is before the 
aldermanic City Planning Committee.

Mrs. E.D., Taunton, writes: "I'm not one for baking with 
mixes, but recently we attended a family gathering where 
the hostess served a Nutmeg Cake. I was hesitant about 
tasting it because nutmeg is not exactly my favorite spice, 
but after hearing all the others raving about the texture and 
taste of the cake, I not only enjoyed eating it, I asked for the 
recipe and here it is for you and your readers: 

NUTMEG CAKE 

1 pkg. yellow cake mix (for 2 layer cake) 

4 cup salad oil 

3 i cup dry sherry or sauterne 

4 eggs 

1 pkg. (34 oz.) pkg vanilla Instant pudding 

3 4 teaspoon ground nutmeg 

Confectioners' sugar 

Combine cake mix, oil and wine in mixing bowl. Blend 
thoroughly. Add eggs, one at a time, mixing well after each 
addition. Add vanilla pudding and nutmeg; beat 3 minutes 
at med. speed on mixer. Pour into greased and floured 10- 
inch tube or fluted tube pan. Bake in 350 degree oven about 
45 minutes or until cake tests done. Cool on rack. When cool, 
remove cake carefully from pan and lightly dust with 
confectioners' sugar. 

Question: Whenever we go to an Italian restaurant, my 
husband and I always have a battle over who gets to eat the 


bread sticks on the table. I just love munching on them and 
so does he—so, I wondered, if they're not loo difficult could 
you print such a recipe for me to prepare at home? Thanks.

Answer: Once you do make these nice crunchy bread- 
sticks, you'll always have them on hand, ending the battle 
of the breadstick: 

ITALIAN BREAD STICKS 

1 pkg. active dry yeast 

Two-thirds cup warm water 

2 tablespoons each salad oil and olive oil 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 tablespoon sugar 

About 24 cups unsifted all purpose flour 

1 egg beaten 

Poppy or sesame seed, optional 

Dissolve yeast in water; add oil, salt, sugar and 1 cup of 
the flour. Beat until smooth. Add enough of the remaining 
flour to make a stiff dough. Turn out on a floured board and 
knead until smooth and elastic, about 5 minutes, using 
additional flour as needed. Place dough in buttered bowl, 
cover with damp towel and let rise until doubled in bulk 
about 1 hour (area must be at least 80 degrees warm). 
Punch dough down; divide in half. Cut each half into 24 
equal sized pieces; roll each, using palms of hands, into 6 or 
8 inch lengths. Place parallel on greased baking sheets 
about 4 inch apart. Brush with egg and sprinkle with poppy 
or sesame seed, if desired. I>et rise in warm place until 
almost doubled, about 30 minutes. Bake in 325 degree oven 
30 minutes or until golden. Makes 4 dozen. 

Question: I wonder whether you can help me with a 
problem. I have two daughters, both under the age of fifteen 
and they are overweight and very unhappy. They refuse to 
attend any of the weightwatching classes and because my 
husband and I could both afford to drop a few pounds, I 
wondered whether you could print some low calorie recipes 
for all of us.

SCALLOPED TUNA 
Serves 5,180 calories per serving 
1 Vi cups coarse cracker crumbs 
1 cup finely chopped celery 
1 cup finely chopped onion 
1 clove garlic, chopped fine 
1 green pepper, chopped fine 
4 cup finely chopped parsley 
1 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon freshly ground black pepper 
14 cups tuna chunks (1 can) 

1 tablespoon melted butter 

2 eggs, lightly beaten 

Combine cracker crumbs with the chopped vegetables, 
seasonings, and tuna. Add the melted butter and beaten 
eggs. Blend well, and pour into an oiled casserole. Bake at 
375 degrees for 25 to 30 minutes. 

SOUTH OF THE BORDER CHICKEN 
Serves 6,150 calories each serving 
6 chicken drumstricks and 3 breasts 
1 tablespoon cooking oil 
1 dove garlic, minced 
4 cup minced onion 
4 cup minced celery 
4 cup minced green pepper 
1 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon pepper 


1 can tomato soup 
4 teaspoon basil 

Remove the breast meat from the bone; divide into 2 and 
pound thin. Wrap each half around a drumbstick and tie in 
place with string. Heat the oil in a large electric skillet. 
Saule the garlic, onion, celery, and green pepper for 15 
minutes over low heat. Season the chicken with the salt and 
pepper and add to the skillet. Saute 15 minutes more. Cover 
and cook at 250 degrees with vent open for Ai hour. Remove 
chicken to warm platter and remove strings. Add tomato 
soup and basil. 

CAULIFLOWER POTATO PUDDING 
Serves 8 ,45 calories per serving 

1 small head cauliflower 

2 potatoes, grated 

1 onion, grated 
14 teaspoons salt 
4 teaspoon pepper 

2 eggs 
Paprika 

Preheat oven to 500 degrees. Remove outer leaves and 
stalks of cauliflower, and cook in lightly salted water until 
slightly overdone and soft. Drain and mash. Add the 
potatoes, onion, salt and pepper. Stir in the eggs and mix 
well. Pour into a lightly greased 9-inch cake tin. Sprinkle 
with paprika, and bake for 10 minutes. Turn the oven down 
to 375 degrees and bake about 1 hour or until lightly 
browned. 

MOCHA VELVET 
Serves 4,55 calories per serving 
2 envelopes diet chocolate pudding mix 
2 teaspoons instant coffee 
2 cups skim milk nr rellquificd non-fat dry milk.

When you prepare a meal, do you think 
of vegetables as a sort of afterthought- 
just something to add a little color around 
a juicy roast beef or crisply fried 
chicken? 

For many, the vegetable is edging its 
way to the forefront, becoming the main 
event at more and more luncheon and 
dinner tables. While we're not advocating 
a vegetarian diet, it has long been 
acknowledged that American diets have 
been high in protein and low in other vital 
vitamins and minerals. Did you know 
that fresh fruits and vegetables supply 
more than 94 percent of the vitamin C 
needed daily, 49 per cent of the vitamin A, 
and many other nutrients, including iron. 

Wonderful things can be done with 
winter vegetable—stuff them with savory 
fillings, scooping out the shells of such 
vegetables as squash, eggplant and even 
large golden onions. 

Think of the color you will bring to the 
table—ruby red beets, deep purple 
eggplant, snow white cauliflower, bright 
orange carrots and brilliant green 
broccoli. 

Tiny Belgian carrots are heated in a 
savory margarine mixture, using onion 
and dill. These golden nuggets supply 
vitamin A- the nutrient which promotes 
healthy hair and skin and helps eyes 
adjust to dim light. 

Tender crisp broccoli is served with a 
tangy orange sauce. Cornstarch, melted 
margarine and orange peel are blended 


together with orange juice, then cooked 
over medium heat until thickened. These 
green spears supply vitamin A and 
calcium—the nutrient which builds 
strong bones and teeth.

Unitarian minister 


writes Lenten manual 


"We don't have to be 
'religious’ or 'Christian' to 
enter into Lent, only human," 
says the Rev. Clarke Dewey 
Wells, minister at the First 
Unitarian Society in Newton 
and this year’s author of the 
annual "Meditation Manual" 
produced by the Unitarian 
Universalist Association in 
Boston. 

Writing in the introduction, 
Wells says: "Our individual 
dyings and becomings are 
given a voice, wisdom and 
companionship in a story and 
heritage larger than the 
isolation and pain of our un¬ 
connected selves." 

In "The Strangeness of This 
Business," the title from 
Shakespeare's "The Tempest" 
given to the manual, Wells has 
written 47 mini-essays for 
reading on each of the 47 days 
between Ash Wednesday, Marh 
3, and Easter Sunday, April 18. 

The selections from "The 
Strangeness of This Business" 
are serious and humorous, 
emotional or rational, per¬ 
tinent or impertinent, each 
with an appropriate biblical 
verse following. 

The Unitarian Universalist 


Association's annual"Medi- 
tation Manual” began in the 
1930's under Frederick May 
Eliot, president of the 
American Unitarian 
Association. 

Wells writes in his in¬ 
troduction to the manual that: 
"I am a Christian humanist 
influenced by Marx and 
Shakespeare and I see our tiny 
and beloved denomination 
(Unitarian Universalist) as 
one of the brother-sisterhoods 
within the Church Universal. 

"To me the Church 
Universal is an institutional 
dream of a world, our earth 
under justice and law and 
clean air, full of forgiveness, 
oranges, reconciliation; full of 
dancing and praise for a 
chance to be alive." 

Wells is the author of two 
books,"Banquet Prayers, 
Other Essays, Poems," now in 
it's third printing, and his more 
recent work "Both, Both, My 
Girl."

About 80 per cent of additives 
now in use are flavorings, 
found not just in foods and 
beverages but also in many 
nonfood products, including 
prescription and over-the- 
counter drugs, cosmetics and 
consumer goods. 

The figure comes from 
Beatrice Trum Hunter, an 
author, lecturer, consumer ac¬ 
tivist, and advocate of a diet 
free from additives and preser¬ 
vatives. 

Mrs. Hunter's latest book, 
"Food Additives and Federal 
Policy: The Mirage of Safety" 
(Scribners), is a heavily 
documented criticism of the 
Food and Drug Administration 
as lax and ineffective in testing 
and approving products. 

Her book quotes opinions of 
dozens of medical experts, 
including allergists, der¬ 
matologists and Dr. Samuel S. 
Epstein, Swetland Professor of 
Environmental Health and 
Human Ecology, Case Western 
University, plus Senators 
Abraham S. Ribicoff and 
Gaylord Nelson, executives of 
the American Cancer Society 
and FDA commissioners. 

Mrs. Hunter says hazardous 
compounds exist in every area. 
It would take the memory- 
storage capacity of a computer 
to recall and act on all her 
warnings: for example, she 
says some colorings, 
flavorings or preservatives 
that tests have shown to be safe 
for consumption in a single 
product can be toxic if eaten 
along with other products 
containing the same com¬ 
pound. 

In an interview, Mrs. Hunter 
said she has the impression 
tliat many major food and 
beverage processors now are 
responding to consumer de¬ 
mands for products free from 
additives, and so labeled. 

She sees two trends 
operating at once: continuing 
proliferation of highly 
processed, fabricated foods 
and growing numbers of people 
returning to scratch cooking 
using only basic ingredients. 

The working woman who 
says she lacks time to cook 
without processed foods is 
deluding herself, Mrs. Hunter 
said. 


Update on Lithuanian 
seaman Kudirka 


LOCUST, N.J. (UPI) - 
Lithuanian seaman Simas 
Kudirka, who spent four years 
in a Russian labor camp after 
he tried to get asylum In this 
country, is happily settled in 
New York City and driving a 
brand new car. 

"It is a miracle that I am 
now in this country," said 
Kudirka recently through a 
translator in the central New 
Jersey community where he 
spent his first months in 
America. 

Five years ago, Kudirka 
jumped on board a Coast 
Guard Cutter as it pulled 
alongside a Russian trawler 
anchored off the 
Massachusetts coast. 

The Coast Guard, who later 
acknowledged a tactical error, 
returned Kudirka to the Rus¬ 
sians and he was sentenced to 
10 years in a prison camp in the 
Ural Mountains. 

The 46-year old seaman 
might have remained in ob¬ 
scurity in the Soviet prison if It 
had not been for his determina¬ 
tion to communicate with the 
outside world. 

Dr. Roland Paegle and his 
family heard about the sea¬ 
man's plight and began work¬ 
ing to free him. 

"We kept reading about 
different things he was doing — 
raising the U.N. flag in prison, 
writing about prison con¬ 
ditions. They were not able to 
break him," said Mrs. Grazina 
Paegle. 

Mrs. Paegle, whose family is 
Lithuanian, began in¬ 
vestigating Kudirka's 
background and discovered 
that his mother had been born 
in America, was returned to 
Uthuania as a child and had 
lived with Mrs. Paegle's 
family. 

In August, 1974, Congress 
declared Kudirka a U.S. 
citizen. In a move aimed at 
improving U.S.-Soviet detente, 


the Russians ordered Kudirka 
released and ruled he was 
entitled to U.S. citizenship. 

Kudirka, his wife, Gene, 38, 
their two children, Lolita, 15, 
and Evaldas, 10, and Kudirka's 
mother, Marija, 70, arrived in 
America to begin a new life. 

"I don't really know if this is 
a success story yet. He just 
couldn’t take the life in 
Lithuania," said Mrs. Paegle, 
who was host to the Kudirka 
family for eight months. 

"I would go through It all 
over again just to be here in 
America,” said Kudirka. 
"There will never be a com¬ 
parison between jails and 
freedom." 

Last July, Kudirka moved 
his family to the Bronx, bought 
a brand new car and began 
touring Lithuanian com¬ 
munities around the country. 


"I am adapting to this 
country, but sometimes I'm 
afraid to drive because I may 
do something wrong. If I'm 
stopped, I won’t be able to 
explain it all to the police,” 
said Kudirka. 

Kudirka spends a lot of time 
talking about the plight of 
Soviet dissidents and basic 
human rights. He is trying to 
organize communications be¬ 
tween Soviet prisoners and the 
American community, as well 
as sending books and food 
parcels to the prison camps. 

Kudirka has been supported 
mainly by donations from the 
Lithuanian community and is 
now negotiating for a book and 
a television movie about his 
experiences. 

"My only regret Is that 1 do 
not speak English fluently 
enough to communicate,” said 
Kudirka. 


Abe Vigoda: Weary 
Detective Fish 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - Abe 
Vigoda, the weary, overage 
detective Fish of the "Barney 
Miller” series Is neither as old 
nor as tired as the character he 
plays — but every bit as slow of 
speech. 

Vigoda, nonetheless, is a 
vigorous man who plays hand¬ 
ball several times a week at a 
health club. He finds, however, 
that handball is a New York 
sport while tennis is the rage in 
California. In his own methodi¬ 
cal way Vigoda is switching to 
the racket game. 

He also is a jogger, prone to 
breaking into a trot whenever 
the opportunity affords itself. 
He keeps a pair of sneakers in 
his car, and if he spots a likely 
jogging area he jumps out, 
changes footgear and sets off 
at a brisk pace. 

Passing motorists wave, kids 
shout encouragement at Fish, 


and dogs, treating him with 
impartiality, nip at his heels, 
as they do all joggers. 

The actor and his wife, 
Beatrice, a former accountant, 
have been married eight years. 

, Vigoda engineered their 
wedding to fall on his bir- 
thdate, Feb. 24, explaining, 
"That way Bea won't forget 
my birthday and I won’t forget 
our anniversary." 

He has a 23-year-old daught¬ 
er, Carol, by a previous 
marriage, who lives in New 
Jersey. 

Of Polish origins and a native 
New Yorker, Vigoda attained 
national stature as an actor 
playing the capo Tessio in “The 
Godfather." No newcomer to 
show biz, he was once a 
straightman for Jimmy Du¬ 
rante and Ed Wynn, which may 
account in part for his long- 
suffering countenance. 


"How long does it take to 
scrub a potato for baking, or 
broil or bake fish, meat or 
poultry? It takes me much less 
time to shop (for basic 
ingredients) because I don't 
have to read labels." 

Recent defendants of ad¬ 
ditive useage include Dr. 
Frederick Stare of Boston and 
public health expert Elizabeth 
Whelan of New York City, 
coauthors of “Panic in the 
Pantry: Food Facts, Fads and 
Fallacies," (McKay). Stare is 
chairman of Harvard 
University’s Department of 
Nutrition. They praise many 
additives for keeping our food 
supply plentiful, attractive, 
inexpensive, nutritious and 
pleasing to the palate. 

“Critics of additives forget 
that ... preservatives signifi¬ 
cantly reduce food loss caused 
by spoilage, and that chemical 
fortification has all but elimi¬ 
nated scurvy, rickets, goiter 
and botulism," Mrs. Whelan 
said in an Interview. 

She calls the antiaddltive 
position a hoax designed to 
take advantage of nervous, 
gullible consumers. The 
cyclamate ban of 1969 created 
an unfounded national 
paranoia about chemicals in 
food and a misleading and 
unhealthy natural food craze, 
she added. 

"Many natural foods when 
unpreserved have the potential 
for developing life-threatening 
growths," she said. "People 
should trust the food that is in 
the traditional stores. Don't be 
concerned about distinctions 
between artificial and natural 
because from a health point of 
view there is no legitimate 
distinction." 

Monosodium glutamate, a 
flavor enhancer, is among the 
controversial additives widely 
used in common foods such as 
canned and dried soups, frozen 
prepared foods, packaged 
mixes and bottled salad dress¬ 
ings. A St. Louis physician, Dr. 
John W. Olney, wants it ban¬ 
ned. Olney, a faculty member 
at Washington University 
School of Medicine In St. Louis, 
says it can destroy brain cells 
by overstimulating them. He 
claims MSG damages the 
hypothalamus, affecting 
metabolism. 

He says studies show some 
children have shudder attacks 
and epileptic-like seizures in 
reaction to foods containing 
MSG. The symptoms end when 
the additive is removed, he 
added. 

Olney disagrees with those 
who defend its use with the 
argument that it occurs natu¬ 
rally in many foods: 

"That's one of those partial 
truths that is so misleading." 
He said glutamate found in 
foods is bound up in protein and 
is converted in the stomach so 
that little reaches the brain in 
pure form. 

“Free glutamate Is found 
almost not at all in nature,” he 
said, “and that’s what they're 
adding to food." 

The International Glutamate 
Technical Committee, 
Washington, D.C., estimates 
that fresh foods lose much of 
their natural free glutamate 
content within 24 hours after 
harvesting. The committee 
consists of physicians and 
other scientists who work for 
manufacturers and resear¬ 
chers of glutamic acid and its 
derivatives such as MSG. It 
says glutamate is classified as 
nonessential to the human diet, 
but adds that It is an important 
source of nitrogen and helps 
supplement or conserve 
essential amino acids. 

Most additives, including 
MSG, must by law be listed on 
product labels. But Prince 
Harrill, deputy director of the 
FDA's division of food tech¬ 
nology, says current law still 
permits the use of MSG In 
salad dressing, mayonnaise 
and French dressing without 
declaring it on the label. An 
FDA proposal published last 
July eventually will reverse 
the ruling, leaving chocolate 
and macaroni products among 
the few remaining basic foods 
that permit unidentified 
ingredients. He said projects 
now underway will make full 
disclosure of those obligatory, 
probably within another couple 
of years. 

While the safety debate 
continues, consumers have cut 
purchases of additive-free 
foods and beverages.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Now 
that his ball club, the Geveland 
Cavaliers, arc up there in first 
place, Bill Fitch can afford to 
laugh. If he was a different 
type, he'd have a good loud 
laugh at those who used to 
make jokes about him and his 
all-losing crew, but that isn’t 
his way. Bill Fitch doesn't 
laugh at anybody, except 
maybe himself once in awhile. 

He had to do that when the 
Cavaliers first came into 
existence six years ago. It was 
the only way he could keep his 
sanity, says the general 
manager and coach of the 
NBA's Central Division 
leaders. 

“We had rough going to start 
with," he says. "I would tell 
my players if we can’t laugh at 
ourselves, we're just gonna get 
mad when other people laugh 
at us." 

Some expansion teams are 
bad at the outset; the Cavaliers 
were dreadful. Oh sure, they 
tried, but they kept running too 
long in the same place. They 
were simply over-matched 
when they entered the league 
during the 1970-71 season. They 
lost their first 11 consecutive 
games and one evening Bill 
Fitch decided to do something 


different, do anything, hoping 
to snap the string and win a 
ball game. 

"We got to San Francisco 
and I told the players to go on 
out ahead of me and I'd meet 
them in the locker room a little 
later," says Fitch. "They all 
walked over together and then 
when I got there, the guy at the 
door says to me, 'Where are 
you going?' Inside, I say to 
him, and he says 'Where's your 
ticket?' I tell him I don’t have a 
ticket, I'm the Cleveland 
coach, and he says ‘Prove it.' I 
look at this guy and say to him, 
the Cleveland Cavaliers have 
lost eleven in a row, they've 
never won a game yet, do you 
think I'd stand here and say I 
was their coach if I wasn’t?" 

That did it. The guy let Bill 
Fitch in, and now six years 
later he has the Cavaliers up 
there on top in their division. 
They are a team without any 
stars. You won't find them 
among the NBA scoring lea¬ 
ders, but the Cavaliers have 
jelled into an exceptionally 
well-balanced unit, one that 
makes few mistakes and gives 
up nothing at all on defense. 

The Cavaliers have six 
players averaging double fig¬ 
ures in every game. They don’t 
have anybody like a Bob

(UPI) — The more things 
change around Muhammad 
Ali, the more they are the 
same. 

Friday night he will defend 
his heavyweight crown for the 
fifth time since taking it from 
George Foreman, and this time 
the challenger is a total 
unknown. 

It’s pretty difficult to make 
out any kind of a case for the 
smiling Belgian, Jean Pierre 
Coopman, so as usual it has 
been up to Ali to sell the fight. 

But a hotel fire? That’s going 
a bit too far, yet the fact that 
smoke billowed through the El 
San Juan Wednesday morning 
came as no surprise to writers 
who have trailed Ali over the 
entire world the past year and 
a half. 

The kitchen smoke wasn't 
enough to stop All's lackadaisi¬ 
cal workout, however, and the 
champion went through the 
monotony of skipping ropes, 
punching the big hag, and 
peeling off the last few pounds 
of fat he had acquired since his 
Manila victory over Joe Fra¬ 
zier. 


"He’ll come in," said han¬ 
dler Angelo Dundee, "at 225.

Green says the Belgian hits 
hard and can give anyone, even 
Ali, trouble. And if Ali is too 
much out of shape, Jean Pierre 
could cause big trouble. 

The promotion of the title 
match—first ever for heavy¬ 
weights in Puerto Rico— 
reportedly is going smoothly. 
The Roberto Clemente Coli¬ 
seum can seat 12,000 for- 
boxing, and a crowd of 10,000 is 
expected. With the ticket scale 
dropping from an eye-opening 
$200 for the best at ringside to 
$10 in the rear balconies, the 
gross may approach $400,000. 
That, plus the $1.1 million from

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
California officials have 
cracked down on a nationally 
advertised scheme that invited 
consumers to contribute 
recipes for a new cookbook, 
and then asked them for money 
to publish the book. 

A reader in Davison, Mich., 
writes that she sent in a recipe 
for Spanish rice, apparently 
thinking she was entering a 
recipe contest in "Family 
Weekly,” the Sunday supple¬ 
ment magazine where the ad 
appeared. 

"Before the results of the 
contest were published ... I 
received a letter from ‘Golden 
Recipes,' La JoUa, Calif. 92037. 
They wrote that they wanted to 
use my recipe to put in a new 
cookbook," she writes. "If I 
would send them $10.95 to help 
them get the cookbook publi¬ 
shed, I would receive royalties 
from the sale of their cookbook. 

"I was real happy about it 
But that was Sept. 30,1975, and 
the only word from them I have 
had is a letter asking me to 
send them (money) so they 
would send me a copy of the 
recipe book. 

"I wrote to ‘Family Weekly’ 
about it. The results of their 
contest were printed In a 
November copy, and I didn’t 
even receive honorable 
mention for my Spanish rice. 
They wrote me they had no 
idea how my recipe reached 
‘Golden Recipes' in La Jolla 

You apparently mistook an 
ad from “Golden Recipes" for 
a recipe entry blank from 
"Family Weekly." The maga¬ 
zine appears to be telling you 
the truth. A spokesman told us 
the same thing. We also 
checked with the California 
attorney general's office to see 
if "Golden Recipes” had been 
the subject of any complaints. 



When outdoors: Don't tread on thin ice

CHICAGO (UPI) - There's 
nothing more frightening to a 
person enjoying the outdoors 
on a frozen pond, lake or river 
than to have the ice give way 
beneath him. 

It makes no difference if the 
person is an ice angler, skater, 
snowmobiler or nature lover, 
an unexpected dunk in subzero 
weather is bound to bring on 
feelings of panic. 

And those feelings are exact¬ 
ly what must be fought In such 
a predicament. 

Residents in most northern 
states have few problems 
falling through the ice in 
midwinter when prolonged 
cold spells provide a solid 
freeze. The ice thickness often 
is far in excess of the four-inch 
minimum most conservation 
departments recommend for 
safe group activities. 

This does not mean ice is 
always safe for travel in 
northern states. Ice on the 
Great Lakes is always touchy, 
and ice on northern lakes and 


ponds can be hazardous early 
in the season and during the 
spring breakup. Yearly fatality 
reports attest to just how 
dangerous it can be. 

But in states where winter 
temperatures fluctuate above 
and below freezing, safe ice is 
always a day-to-day affair. 
Outdoorsmen in those areas 
must be especially careful 
about activities on frozen 
bodies of water. 

Novice outdoorsmen must 
realize that a prolonged freeze 
is needed for a good ice 
buildup. An overnight freeze 
does not mean a local pond is 
safe for ice activities. 

According to ice-fishing ex¬ 
perts, the color of ice is im¬ 
portant in determining 
whether it Is safe — but the 
best method to determine ice 
thickness is to cut a hole. 

A bluish color usually indi¬ 
cates the ice is strong, but any 
dark spots should be avoided. 
Also, soft, slushy ice near shore 
is a warning to stay off a lake. 

But there are a few other 
considerations. For example, 


river ice is more solid near 
shore than at the center, and 
overall, river ice is considered 
15 per cent weaker than lake or 
pond ice. On lakes and ponds, 
areas where currents might be 
present are places to stay away 
from. 

So, one has an idea what to 
look for and is careful, but still 
the inevitable happens — the 
ice gives way. What should be 
done? 

According to experts, there’s 
no time for panic, and 
thrashing about in the water 
only increases the danger. 
Moving about frantically in th; 
water not only uses up needed 
energy but lets important air 
escape from clothing. The air 
makes the victim more 
buoyant, and increases his 
chances of getting out safely. 

The victim has only minutes 
to escape from the water 
before its numbing effect takes 
over. Estimates by experts 
vary, but the general con¬ 
census is that a person stands 
little chance of getting out 


alone if he is in the water more 
than five minutes. 

What the victim must keep in 
mind is that strong ice is 
nearby, otherwise he would 
never have gotten to the weak 
ice where he fell in. Reacting 
quickly, the victim should 
reach out and grab the ice at 
the edge of the hole. 

He should then kick his feet 
while attempting to pull 
himself back onto the ice. If the 
ice breaks in the process, the 
procedure should be repeated. 
The ice may give way several 
times, but eventually the 
victim will reach ice solid 
enough to support his weight. 

When a victim has emerged 
from the water onto solid ice 
again, he should not stand up 
immediately or he’s likely to 
end up back in the water. The 
best method is to roll over until 
he is a good distance away 
from the break. 

But troubles don't end there. 
The victim must get some¬ 
where warm as quickly as 
possible, and get out of his wet 
clothing.

Think OTC if you're planning to 
vacation at home or abroad. 

The three initials stand for one-stop 
tour charters and could save you hun¬ 
dreds of dollars on transportation and 
ground arrangements. 

Charters have always been the 
cheapest way to fly. OTCs, approved by 
the Civil Aeronautics Board last fall, now 
make low-cost air travel vacations 
available to the majority of Americans 
for the first time. 

OTC packages include air tran¬ 
sportation, hotel accommodations, 
ground transfers and baggage handling 
and can cost up to 50 per cent less than the 
price of a ticket aboard a scheduled 
airlines flight alone. 

What is an OTC? 

Basically, It is a group tour to one city 
that you may take as an Individual. You 
no longer have to be a member of an 
organization or make three stops during 
the trip. 

You must buy your package 15 days in 
advance for domestic travel and 30 days 
for overseas destinations. 

Trips within North America must last a 
minimum of four days. Seven days is the 
minimum for tours to other parts of the 
world. 

What with escalating fuel costs pushing 
scheduled airluua- tare* evet tughei the 
OTC could be the answei foi tne budget- 
minded traveler, said Glenn A. Cramer, 


board chairman of Trans International 
Airlines, the world's largest charter air 
carrier. 

Cramer said the real bargain portion of 
the OTC lies in the fare — which is 
calculated on charter rates and averages 
about half that of normal scheduled 
airline flight fares. 

"At long last," he said, "millions of 
individual American travelers can 
legally take advantage of low-cost 
charter flights and tours." 

Thousands of OTC charter programs 
already had been filed with the CAB and 
the listings continue to grow. 

Domestically, the most popular 
destinations are Las Vegas and Hawaii. 
Overseas, the Caribbean and Europe top 
the list. However, a number of Asian 
packages have been filed which could 
prove attractive to middle-income 
vacationists. 

How much can you save by going OTC? 

Here are some examples cited by 
Cramer: 

One-week packages from Washington, 
D.C., to Paris for about 5360, compared 
with the normal coach fare of about I860 
by scheduled airliner; Los Angeles to 
Madrid for about $500, compared with 
about $940; New York to London for about 
$350, compared with about $595; and 
Chicago to Rome for about $430, com¬ 
pared w'fh about $660 

A. loss Pacifu cht savuigt can tw 
even greater - a 16-day OTC from the 
West Coast can be bought for about $695 


as against scheduled airlines round-trip 
coach fare of more than $1,200. 

Domestically, a Philadelphian can visit 
Las Vegas for four days at a cost of $234, 
compared with the round-trip fare of $327 
by scheduled airlines; New York to 
Hawaii sells for about $360, compared 
with about $550; and Los Angeles to New 
York for about $192, compared with about 
$340. 

OTC packages are put together by tour 
operators and travel wholesalers and sold 
to the general public through travel 
agents. There are cancellation penalties, 
but you are protected against being taken 
by fastbuck operators. Check your 
favorite newspaper's travel section for 
offerings. 

Here are some tips from Cramer on 
selecting an OTC: 

Shop around. Find out what the 
package includes. Under the stress of 
competition one tour operator might offer 
accommodations at a deluxe hotel for the 
same price as another offering a 
"standard" hostelry. Or a travel agent 
might throw in a day of free sightseeing 
as a special extra. 

Check whether OTCs leave from your 
city. If you live in mid-America, an OTC 
can save more time and money if it 
departs from an inland city and flies 
directly to its destination — eliminating 
the so-called gateway cities Manv otc* 
already nave been tiled ioi direoi fligni* 
iron, cities u. the uiienoi to London, tne 
Bahamas and other destinations.

WASHINGTON fUPI)-The 
Postal Service, which is charg¬ 
ing Its customers more, pleas¬ 
ing them less and still losing 
nearly $4 million a day, may 
find itself thrown to the wolves 
, of old-fashioned free en- 
I terprise. 

Fast gaining momentum in 
Congress and elsewhere is a 
.move to repeal the govem- 
Iment’s exclusive legal right to 
handle first-class mail, forcing 
the Postal Service to compete 
with private business for the 
I job. 

The critics ask this question: 
If the Postal Service cannot 
deliver the mail promptly at 
reasonable rates that will 
cover the costs, why not turn it 
over to someone who can? 

Bipartisan legislation to do 
just tiiat was defeated over¬ 
whelmingly in the House last 
year Supporters blame the 
lack of an advance lobbying 


effort to ’'6611" the proposal to 
Congress. 

It would have repealed the 
Private Express Statutes, 
which grant the Postal Service 
a total monopoly over first- 
class mall and bars com¬ 
petition from private firms, no 
matter how cheaply they can 
carry the mail. 

The measure is back before 
the House, introduced by 
conservative Rep. Philip 
Crane, R-11L, with 21 
cosponsors. It has won the 
support of such liberals as 
Reps. Patricia Schroeder, D- 
Colo., and Parren Mitchell, D- 
Md. 

In addition, the President's 
Council on Wage and Price 
Stability endorsed the idea 
earlier this month. It argued 
Uiat private competition would 
"retard or reverse the upward 
rush of postal rates" and 
produce more efficient mail 
delivery 


President Ford told 
magazine publishers recently 
he thinks the Postal Service 
could do a better job. “We have 
to prod them, just as we are 
prodding New York City, to 
improve their efficiency and 
productivity," he said. 

James Rademacher, presi¬ 
dent of the National 
Association of Letter Carriers, 
says he is convinced the ad¬ 
ministration is ready to give 
private industry the job. 

Ronald Reagan, challenging 
Ford for the 1978 GOP 
presidential nomination, ad¬ 
vanced the Idea In his con¬ 
troversial plan to reduce the 
federal budget by {90 billion. 

Postmaster General Ben¬ 
jamin Bailar opposes repeal of 
the government's 200-year-old 
monopoly on first-class mail. 

Bailar says postal revenues 
have suffered because mail 
volume is down, partly because 
the Postal Service is losing 


business to private competitors 
offering cheaper rates for 
delivering parcel post, mass 
advertising, utility bills and 
other non-first-class mail. 

Even the U.S. Treasury has 
begun bypassing the Postal 
Service, depositing monthly 
Social Security checks directly 
into beneficiaries' bank ac¬ 
counts by electronic transfer. 
This will cost the Postal Ser¬ 
vice an estimated 18 million 
pieces of mail a month by 1980 

Bailar says the Postal Ser¬ 
vice is caught in a "vicious 
cycle" of raising rates to cover 
declining volume caused by 
rising rates. The solution, he 
told Congress, is to boost the 
government's current $1.6 bil¬ 
lion postal subsidy by 10 per 
cent a year for the next three 
years. 

But Congress is starting to 
balk. 

Since 1971, average first- 
class postal rales have soared 


63 per cent, outdistancing the 
35 per cent rise in the Con¬ 
sumer Price Index for the 
same period. Postal officials 
say the new 13-cent postage 
stamp for a firstclass letter 
will be only temporary, 

Postal employe salaries and 
benefits, which now account 
for 85 per cent of the service’s 
$14 billion budget, have risen 60 
per cent since 1970. The 
average postal worker 
receives $13,400 a year, higher 
than the national average for 
policemen, firemen, and 
teachers. 

Meanwhile, the deficits are 
mounting. Despite a general 
operating subsidy of $920 
million a year in Treasury 
funds, plus a $700 million 
subsidy last year for second, 
third and fourth class mail, the 
Postal Service figures it will 
lose $1.4 billion this year. The 
deficit was only $13 million in 
1973 


Postal officials argue that 
allowing business to compete 
for mail delivery would result 
in private carriers skimming 
off the most profitable types of 
mail, leaving the Postal Ser¬ 
vice with the more costly 
second, third and fourth class 
mail. 

As postal rates continue to 
rise and the postal debt grows 
deeper, supporters of 
monopoly repeal are saying 
that at the very least, Congress 
should make a trial test of the 
proposal to determine whether 
private firms really can offer a 
cheaper and more efficient 
service. 

Supporters of the repeal 
proposal say this is an open 
admission that some mail 
users are overcharged. Rep 
Patricia Schroeder estimates 
that firstdass mail customers 
are paying "a billion a year 
more than they should."

experiments. His interests 
included such subjects as 
military engineering, urban 
architecture, the anatomy of 
the body, and astronomical 
theories.

Review 


'Lovetricks:' fittingprelude to spring

No, "Lovetricks” is not some 
hitherto undiscovered 
Shakespearean play. 

The Boston Shakespeare 
Company has taken three 
stories of love — "All's Well 
That Ends Well," “Pericles,” 
and "Pyramus and Thisbe" 
(from "A Midsummer Night's 
Dream) with the unifying 
theme of tricks that lovers play 
on lovers, and the harsher 
tricks that love sometimes 
plays on those who love. Ap¬ 
propriately, spring is on its 
way. 

In “All's Well That Ends 
Well," Helena is of humbler 
birth than the young 
count, Bertram. Poor, and 
comparatively low-born, she 
aspires to be Bertram’s wife. 
She pursues him to Paris and 
wins him against his will. To 
show Helena reversing the 
ordinary relations of man and 
- woman (for that era), and to 
show her neither self-seeking 
nor unwomanly, was the task 
which Shakespeare attempted. 

On the one hand, he insists 
much on Bertram’s youth and 
gives turn the faults and vices 
of youth making the audience 
feel that his hero has great 
need of such a finely-tempered, 
right-willed, and loyal nature 
to stand by his side as that of 
Helena. 

On the other hand, he shows 
us Helena's enthusiastic at¬ 
tachment to Bertram, her 
fears and cares on his behalf, 
her adhesion to him rather 
than to herself, when her 
husband seems to set their 
interests in opposition to one 
another until we come to feel 
that the imperious need which 
makes Helena overstep social 
conventions is the need of 
perfect service to the man she 
loves. 

Bertam's handsomeness and 
courage must bear part of the 
blame for Helena’s loving him 
better than he deserves. With 
the youthful desire for in¬ 


dependence which makes him 
break away from her, she can 
intelligently sympathize. 
Toward the end, she appears, 
when he has entangled himself 
in falsehood and shame, to 
save him, and rescue him from 
his baser self. We feel that 
when lie has at last really found 
Helena, he is safe, and all ends 
well. 

This production was 
uneven. Steven B. Aveson, as 
Bertram, does a cominendame 
job. S. Proctor-Gray, as 
Helena, speaks in the high 
range of her voice’ which 
leaves her nowhere to go when 
it comes time to flex it. She 
sounded the same throughout 
the production. 

As the sick, later cured, King 
of France, Neil Armstrong is 
excellent. There isn't a loose 
thread in his performance. 

Shakespeare never made old 
age so beautiful and dignified 
as in Bertram’s mother, the 
Countess, in which role Louise 
C. Mason performs. Anita 
Barzman is good, as always, in 
tliis case as an old shuffling- 
side-to-side widow. The 
widow's virtuous daughter is 
played very well by Susan 
Porretto. Lafeu, an old lord in 
the court of the king, is played 
in a frenetic manner by Alan 
Krulick to no positive end. He 
hopelessly overdoes it. 

An ingenious innovation that 
was clearly the highlight of the 
play was a scene in which 
Helena was mixing a potion 
while the rest of the cast is on 
the upper level of the set of¬ 
fering "sound effects" as each 
ingredient is added. It was 
simply a fabuous scene which 
has to be seen to be believed. 

"Pericles" was the low point 
of the evening. 

It tells of Marina, the sea- 
bom child of Pericles, her loss, 
and her recovery by the af¬ 
flicted Prince Pericles, Most of 


this production is taken from 
Acts III, IV, and V from the 
original play. 

It simply does not get off the 
ground, despite the fine per¬ 
formance of Anita Barzman as 
Marina. Perhaps Alan Krulick 
played Lafeu the way he did in 
order to offer a great contrast 
with his Pericles. Un¬ 
fortunately, for him and the 
audience, he was devoid of any 
life in his interpretation of 
Pericles. Stephen Ahern 
played Antiochus, a pirate, and 
Simonides for laughs, suc¬ 
ceeding only as the pirate. 

He would have fared better 
playing the others straight 
Susan Porretto is soft and 
gentle again, this time as 
Thaisa. 

It was a chore to watch 
“Pericles". 

"Pyramus and Thisbe," 
taken from "A Midsummer 
Night's Dream," is hilarious. 
Loosely, it is another Romeo 
and Juliet where one lover kills 
himself thinking the other 
dead, while the other lover, 
actually alive, discovers his 
death and kills herself. 

First to praise is Stephen 
Ahern who has the audience in 
the palm of his hand, as Bottom 
(Pyramus). He was tremen¬ 
dous. Neil Armstrong, flut¬ 
tering about the stage, plays 
Flute (Thisbe) in a manner 
which is appropriately 
femininedelicate, but when 
played by a man brings the 
results of Uncle Millie or Flip 
Wilson's Geraldine. Difficult, 
yes, but Armstrong was able to 
pull it off very successfully. 

There were brief moments of 
glory for Steven B. Aveson as 
Staveling (Moonlight) and 
Peter Gallagher as Snug 
(lion). In smaller roles were 
Susan Porretto (Peter Quince) 
and Louise C. Mason (Wall). 
The Boston Shakespeare 


Company indeed saved the best 
for last, for “Pyramus and 
Thisbe" was fabulous. 

Certainly to be given credit is 
the director, Bill Cain. He 
covers the basics well, is in¬ 
novative, and with 
"I-ovetricks” edits well. Not to 
be overlooked is the folk guitar 
music ofRobert Fiorentino 
which lent atmosphere of the 
period. 

This was my third time to 
The Boston Shakespeure 
Company, and have enjoyed it 
very time.

Revaluation program to be 
turned over to assessors 


City workers threaten 
walkout over job

The revaluation court-imposed 
deadline, July 1, will probably be met 
with a few days to spare. 

But the resolution of a legal problem 
w ill make way for the gigantic problem of 
smoothing out wrinkles in the revaluation 
program and soothing the ruffled feelings 
' f a large number of citizens who will 
have to pay more in taxes. 

City Solicitor Howard Levine said this 
week that he expects Assessor Philip 
Waterman to receive the revaluation 
program from Cole-I^yer-ruinble on 
Monday. March 8. after which time the 


assessors can begin the 90-day evaluation 
of its validity and compliance with the 
contract with the city. 

According to a court order, the 
program must be implemented by July 1. 

The delivery of the program, long 
stalled by Cole-l.ayer-Trumble, was 
obtained by an agreement worked out by 
Levine. 

Under terms of the addendum to the 
contract, Newton will not pay the $88,500 
w ithheld from the appraisal firm until the 
Newton assessors have accepted the 
entire revaluation program. They have 
seven days after the end of the 90 days in

City workers may walk out in force to 
protest the mayor's proposed cut of 91 
rubbish collection jobs. 

Threatening a walkout of "close to 
1000" city workers if Mayor Theodore 
Mann stands by his decision to cut 91 
Street Department jobs, Ixical 800 
President Louis Rufo Wednesday began 
in earnest the fight to save the jobs and 
continue municipal rubbish collection. 

Mayor Mann announced two weeks ago 
that a total of 133 city jobs would not be 
funded in the 1976-77 budget and that the 
city would shortly bid for a rubbish- 
collection contract, which he said would 
save $700,000 per year. 

At a news conference attended by the 
press and more than 50 city workers at

In office just 42 days, the School 
Committee completed and passed its 
$32.4 million budget, eliminating 43 
professional positions from the regular 
schools. 

It is now the responsibility of the School

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
w rote in the last of a lust of eight criteria, 
"Finally we must provide for the most 
equitable distribution of resources to all 
children in our schools."

City considers taking Nonantum land 


THE PRIMARY: pieces of the puzzle fall into place

A few more pieces of the fragmented 
Democratic Party Primary puzzle will 
fall into place next week when 
Massachusetts residents go to the polls. 

On the Republican side, rumors of 
President Ford's weaknesses and Ronald 
Reagan's strengths will also be tested. 

Alan l.icarie, executive secretary of the 
Newton Election Commission, predicted 
this week that about 12,000 votes will be 
cast in the Democratic Primary and 
about 6,000 Republican votes will be cast 
in the Republican Primary here.

Newton has 22,000 registered 
Democrats, 9,000 registered Republicans 
and 18,000 Independents. 

Also on the Newton ballot are can¬ 
didates for state committeeman and 
committeewoman and individual ward 
slates of ward committee candidates. 

On the Democratic side' there are four 
candidates for state committeeman. 
They are Newton incumbent Sanford 
Kowal, Brookline State Rep. John 
Businger, ADA activist Alan Korman of 
Newton and Leland While. Voters will 
chose one. 

The three candidates for Democratic 
State Committee-woman are Betty 
Taymor, Letitia Angelone and Constance 
Kantar, All live in Newton. 

Mrs. Taymor is the incumbent state 
committeewoman. Miss Angelone, ran 
for state representative against I/ns G. 
Pines in 1974. Mrs. Kantar is currently a 
delegate for Jimmy Carter. 

The Republican candidates for com¬ 
mitteeman in the Newton-Brookline 
district are Robert C. Cochrane of 
Brookline and Joseph Weinrebe of 
Newton. Cochrane is the chairman of the 
Brookline Board of Selectmen. 

Weinrebe opposed Jack Backman in 
the 1974 race for State Senate. 

Maudyea M. Campbell and Charlotte 
Thornbury are opposing each other for 
Republican state committee-woman. 

Both have been active in GOP politics 
in Newton for many years. Mrs. Camp¬ 
bell currently heads the City Committee. 

Each of New ton's eight ward ballots 
will also contain the names of nominees 
for ward committee. The ward com¬ 
mittee consists of a maximum of 35 
people. 

In all races but one, there is no contest. 
Some slates appear on the ballot with less 
than 35 names. 

In Ward 7. Miss Angelone is an ad¬ 


ditional candidate for ward committee. 

According to Licarie, in any ward 
committee race where (here are less than 
35 candidates, five write-in votes will 
elect additional ward committeemen or 
women.

Washington Senator "Scoop" Jackson, 
according to political observers here, will 
do well in Newton because of an expected 
crossover by liberal, Jewish Republicans 
to his camp. 

Jackson delegate Janice Weiss said 
Jackson's people have been encouraged 
by the results of a telephone survey in the 

city. 

"If all the people who say they are for 
Jackson, go out and vote, we feel our 
credibility will be good'" she said. 

Anita Greenbaum, widely known in 
Newton for her anti-war activities, is a 
delegate for former United States 
Senator Fred Harris, 

Mrs Greenbaum agrees that her 
candidate should be near the top in the 
Newton primary. 


"I think he is doing as well as he 
predicted he would," she said of the 
Harris campaign in general. 

Mrs. Greenbaum, who doesnt't see him 
coming in any lower than third across the 
state, said Harris’ strong point is his 
"ability to communicate with all types of 
people." 

Despite his win in the New Hampshire 
Primary, former Georgia Governor 
Jimmy Carter is not expected to do that 
well in Newton. 

Carter delegate Constance Kantar said 
she thinks it is difficult to estimate 


exactly how well he will do "because 
there are so many candidates and a 
tremendous number of undecided 
voters." 

She also observed that Carter was 
devoting the bulk of his time to New 
Hampshire and Florida races and 
Massachusetts was "kind of squeezed in 
between."

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Poiice have tips for 
prevention of housebreaks 


Newton is still a prime crime 
community) and police report 
that about one third of the 
housebreaks occur through 
unlocked doors. 

Police efforts to cut down on 
crime can only be as successful 
as the precautions 
homeowners use to discourage 
crimes. 

The Newton Police Depart¬ 
ment has free information for 
anyone interested in keeping 
their valuables and themselves 
as safe as possible. 

Police suggest keeping 
jewelry and other small 
valuables in a safe place. 
Thieves traditionally search 
the master bedroom, and 
nearly always look between 
mattresses and in kitchen 
containers. 

Precious valuables should be 


kept in a safe deposit box at a 
bank, police said. 

Strong locks on all doors arc 
the best protection against 
breaks, police say, although a 
professional will always be 
able to break in if he wants to. 

Police urge that all large 
appliances and valuables be 
engraved with an engraving 
machine that can be borrowed 
from the police station in West 
Newton 

Police give out stickers for 
door windows to warn potential 
thieves that the items in the 
house are engraved, which 
makes it harder for items to be 
resold. 

This “Operation Iden- 
tifiation" also makes it easier 
for police to return found items 
to the owners. 


It is important not to leave 
invitations to burglars, such as 
notes on the door saying you 
are out, or keys under the mat 
or in the mailbox. 

When going away for a long 
period of time' notify police 
when you will be gone, and 
remember to stop the mail and 
newspapers 

To make the house look 
"lived in," have a neighbor 
pick up circulars and arrange 
to have the lawn mowed or 
snow shoveled. Don’t draw all 
the shades,, and don't ad¬ 
vertise long trips in 
newspapers. 

To help police catch 
burglars, get to know the 
common activities in your 
neighborhood and report any 
suspicious or unusual activities 
to the police by dialing 911.

leave, accrued vacation time, 
and participation in the pen¬ 
sion plans and seniority 
benefits. This program will not 
affect the status of permanent 
employees in any agency or 
department of state govern¬ 
ment. 

Under this program agency 
heads will designate positions 
to be filled on a reduced work 
week basis, as well as positions 
which could be shared by more 
than one individual. 

A key advantage of part-time 
employment is that it allows 
for flexibility in combining 
career and family respon¬ 
sibilities, of particular im¬ 
portance to women. It also 
offers employees more 

leisure time, a mid-step for 
older employees who would be 
willing to work fewer hours as 
long as their eligibility for 
benefits is protected, a work 
opportunity for handicapped 
persons and individuals 
recovering from major 
illnesses on a less than full time 
basis. 

The Department of Welfare, 
the Department of Personnel 
Administration the Division of 
Banks and Banking, the 
Department of Corporations 
and Raxation, the Division of 
I«ibor and Industries, have 
begun to participate in the 
flexible work hours program 
on a limited basis for some full¬ 
time employees. 

Recent experiments in the 
private and public sector with 
the use of flex-time have 
pointed to several advantages, 
a reduction in short-term 
absences, increased worker 
productivity, higher employee 
morale, less turnover, and a 
greater spread for the demand 
on mass transit during peak 
commuter hours. This kind of 
program has been successful in 
other states, including North 
Carolina, Illinois and 
California. 

Chapter 500 was originally 
cosponsored by Rep.

Harrington proposes legislation 
on medical liability insurance 


State Rep. Peter F. 
Harrington (D-Newton) has 
called for corrective legislation 
to ease the growing tension in 
the Commonwealth among 
doctors, hospitals, and in¬ 
surance companies. 

Feeling the need to revaluate 
the current legislation related 
to professional liability in¬ 
surance, and disturbed by the 
potential of several issues 
reaching crisis proportions, 
Harrington asked for "positive 
and decisive action." 

It has become imperative 
that Massachusetts adopt new 
legislation to alleviate the 
pressure that now exists before 
it becomes virtually un¬ 
controllable,” Harrington said 
at a recent meeting of the Joint 
Committee on Insurance, of 
which he is a member. 

Current legislation in 
Massachusetts includes a 
special study commission with 
subpoena powers and amends 
the powers of the Board of 
Medical Examiners to include 
discipline for gross in¬ 
competence, gross negligence 
on a particular occasion or 



negligence on repeated oc¬ 
casions. 

In addition the Com¬ 
missioner of Insurance has the 
power to "fix and establish fair 
and reasonable classifications 
of risk, and adequate, just, 
reasonable and non- 
discriminatory premium 
charges on claims-made or 
occurrence basis." 

Insurance companies 
currently have to offer 
coverage on either claims- 
made or occurrence basis at 
the purchaser's election, and in 
addition they must classify 
thedical malpractice insurance 
as a separate class of business 
for paying dividends. 

Rep. Harrington said, "Last 
year, 1975, Massachusetts 
physicians and surgeons were 
threatened with wholesale 
cancellation of malpractice 
insurance. One of the glaring 
and consistent demands of the 
insurance industry was that it 
be allowed to write what it 
called 'claims-made policies,' 
that is, insurance policies that 
provide coverage only if the 
patient formally brings his 
claim during the policy 
year;this year they refuse to do 
it.” 

Harrington said that at the 
request of the medical 
profession last year, state 
legislators inserted a provision 


in the law which was intended 
to require the insurance 
companies to continue to 
provide "occurrence policies." 

"This year legislators were 
asked to strike that provision 
and leave the question open- 
ended,” Harrington said. 

Currently the Joint 

Underwriters Association 
writes occurrence policies but 
that will be discontinued in two 
years, at which time 

Harrington hopes that 

corrective legislation will have 
been instituted. 

Harrington has proposed 
rewriting the insurance statute 
to provide that any companies 
selling medical malpractice 
insurance must offer oc¬ 
currence policies and may 
offer claims-made policies. 

Continuing his proposal, 
Harrington asked that the 
entire question of malpractice 
insurance be specially studied 
and that serious consideration 
be given to the following 
specifics: 

1. Regulation of insurance 
industry profits on malpractice 
insurance policies. 

2. Restructuring of at¬ 
torneys' fees. 

3. Revising the method of 
jury awards. 

4. A revision of the doctor's 
duty and the patient's right to 
know doctrines.

Visiting rights back to normal 


The restriction on visitors to 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital has 
been lifted, effective last 
Friday. 

Due to the flu epidemic in the 
community, the hospital had 
temporarily restricted visiting 
privileges to members of the 
patient's immediate family 


only. 

However, because the in¬ 
cidence of fluin the community 
has now declined, and there 
are fewer cases of the virus 
and its complications being 
admitted to the hospital, 
visiting privileges have 
returned to normal. 


The U.S, Environmental 
Protection Agency has notified 
the City of Newton that it has 
been selected as a preliminary 
finalist among communities 
throughout the nation that have 
applied for federal aid to help 
publicize their recycling 
program. 

Newton has been invited to 
submit a formal application by 
April 16, which will be 
evaluated in competition with 
other communities applying 
for federal assistance in this 
area. 

Newton has asked the EPA 
for $38,000 to assist in 
educating the public about the 
recycling program. Newton is 
one of the largest cities in the 
nation participating in curb- 
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side recycling without any 
state or federal aid to help 
offset the costs of initiating 
such a program. 

" I am delighted that Newton 
has been selected as a 
finalist," said Newton Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann. "The 
addition of federal money to 
help alleviate costs in the 
public education sector of the 
program should be a big boost 
to the success of recycling in 
the city." 

“1 think that with the job 
we've achieved so far without 
any federal or state aid, the 
necessary funding can make 
our program a model for the 
nation."

The parents ot special 
education children at Peabody 
School finally had their hopes 
fulfilled at the Schoool Com¬ 
mittee Monday night meeting 
when the Committee voted to 
request funds to transfer the 
classes 

The $33,000 capital outlay 
request to convert rooms at 
Hamilton. Countryside, and 
South High School passed by a 
7-1 vote with Michael LeConti 
voting against, 

The Committee also ap¬ 
proved a $41,500 capital outlay 
request to provide adequate 
venti'bUon, air conditioning, 
and heating in the pentagon at 
Franklin School 

The pentagon’s heating 
problems date back to when 
the "temporary" addition was 
built in the mid 1950's. . . 

The closing of Peabody 
School is estimated to save the 
city about $4,000 in plowing, 
sanding, and other services. 

The seven classes now at 
Peabody will be moved to two 
classes each at Hamilton, 
Newton South, and Coun¬ 
tryside' and one Educational 
Collaborative preschool class 
will be moved to Memorial. 

Under the plan effective 
September this year, the two 
classes for the elementary-age 


moderately retarded will be at 
Hamilton in rooms 8 and 9, two 
secondary classes for the 
moderately retarded will be in 
rooms 4105 and 4107 of South's 
Cutler House, and multihan¬ 
dicapped classes will be in 
rooms 2 and 3 of Countryside. 

The preschool class at 
Peabody now will be moved to 
room 4 of Memorial School' at 
the expense of the Brookline- 
Newton collaborative 
program. 

Although three of the four 
schools chosen for the 
relocation are ones that were 
studied for possible closing 
because of declining 
enrollment, Director of Special 
Education John Cullinane and 
parents in the audience felt it 
would be better for the kids to 
have two years at these 
carefully selected locations 
than remain at Peabody 

The renovations at each 
school will include adding 
partitions' sinks, bathrooms, 
and kitchen facilities to the 
rooms' and providing for easy 
accessibility from the outside 
of the buildings. 

1-eConti voted against the 
move because of the he was 
opposed to using rooms in the 
buildings that might be closed. 

City Buildings Commissioner 
Gene 1-arson's suggestion that 
the School Committee increase 


its request from an earlier 
amount of $37,500 to $41,500 was 
accepted by Committee 
unanimously to resolve the 
pentagon problems. 

Larson and Director of 
Support Services for the 
schools Roy Cornelius 
originally requested the lower 
amount that would allow for 
year-round conditioning of the 
four classrooms built in a glass 
enclosure. 

1 .arson said the additional 
$4,000 will allow for automatic 
temperature control valves lr 
the rooms. 

With the present poor ven¬ 
tilation, PTA President Vin¬ 
cent Simone said there have 
been reports of kin¬

A Recreation Commission 
ruling affecting team players 
who are nonresidents came 
under fire this week. 

Two members of the 
Women's Softball League 
came to the Monday meeting to 
voice objections to the 
nonresident rule and ask that it 
be changed. 

The Commission reaffirmed 
its decision to let the rule stand 
for one more year and review it 
again in 1977. 

The nonresident eligibility 
rule allows nonresidents who 
played in the league prior to 
1975 to continue to play in the 
league. 

In 1975. the Commission also 
included a rule stating "any 
legal resident of Newton who is 
on a team roster and moves out 
of the city can finish the season 
and that season only." 

This, according to the 
Commission, is designed to 
gradually do away with 
nonresident team members 
who neither live or work in 
Newton. 

Marilyn Sicurella and Nancy 
BaitJcy of the Women's Soft¬ 
ball league want the prior to 
1975 ruling deleted. 

Mrs. Sicurella argued that 
Newton recreation activities 
are paid for by Newton 
residents and designed for 
their enjoyment and 
nonresidents should not be 
allowed to participate. 

Eligibility rules do make 
provision for people who do not 
live in Newton but work here 
full time. They are allowed to 
play. 

Mrs. Sicurelia said she did 
not object to this nonresident 
eligibility, only to a ruling that 
allows people to play when they 
do noi either live or work here. 

A representative of the 
Men's Softball League ex¬ 
plained that the rule allowed 
men who had grown up in 
Newton to be a member of a 


team with his Newton friends. 

To his knowledge, he said, no 
Newton resident is being

Song and dance 

David S. Liederman, chief secretary to 
Governor Dukakis, stepped into the act and 
blasted the Massachusetts Port Authority 
for holding a $2000 cocktail party and tennis 
tournament for 60 celebrities. 

Governor Dukakis earlier, in voicing 
criticism of the same event, had pretended 
he did not know about it in advance, when 
actually he had been invited to attend it and 
it had been cleared with him by a member 
of his Cabinet. 

What Liederman said was pertinent and 
made sense. But it increased speculation 
as to when Dukakis and Liederman are 
trying to “kid” the people and when they 
are dealing in fact and truth. 

“It doesn’t make much sense for the 
Port Authority to be spending that kind of 
money for a tennis tournament when we in 
state government cannot provide acute 
medical care for needy people,” Lieder¬ 
man declared. 

That certainly is true. But it's unfor¬ 
tunate that didn’t occur to Dukakis before 
he gave his assent to the posh party instead 
of after it when it attracted some publicity, 
and he felt the need of criticizing it. 

If Dukakis had second thoughts about the 
cocktail party, he must have been a bit 
shaken by the disclosure of State Auditor 
Thaddeus Buczko that the Port Authority 
picked up the tabs for luncheons and 
dinners at two restaurants costing ap¬ 
proximately $40,000. 

It's a bit ridiculous for Port Authority 
officials to try to explain that the bill for 
meals was paid from their agency's 
receipts at Logan Airport and not from 
taxes. One way or another, the $40,000 
came from public funds. Incidentally, the 
law prohibits expenditure of state funds for 
liquor. 

Money mystery 

For those who have trouble reconciling 
the balance in their own checking account 
with their monthly bank statement, the 
complications involved in massive 
borrowing by a city or state stagger the 
imagination. 

Why a bank or insurance company is 
- more likely to lend money on a long-term 
bond issue than on a short-term loan is as 
much a mystery as how the Astronauts 
manage to steer their way to a soft landing 
on the moon 

Financial experts, however, declare that 
the proposal by Governor Dukakis for 
consolidating the state's short-term 
housing loans into one large long-term bond 
issue, may prevent a crisis in the spring. 

New York City will attempt to refinance 
a $4 billion bond issue in April. Some doubt 
exists that the big banks and casualty 
insurance companies will be willing to lend 
that huge sum of money. 

If New York City is unable to refinance 
its huge bond issue, the short term money 
markets will be thrown into chaos, and the 
repercussions will.be felt all the way to 
Boston and for even greater distances, 
according to the experts. 

Since there is no way of disproving this 
theory, which neither the average 
legislator nor the average citizen really 
understands, the Governor's plan for con¬ 
verting the short-term lonas into a long¬ 
term bond issue should be authorized as 
promptly as possible. 
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The Ted Kennedy Enigma

TTiere are probably more emergency 
plans to run for Teddy Kennedy's U.S. 
Senate seat than there are plans in the 
Pentagon to cope with unexpected 
Russian nuclear strikes. 

That's an overstatement, of course, but 
docs serve to point up the state of un¬ 
certainty engulfing both Democrats and 
Republicans in this state stricken with a 
bad case of "senatlUs." 

For the simple, inescapable truth is 
that in Massachusetts all It takes is the 
slightest sign that Ted Kennedy might 
run for the presidency to quicken the 
heartbreaks of those who would like his 
Senate seat. His disclaimers of Interest in 
the White House only serve to further 
confuse the issue with these would-be 
successors. 

Meanwhile, this youngest of the Ken¬ 
nedy brothers insists there is no 
possibility he will be a presidential or 
vice presidential candidate in 1976: that 
he will seek reelection. 

Despite the senator’s rejection of such 
speculation, would-be Democratic and 
Republican aspirants for the U.S. Senate 
feverishly draw up plans for action in 
case Kennedy ends up as a candidate in 
the presidential election. 

The only certainty in the entire 
situation is that thus far nobody seems to 
relish the idea of taking on Senator 
Kennedy head-to-head in a campaign this 
year. 

John Winthrop Sears, head honcho for 
the Republican State Committee, has 
scouted in vain for a GOP challenger. 
Among Republicans Sears has ap¬ 
proached in the past several months are 
former Governor Frank Sargent, 
Ambassador John A. Volpe, U.S. Rep. 
Margaret Heckler, radio talkmaster and 
columnist Avi Nelson, and Dr. John H. 
Knowles, head of the Rockerfeller 
Foundation and ex-president of 
Massachusetts General Hospital. 

All of these Republicans, thus far at 
least, hove rejected the idea — 
presumably on the understandable 
premise that none wants to be the latest 
GOP sacrificial lamb in a futile race 
against Kennedy. Other lesser-known 
Republicans, presumably more disposed 
to such a gamble, also have found urgent 
business elsewhere as regards a 
challenge. 



GOP Chairman Sears, an optimist who 
believes political lightning can strike 
anywhere, feels he needs a strong 
challenger in his continuing fight to 


revitalize the Republican party as a 
respected political force in the Bay State. 
Presumably feeling like the guy who tried 
to peddle refrigerators to Eskimos, when 


last seen Sears was still seeking a Senate 
candidate. 

Sears thinks Kennedy may be 
vulnerable this year, and that his pro¬ 
busing position and stand on abortion will 
damage his pulling power at the polls. 
Other GOP leaders, not quoted for at¬ 
tribution, are said to feel that there no 
longer is a Kennedy mystique - that he 
can "be had.” 

The evidence suggests otherwise; a 
fact of the life indicated most tellingly in 
the unwillingness of any Republican of 
stature to test such an idea at the polls. 

Whether you like him or not, whether 
you’re among those who hate the Ken¬ 
nedy's or admire them, one fact emerges 
crystal clear.- Ted Kennedy has per¬ 
formed solidly as a United States Senator 
for 14 years, and done an above-average 
job for his state and nation. 

Like any political figure, Kennedy has 
his shortcomings and, inevitably, has 
taken positions which irritate, even 
enrage, his strongest supporters. His 
stance on busing provokes the most 
antagonism but this won't be the voting 
drawback beyond Route 128 that Is within 
that perimeter. 

Senator Kennedy’s busing position, 
with which this writer disagrees sharply, 
is but one of many questions he has taken 
publicly in the past decade and a half. It 
is highly doubtful that this one issue will 
topple him from office irregardless of 
whom the GOP offer. 

Meanwhile, time grows shorter for the 
state GOP to come up with a challenger of 
stature for the Senate seat—and can the 
party let it go by default as it has several 
key offices in recent years? 

Similarly, would-be Democratic senate 
candidates face a vexing problem. 
Anyone running for Kennedy's seat, 
including the senator, must file 10,000 
voter signatures with the secretary of 
state by July 6th to qualify for the Sep¬ 
tember primary ballot. It's highly 
unlikely that any eleventh hour change in 
Kennedy’s presidential status will sur¬ 
face in time for Democratic hopefuls to 
fulfill the technicalities of being a can¬ 
didate. That’s the nub of their un¬ 
certainty. 

In the final analysis, the only con¬ 
sistency in the problem for all would-be 
challengers is the inconsistency of the 
whole situations.

Nobody clearly 'won' the New Hampshire primary

CONCORD, N.H. (UP1) - Nobody clearly "won" the 
New Hampshire primary, but two former governors, 
Jimmy Carter and Ronald Reagan, have established 
themselves as forces that cannot be denied in the 1976 
presidential race. 

The first primary also made clear there will be no easy 
road to Kansas City for President Ford. The Ford-Reagan 
battle could be the biggest GOP nomination struggle since 
the Dwight Eisenhower-Robert Taft contest of 1952. 

The message sent out by New Hampshire voters Tuesday 
will be heard by Republicans in Florida, North Carolina and 
Illinois in the next month: Reagan’s smooth, polished 
campaign survived the charges of right wing extremism — 
at least in its first test. 

Ford also proved he is a candidate who can run a credible 
campaign outside the House district in Michigan that sent 
him to Congress for 25 years. He appeared toward the end of 


the campaign to learn how to use the prestige of the 
presidency to score political points. 

On the Democratic side, Carter’s victory was not such a 
surprise. He probably shook the hands of more New 
Hampshire voters than any candidate in the history of the 
primary. 

It was a "must win” for Carter, and he showed his field of 
liberal adversaries that a Georgian, drawl and all, speaks 
the same language as the Yankees up here. It comes after 
similar first-place finishes in precinct caucuses in other 
states outside the Deep South — Iowa, Oklahoma and 
Maine. 

The results badly wounded former Sen. Fred Harris of 
Oklahoma who finished a distant fourth. Sargent Shriver, 
who was fifth, normally would be a casualty, but he has 
another chance next week in Kennedy territory — Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

Sen. Birch Bayh of Indiana, who finish third, getting just 
a little more than half the number of votes that Carter 


received, is on the critical list. His campaign is broke and 
he has to make a good showing quickly — in Massachusetts, 
where he believes his organization is strong. 

Rep. Morris LUall was happy with his second-place 
finish, cheerfullir congratulated Carter, and warned the 
Georgian that hftssachusetts with its multitude of college 
communities might prove a different story. 

Ahead are Carter's stiffest tests. He had the moderate 
and conservative field to himself in New Hampshire, but in 
Massachusetts and Florida he shares the middle with Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson, with the right wing dominated by Gov. 
George Wallace. 

Carter and Reagan are campaigning for president 
against Washington politicians. They both decry the federal 
bureaucracy. It was a popular argument among Yankee 
voters. 

They are hoping national disgust with Watergate and 
inability of Congress and the White House to deal with in¬ 
flation, the energy crisis and unemployment, will spur the 
public to vote the "outsiders" in. 
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That's politics for you 


Let’s face it. Politics is a game with a bad 
name! 

There is that one big problem called 
"corruption." Then there are the activities 
that are immoral or unethical, but not illegal, 
that are known by the more protective term, 
"conflict of interest." 

One substantial measure toward correction

Common Cause has prepared a chart of 
accountability measures approved by various 
states. In it, Massachusetts, a state in which 
people like to think uf themselves as 
progressive," is conspicuously missing from 
the column that checks off’Conflict of 
Interest and Financial Disclosure " 

There is little trust in the political process 
and corrupt practices and conflicting political 
and personal interests are the big reasons. If 
it were simply a matter of our respective 


the same courts and government agencies 
whose salary structure they determine. 

Is it any wonder that citizens feel abused 
when so many of the so-called poltiicai 
"reformers" fall short of their spoken ideals 
the minute any kind of personal disclosure is 
suggested. Certainly honest politicians know 
that there are those who misuse power. 
Disclosure would make this a much more 
hazardous game 

So it is that to speak of something in the 
educational, business or medical worlds as 
being "political" is to apply a pejorative 


term. People tend to toss aside questionable 
political acts with the well-worn and unhappy 
cry, "Well, that's politics for you!" 

We do have state regulations relating to 
lobbyist disclosures, campaign financing, 
open meetings and independent enforcement 
bodies, but no measure relating to financial 
disclosure. So no elected or appointed person 
must reveal yearly sources of income. How 
corrosive are the possibilities! 

Running for office or accepting a judiciary 
appointment is a decision of free will. Anyone 
wiio would find personal accountability of¬ 
fensive would not have to accept public office. 
“Good people" who find revelation un¬ 
pleasant would be replaced by "good people" 
who do not. 

Years ago, at a time of a more closed 
society, everything took on the onus of 
’ secrecy. The rent people paid, the cost of 
homes, the price tags on clothing, all money- 
related matters were stamped "classified" in 
people's minds. 

In today's more open society even our home 
assessments are printed in a brochure for 
public consumption. Any why not if this keeps 
the entire procedure above board? Those 
relations with government in which one 
person's behavior clearly affects another 
have no right to remain private. 

A Newton League of Women Voters 
publication calls for "ACTION" to promote 
an open government system that is 


representative, accountable and responsive 
to all citizens." 

Perhaps a League membership consensus 
in favor of strong disclosure laws would help 
to mobilize forces in the interest of providing 
more "open" and "accountable" govern¬ 
ment. 

Corruption hurts us all. It not only costs tax 
dollars, but is even more destructive in that it 
demeans government. What certain govern¬ 
ment jobs are supposed to pay is public 
knowledge. The public also has the right to 
know from what other sources money makes 
its way into legislative or judicial pockets. 

So for those in the state legislature who 
righteously announce that their political 
motivation is intended to promote greater 
human dignity and decency and for those who 
deplore the secrecy of governmental ac¬ 
tivities and relationships, financial disclosure 
should be the next big push. A little 
housecleaning is in order before our 
"reform" legislators sanctimoniously speak 
on issues of reform for others. 

However, if we cannot have a financial 
discolsure bill through legislative action, then 
perhaps we in Newton might initiate in 
Massachusetts the kind of action that has 
worked successfully elsewhere In 10 stales 
the people accomplished through referenda 
the accountability measures which then 
legislatures had previously ignored.

Commission passed a rule 
whereby nonresidents of 
Newton may participate in 
recreational activities spon¬ 
sored by the Newton 
Recreation Department. 

The nonresident eligibility 
rule reads as follows: 

“Nonresidents who played in 
the softball league prior to 1975 
will be allowed to play in the 
league. 

“Any legal resident of 
Newton who is on a team roster 
and moves out of the city can 
finish the season and that 
season only." 

These rules also apply to 
other activities, i.e. basketball, 
touch football, etc. 

Has the commission con¬ 
sidered the absurdity of the 
above rules? 


As a Nett-ton taxpayer, 1 am 
totally against nonresidents of 
Newton participating in 
recreational activities, 
whether or not they’ve 
previously lived in Newton, for 
the following reasons- 

The most obivous reason is 
because recreational facilities 
and programs are for the 
residents of Newton. Also, 
rules should apply to all 
programs and facilities. 
Residency requirements are 
enforced for swimming and 
tennis. Why are other progams 
exempted? 

This is a recreation league 
whose purpose, I presume, is 
for the enjoyment and 
relaxation of the taxpayers of 
Newton. It should not be the 
intention of the Recreation 


Commission to encourage 
teams to recruit players out¬ 
side the City ofNewton. This is 
a recreation league, not a scmi- 
professsional league.

their rosters all made out and it 
was felt that they should be 
given the one year in order to 
replace players that would 
have to be dropped and fill 
their rosters with Newton 
residents." 

This was a decision that I 
was not happy with at the time, 
but I felt that, if in fact the 
residency requirements were 
to be enforced starting in 1976, 
it would not be unreasonable to 
give the men's leagues this 
time in order to purge them¬ 
selves of illegal players. For 
this reason, and this reason 
alone, we agreed to wait the 
one year before insisting that 
the leagues be closed to all 
nonresidents. 

Now we find that a meeting 
was held by the Recreation 
Commission and attended by 
representatives of the men's 
softball leagues, and at that 
time it was decided that the 
residency requirements would 
be changed and would in fact, 
allow nonresidents to par¬ 
ticipate in all the leagues. 

This change would allow any 
person who had played in the 
Newton Recreation Depart¬ 
ment leagues at any time in the 
past to be eligible to play in¬ 
definitely in the future. That 
means that anyone who lived in 
this city five years ago or 10 
years ago and played on one of 
the teams that were sponsored 
by the Recreation Department, 
would, in fact, be eligible to 
play in these leagues again. 

This does not mean that they 
would have to have been on a 
roster in any of the past several 


years. They simply would have 
had to have played at any time 
prior to 1976. 

I do not think that the Newton 
taxpayers should be expected 
to provide continuing 
recreation programs to all 
persons that have moved out of 
this city just because at one 
time they were involved in 
these programs when they 
lived in this city. This would be 
the same as saying that this 
city is responsible to provide 
education, trash collection, fire 
protection, etc. to all the people 
who move out of this city just 
because we once supplied these 
services to them. 

Because 

of the number of times in the 
past that we have expressed 
our disapproval of allowing 
ewton recreation department 
leagues, i feel very strongly 
that the Recreation Com¬ 
mission should have at least 
notified either Marilyn 
Sicurella or myself of this 
meeting. 

I feel that we should have 
been given the opportunity to 
presentour arguments on this 
matter before the Commission 
took a vote on it. 

I hope that we will be 
giventhe time and opportunity 
to convince you that you have 
made a grave mistake. We 
would appreciate it if you 
would reconsiderthis vote, and 
then vote to disallow 
nonresidents to participate in 
our leagues.

We've Made a New Name For Ourselves 
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Public service employment bill 
developed by Sen. Backman 


Legislation aimed at 
reducing unemployment in 
Massachusetts through a 
public service employment 
program has liecn presented to 
the Committee on Commerce 
and Labor by Sen. Jack H. 
Backman. 

The bill .Senate 58, declares 
that a serious public 
emergency exists with respect 
to unemployment and un¬ 
deremployment and 
recognizes the right of every 
person to a meaningful job 
according to their physical and 
educational ability. 

The Backman bill 
establishes an Office of Public 
Service which would act as a 
conduit for job opportunity 
programs proposed by local 
governments with the advice of 
state agencies, public em¬ 
ployee unions and local 
government and citizen 
agencies. It would study and 
coordinate federal job 
programs with the 
Massachusetts effort. 

The Public Service Office 
would be headed by a director, 
who would give preference to 
programs utilizing unem¬ 
ployed and underemployed 
workers, as well as to 
programs involving im¬ 
provements in the en¬ 
vironment, provision of health 
services and social services, 
and meeting housing needs. 
These programs will aim at the 
training of necessary skills and 
attitudes necesssary both 
within and outside the public 
service area. 

This legislation was 
originally developed by 
Senator Backman in con¬ 
junction with the staff of for¬ 
mer Secretary of Manpower 
Affairs Mary Newman and the 
Massachusetts Special 
Commission on Employment, 
chaired by Backman. PD It 
recognizes that sooner or later 
Congress will enact legislation 
that will insure all persons a 


right to employment and is 
keyed to speedy im- 
ple mentation by 
Massachusetts of all federal 
legislation, present or future. 
Backman has been consulting 
with former U.S. Senator Fred 
Harris in regard to national 
strategy for enactment of the 
program. 

Pcrsonsemployed in public 
service programs under the 
Backman bill would be paid at 
least the minimum wage or a 
comparable salary prevailing 
for similar jobs in the private 
sector. 

Backman's public service 
employment bill is linked to, 
but not dependent upon, 
another piece of legislation he 
has filed, S.57, which would 
establish a Massachusetts 
Economic Development Bank 
iMEDB). The MEDB would 
have the responsibility and 
authority to undertake in¬ 
dustrial, residential, civic and 
technological projects and to 
provide funding and planning 
mechanisms now unavailable 
in Massachusetts. 

Correspondingly, Backman 
has submitted a proposal to the 
New England Regional 
Commission which sets forth 
the concept of a regional 
economic development bank. 
The Regional Commission is 
studying this proposal and an 
ad hoc task force has been set 
o to formulate plans of iin- 
F'emenl ation. 

Backman held a meeting 
with Cong. Michael 

Harrington, Senate President 
Kevin B. SenateHarrington; 
Ways and Means Committee 
Chairman James Kelly; James 
Howell, vice president of the 
First National Bank of Boston; 
and leading economists and 
businessmen from the region to 
develop the implemenetation 
of the regional bank. Ongoing 
dialogue with labor and in¬ 
dustry is planned until the 
concept of a regional economic 


program is realized. 

"Massachusetts must 
commit itself to offering a new 
plan for economic develop¬ 
ment. We have the resources 
and an extensive and diver¬ 
sified labor force. We can 
create new jobs and, at the 
same time, expand our 
economic base. 

“Each job we create in the 
public sector generates two 
jobs in private areas. This two¬ 
pronged attack — public jobs 
and an economic development 
bank — is just the first step to 
curing our economic ills. 

“The Commonwealth must 
develop an entirely new ap¬ 
proach to commerce and 
development. We need creative 
minds to formulate viable 
plans. We also need aggressive 
individuals who can utilize a 
favorable economic climate to 
seek out and recruit new 
business for Massachusetts 
and New England. 

“But we must remember 
that "ur state is not an island, 
that our well being is keyed to a 
favorable economic climate 
throughout the New England 
region 

“We can establish a foreign 
trade zone where the South 
Boston Naval Annex was. We 
can lure foreign business to our 
area and stimulate the growth 
of existing business. All that is 
necessary is the commitment. 
The know-how is there, the 
labor force is there. We must 
utilize them to their fullest," 
said Sen. Bak Backman. 

"The time is now for action," 
said Backman. "We must 
recognize that programs for 
human services can and must 
go hand in hand with the 
rebuilding of our economy. 
Unless a coordinated effort of 
New England government, 
labor and industry is initiated, 
we shall continue to lag behind 
other states in economic 
growth."

Growth policy committee will define Newton's development

Citizens, elected officials, 
and city officials will begin 
meeting tonight (Thursday) to 
give the state information on 
local growth and development 
in the past and what is hoped 
for in the future. 

All across the state, local 
Growth Policy Committees 
have begun a concentrated six 
months of activity that will 
yield planning information 
with which the state can begin 
to develop a rational land use 
and development plan fo; 
Massachusetts. 

The end product of the 
committees will be a 20-page 
questionnaire containing 
answers to hundreds of 
questions ranging from 
historical background on 
growth to community attitudes 
toward regionalization. 

The committees are called 
for by the Massachusetts 
Growth Policy Development 
Act, signed into law by Gov. 
Michael Dukakis in December, 
1975. 

The process of obtaining the 
information telescopes what 
might be a couple of years' 
work into less than one year 
and will produce a final report 
to be submitted to the governor 
and the legislature. 

The timetable calls for a 
public hearing to be held on the 
questionnaire at the end of 
April, and the development and 
circulation of a tentative local 


growth policy statement in 
May, followed in June by a 
public hearing on the 
statement. 

In July the Local Growth 
Policy Committee's work will 
be finished, with the sub¬ 
mission of the final local 
growth policy statement to the 
regional planning agency for 
the community and to the 
Office of State Planning. 

Newton's regional planning 
agency is the Metropolitan 
Area Planning Council 
iMAPC), whose deputy 
executive director is Newton 
resident James Miller’ also 
chairman of the Newton 
Housing Authority. 

MAPC must incorporate 
policy statements from its 
other 100 communities into a 
regional report in August, hold 
a public hearing, and prepare 
the final regional report to be 
sent up the ladder 

The final report on all par¬ 
ticipating communities (nearly 
all those in the state) should be 
done in November, 1976. 

At a recent conference held 
by MAPC to explain the 
Growth Policy Development 
Act to MAPC's constituent 
cities and towns, Frank Keefe, 
director of the Office of State 
Planning, tried to allay fears of 
some of the communities that 
the entire process would prove 
too difficult for the local 
committees to handle. 

The committees are all 


appointed, voluntary, citizen 
groups whose membership 
includes certain local officials, 
but is Intended to represent 
"disparate social, economic 
and environmental interests." 

The questionnaire itself is 
flexible, Keefe said, and need 
not be followed to the letter. 
The timetable also can be 
stretched somewhat if ab¬ 
solutely necessary, he added. 

He cautioned against hiring a 
consultant to prepare the 
report. 

In words from the in¬ 
structions on preparing the 
questionnaire, "The intention 
is to get a sense of the attitudes 
of local officials and citizens 
toward the community’s 
growth problems and 
priorities." 

The questionnaire is 
described as "not a 
professional planning exer¬ 
cise." 

"These questions should not 
require any new data collection 
or elaborate studies of any 
kind"’ the instructions em¬ 
phasize. 

Unless Newton, as it often 
does, overkills on talking and 
writing and "studying," the 
Local Growth Policy Com¬ 
mittee should not have the 
impossible job that some 
imagine the questionnaire and 
the subsequent reports to be. 

The committee is already six 
members larger than is 
required by the law. 

The committee must include

which to accept or reject the program. 

Assessors Waterman and Joseph 
Cosgrove have assured Mayor Theodore 
Mann that they will complete the 
evaluation of the CM revaluation 
program on schedule, in spite of the 
vacancy now existing in the three-man 
assessing board. 

The third position has been open since 
the resignation of Chief Assessor Milton 
Manin in December. 

According to Mayor Mann, the Per¬ 
sonnel Department has been advertising 
for applicants for the job, which will pay 
"up to $ 21 , 000 ," one advertisement read. 

Cole-1 jycr-Trumblc has been testing 
its computer data on the city's data- 
proccssing equipment and training city 
personnel in the computer operation for 
the past month. 

As soon as Michael Lebner of the 
mayor’s office certifies that the data- 
proccssing aspect of the revaluation 
program is acceptable, CLT will deliver 
tlTe balance of the material. 


Consisting of cards for each house, a 
manual of operation, and other in¬ 
formation to help the assessors, the 
"appraisal products" include about 8000 
notices to homeowners about the results 
nftheirhearings with CLT last spring. 

CLT's notices about whatever ad¬ 
justment may have been made in ap¬ 
praised valuations were spirited away 
with the rest of the CLT material during 
the period of CLT default on completion 
of the revaluation. 

Waterman said the notices will be 
mailed very shortly, but they mean 
nothing until the program has been ac¬ 
cepted and is ready to be implemented. 

He urges property owners not to call 
the assessors with complaints, since a 
deluge of phone calls will make the task 
of evaluation of the program even more 
time-consuming. 

Only if the program is accepted will the 
assessors look at the notices, and possibly 
make changes in the valuations they 
show. 


Levine has a consultant, Robert 
Schafer of the Harvard School Graduate 
School of Design, to help him with any 
possible legal entanglements arising 
from the revaluation. 

Revaluation was ordered by Judge 
Henry Chmielinski in the spring of 1973 in 
response to a taxpayers' suit charging the 
city with inequitable assessments. 

Hie city was ordered to have completed 
its reassessment by July 1, 1975, but 
Chmielinski granted a year's extension 
after I,evine showed that CLT had not 
complied with the contract between it and 
the city and could not rectify its poor 
performance quickly. 

The Board of Aldermen established a 
committee of its members to oversee the 
revaluation and this January elected 
Robert: Gaynor chairman at its first and 
only meeting so far. 

Gaynor has been planning to convene 
Ihe committee for some time but no date 
has been set.

organization of the School Department to 
show the chain of command. 

With the Committee’s emphasis on the 
importance of basic skills, it may look at 
the distribution of teachers according to 
departments in the schools. 

For example, at Meadowbrook Junior 
High School, the reduction of 4.4 teacher 
positions over a total of three years has 
meant a reduction of about three English 
teachers, while other departments have 
lost no more than one position. 

Assistant Principal William Jesdale 
said Meadowbrook has combined English 
and social studies departments and there 
are some teachers who teach both sub¬ 
jects. 

Jesdale said Tuesday he would look at 
the department and analyze exactly 
where the cuts have been made. 

High schools 

At Newton North teachers teach an 
average of 11 more students each week in 
the five major subject areas than the 
teachers at South. 

At South the Curriculum IA English 


classes for the smartest students average 
18.5 students in 12 classes. At North the 11 
classes in the same subject average 25.8 
students per class. 

In the five major subject areas, the 
average class sizes range from 0.3 to 3 
large at North. 

Federal lunding f 
The School Department receives a 
certain amount of federal funding each 
year based on the number of low-income 
pupils in all of the schools. 

According to Federal Projects Coor¬ 
dinator Joseph Utka, the Title I funding is 
to be distributed among "a small number 
of schools where help is most needed." 

Newton currently uses the money to 
help students in Linoln-Eliot and 
Emerson schools, which have the highest 
percentage of low-income students in the 
city, about 10 percent. 

the money received funds the 
equivalent of about six teacher positions, 
mostly to help students with reading. The 
federal funds also pay for social work and 
pshychologists' time in the two schools. 


With no specific guideline from the 
federal government on the percentage of 
schools the funds are to be used in, it 
would be possible to split the funding 
between four or six schools, if the School 
Committee could be swayed to do so. 

However Utka, whose position has been 
eliminated from next year's budget, feels 
Newton has a strong program now and is 
used as a model throughout the state. 

These inequities are problems that will 
have to dealt with by the School Com¬ 
mittee. 

The problem of teacher distribution 
will probably wait until fall when the 
enrollment is final. The Committee voted 
itself one more elementary teacher to 
save in reserve when it passed the 
budget, and will use it with the teacher 
aides to equalize opportunity in large 
schools or classes. 

The School Committtee has often asked 
the administration to bring in sup¬ 
plementary information to meetings to 
answer queries, and a probe in the area of 
equitable resource distribution would not 
be unusual for the new group. 


THE PRIMARY- 
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Indiana Senator Birch Bayh, said she 
thought the Bayh campaign was "going 
well in general."

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Avoid costly fashion mistakes 


"The easiest person to deceive is one's 
self," said British Baron Edward Bulwer 
l.ytton back in 1826. And, in many ways, 
it’s still true nearly 150 years later, 
regarding the manner in which one 
dresses. 

Taking up the cudgel, are two foreign- 
born designers, one who speaks from the 
vantage point of looking from the outside 
in and the other taking an internal 
viewpoint. 

Nino Cerruti, who calls Paris, Milan 
and Biella, Italy, home, thinks there are 
few mistakes that are typically 
American. "Most mistakes are world¬ 
wide," he claims. But he has discovered 
three things more often in America than 
elsewhere: (1) trousers that are either 
too short, too narrow or — worse yet — 
both! (21 a tendency to overdo ac¬ 
cessorizing "very seldom do men think 
that accessorizing has to be balanced 
with the entire garment" and (3) too 
much contrast in clothing — oversized 
jewelry, for example. 

While on the subject of carelessness, he 
continues: “Have you ever noticed the tie 
knots are very much out of proportion 
most of the time? large men, for 
example, wear little tiny knots that look 
like a mosquito, or the other way around. 
I am also against the white handkerchief 
protruding from a jacket pocket in a 
straight-across manner.

In the days of the wild and woolly west, 
ranch hands would ride into town and 
pick up their hundred pound sacks of 
flour, coffee, com meal and. most im¬ 
portant, dried beans. 

Well, even though the days of the 
buckboard and hundred pound bags of 
beans are gone, the goodness, versatility, 
and nutrition of dry beans which 
sustained old west adventurers through 
long, cold winters still abounds today in 
one. two and often times four-pound 
packages. One reasop ranchers and 
frontier homemakers used to buy such 
large bagsful of beans was that beans 
kept so well, and they still do, as long as 
dried beans are stored in moisture-proof 
containers such as the zip-lock film bags, 
glass jars, etc. 

Everybody's so very protein conscious, 
yet dried beans are seldom thought of 
except in the making of baked beans or a 
rich meaty soup. Sad, because a pound of 
dry beans, when cooked, will provide at 
least seven servings of three-fourths cup 
each or a dozen servings of rich bean 
soup. All dried beans, exotic or otherwise, 
are a good source of iron and B vitamins 
i particularly thiamine) and protein. 
Their protein, however, is most effective 
when combined with some type of 
protein; perhaps that's one of the reasons 
dry beans seem to go well with meat, 
pork and lamb dishes. 

Casseroles and meals in a pot made 
with dried beans are economical. Often 
times the recipe will request that you 
presoak the beans before using— when in 
a hurry, used canned beans (an excellent 
staple at all times). 

If dried bean cookery is new to you, we 
hope you will be adventuresome and try 
some of these low-in-cost, high-in-flavor, 
recipes. 

LIMA CASSEROLE WITH HAM 

1 pound dry baby lima beans, dried 

2 quarts water 

2 teaspoons salt 
2 tablespoons margarine 
2 medium onions, sliced (14 eupsi 

1 green pepper, diced (1 cup) 

4 cup ketchup 

>2 cup dark corn syrup 

2 tablespoons vinegar 

2 teaspoons dry mustard 
dash liquid hot pepper sauce 

1 cup diced cooked ham (4 pound) 
Place the rinsed beans in a large kettle 

with 3 quarts of water and salt. Bring 
slowly to a boil. Reduce heat; cover and 
simmer 10 minutes. Turn off heat and 
allow beans to stand for 1 hour. Bring 
beans to boil, reduce heat, cover and 
simmer 1 hour. Melt margarine in skillet. 
Add onions and green pepper; saute, 
stirring frequently, until tender. Mix 
ketchup with corn syrup, vinegar, 
mustard and liquid pepper sauce. Drain 
beans, reserving 1 cup liquid. Mix this 
liquid with ketchup mixture. In a 3-quart 
casserole, arrange limas, onion and 
pepper mixture and ham in alternate 
layers, beginning and ending with limas, 
pour ketchup mixture over top and bake 
m 325 degree oven uncobered, 2 hours 
until beans are browned and tender. 
Serves 10. 

BOSTON BAKED BEANS 

2 cups Great Northern or navy beaus 
8 cups water 

i* pound salt pork cut into 
4 inch pieces 


■2 cup dark molasses 
4 cup chopped onion 
2 teaspoons dry mustard 
4 teaspoon salt 
2 tablespoons brown sugar 
Wash beans. Cover with 4 cups cold 
water; let stand overnight. Drain. 
Combine beans and 4 cups water in large 
saucepan; cover; simmer until tender, 
about 1 hour. Drain: reserve liquid. 
Combine beans and salt pork in bean pot. 
Add enough water to bean liquid to 
measure 2 cups. Combine with molasses, 
onion, mustard, salt and brown sugar. 
Pour over beans. Stir carefully. Cover 
and bake at 300 degrees for 6 to 7 hours. 
Stir occasionally, adding water if 
necessary. Remove cover for last hour of 
baking. Do not stir. Serves 6-0. 

EASY BAKED BEANS SUPREME 
4 pound sliced bacon, diced 
2 medium-sized onions, chopped 
2 cans (1 lb. 4 oz. ea.) pork and beans 
I 1 2 teaspoons dry mustard 
1 ran (8 oz) pineapple, crushed 
4 cup chili sauce 
l i teaspoon salt 

Saute bacon and oinions slowly until 
onions are soft; drain off fat. Combine 
bacon and onions with beans, mustard, 
pineapple, chili sauce and salt; put into a 
casserole or bean pot, (about 14 Qt.) 
cover and bake in 275 degree oven for 2 
hours. Makes 6 servings. 

LIMA BEAN CASSEROLE DELUXE 

I pound dried lima beans 
4 cups cold water 

I I cups salad oil 

1 small onion chopped ('i cup) 

4 teaspoon salt 

l i cup green pepper, diced 

2 teaspoons sugar 
Pinch cayenne 

1 can (2 lb. 3 oz.) tomatoes, drained 
Salt and pepper to taste 
1 teaspoon sugar 
1 cup grated Parmesan cheese 

Cover beans with cold water and let 
soak, covered, in cool place overnight. 
Simmer until tender and drain. Heat 
salad oil, and saute onion until just 


golden. Put beans in shallow casserole 
and add oil and onion, scraping pan 
thoroughly. Add green peppers, salt, 2 
teaspoons sugar, and cayenne. Combine 
well, so that beans glisten with oil. Top 
mixture with canned tomatoes; sprinkle 
lightly with sugar, salt, and pepper; 
finish with grated cheese. Bake un¬ 
covered in oven at 350 degrees about 35 
minutes. Serves 6-8.

DEVILED HADDOCK 
2 pounds fresh or frozen haddock fillets 
or other fish fillets 

2 tablespoons butter melted 

4 ounces Cheddar cheese, shredded (1 cup) 

4 cup chili sauce 
1 teaspoon prepared mustard 
4 teaspoon prepared horseradish 
4 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 
Thaw frozen fish. Cut into 6 portions. Arrange fillets in a 
single layer on well-greased rack of pan, tucking under any 
thin edges. Brush fillets with melted butter; sprinkle with 
salt and pepper. Broil 4 inches from heat 'till fish flakes 
easily when tested w ith a fork, 10 to 15 minutes; do not turn.

2 teaspoons baking soda 

4 teaspoon baking powder 
1 cup bran flakes 
4 teaspoon vanilla extract 

Combine the raisins, water, butter, and salt in a 
saucepan. Bring to a boil and then cook for 2 minutes. Cool 
and drain, reserving the liquid. Beat the sugar and egg until 
fluffy.

2 egg yolks, slightly beaten 

14 teaspoons grated lemon rind 
2 cups (which equal one 44 oz. container 
frozen whipped topping, thawed) 

1 baked 9-inch pie shell, cooled 
Mix gelatin, sugar, and salt in saucepan. Add water and 
lemon juice. Blend in egg yolks. Place over medium heat 
and cook, stirring constantly, until gelatin is dissolved, 
about 5 minutes. Remove from heat and add lemon rind. 
Chill until slightly thickened. Place bowl of gelatin in larger 
bowl of ice and water. Whip with electric mixer or rotary 
beater until about double in volume. Blend in 14 cups of the 
whipped topping and pour into pie shell, Chill until firm, 3 to 
4 hours.

Some of the best new casuals for the city started with 
Italian shoe designers, who have long been among the 
world's style leaders for footwear.

Carrano-Maramar 
mocassions are especially good-looking for city wear, their 
surface softness supported by inner construction that keeps 
them hugging the foot, and their sleek silhouette accented 
with corded seaming and to-stitched tongues. 


For lovers of flat shoes, GSP has a city version of the 
canvas bike shoe, with top-stitched "reflector" strip down 
the vamp and doubled on the sides, and ankle ties. Vinyl 
thong sandals of Oriental inspiration rise on a slightly 
uplifted wedge, while the mule, once a bedroom or poolside 
slipper, also takes to the low wedge and such materials as 
brown faille or multicolor striped canvas.

South five most consistent at center

With the Lion regular 
basketball season dosed out as 
of three days ago against 
Ashland, it is time for the 
season evaluation of each 
position for the Lions. 

GUARD—In the type of 
offense the Lions used, most 
often il appeared as if they use 
"illy one guard, who plays the 
"point position." This position 
originally was manned by 
Mickey Atkins, and he held the 
starting role for most of (he 
first half of the year. 

Mick, when right, was 
probably the most exciting 
player nn the whole team. He 
had the talent and the desire to 
almost single-handedly turn a 
game around. He was an ex¬ 
pert dribbler and a fine passer 
But Mickey also had some 
faults, and by the end of the 
season Coach Dick Walker felt 
that they were outweighing his 
attributes 

The other point guard that 
Walker used was Jim Gold- 
farb. Jim is about as different 
. from Mickey as a player can 
be Where Mickey is a flashy 


ballhandlcr. Goldie is the 
conservative type. Where 
Mickey is a very graceful but 
erratic performer, Goldie is a 
scrambler, but is as steady as a 
rock. 

The other guard for South 
played much like a small 
forward. For most of the first 
half of the year the second 
guard for South was Mike 
Stollar. It was not until Marc 
Spector left the team that Matt 
Sabetti and Danny Wisel got 
some time at guard. For most 
of the season that time was 
given to Sabetti. 

II was not until the final few 
games that Wisel got some 
time. Sabetti improved greatly 
as the season progressed. In 
the beginning of the year he 
l ad trouble getting his shot 
together, but by the end of the 
year he had improved so 
greatly that he was picked as 
"lie of tlie Lion representatives 
I" the DCL all-star game. Wisel 
was a very talented player 
who, for some unknown reason, 
got little playing time. He was 
one of South's most effective 
offensive weapons 


FORWARDS—The forward 
situation for South was the case 
of Bill Greene and a cast of 
thousands. The season started 
out with Jim Sherman playing 
opposite Greene. This was the 
ideal situation for South on 
offense as Greene was able to 
shoot from the outside and 
Sherman was able to make his 
magic underneath the hoop. 
But this team had to be broken 
up a number of times in the 
first half of the year when 
Spector would get into foul 
trouble, and was broken up 
permanently when Sherman 
was moved to center. 

After Sherman left, the othei 
forward spot was filled at first 
by Mike Stollar. Mike had a 
strong year on defense, and 
was a good passer. 

Greene, of course, was the 
key man to the whole Lion 
season. It was because of him 
that the Lions were able to do 
as well as they did. He was 
their best scorer and passer 
and one of their key reboun- 
ders. There is- little that can be 
said about him that has not 
been said previously He led 


the Lions in scoring and was 
second in rebounding, to Jim 
Sherman. He was co-captain of 
the Lions and be made second- 
team Dual County league all- 
star team. It would seem that 
Greene was undoubtedly the 
most valuable Lion for the 
year. 

CENTER—The most con¬ 
sistent position for the Lions 
despite the midseason change 
from Spector to Sherman. In 
the beginning of the year 
Spector was a key man in the 
South plan of attack. He was 
rebounding and playing 
defense very well, and scoring 
enough to keep the opposition 
honest. 

Marc had one main

Shawmut Aquatic Club to 
sponsor swim championship 


The highlight event of the 
New England short course 
swim season will be on Friday, 
Saturday, and Sunday, March 
5th, 6th and 7th' at the Keefe 
Vocational Technical High 
School in Framingham, when 
the Framingham Park' and 
Recreation Department and 
the Shawmut Aquatic Club 
jointly sponsor the New 
England Amateur Athletic 
Union's Senior Swimming 
Championship Meet. 

Participation in this annual 
event is the culmination of 
years of hard practice (a 
senior competitive swimmer 
on the average swims about 30- 
40 miles a week year round ) for 
the 300 swimmers who gather 
for this weekend of com¬ 
petition. The butterfliers, back 
strokers, breast strokes and 


free stylers who will vie for the 
coveted senior trophies con¬ 
sider this meet as their entry 
tickets to the Regional and 
National Meets which are the 
proving grounds for United 
States Olympic swimmers 
This is the first time the New 
England Senior Cham¬ 
pionships have been held in the 
Framingham area and the 
Keefe Pool which is a 25 yard, 
six lane pool with a spectator 
seating capacity for ap¬ 
proximately 800 people. The 
pool will be specially equipped 
for this top swim event with 
electronic timing devices to 
insure accurate split-second 
timing of the swimmers. The 
time trial events begin at 10:00 
a.m. each morning with the 
finals of each day's events 
being run beginning at 6:00 
p.m. each evening. 


Competitive swimming in 
New England — other than in 
the collegiate league — is still 
in its infancy. There have been 
few Olympic swimmers to 
come out of New England up to 
this point. Although, California 
and mid-western swimmers 
have dominated U.S. swim¬ 
ming in past years, the number 
of competitive swimmers in 
this area is increasing 
dramatically — today there 
are over 4000 competitive 
swimmers in the New England 
area which is comprised of 
New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Massachusetts, and Rhode 
Island. 

The effect of this rapid 
growth is becoming apparent 
in (lie national swim record 
books where several New 
Englanders have placed well in 
competition in the past year. 


The swimmers who qualify in 
March in Framingham will 
then represent our area in the 
Region 1 championships in 
Princeton, N.J. one week after 
the New England Meet. 

Qualifiers from the Region 1 
Meet will then meet the 
swimmers from all the other 
regions in Long Beach, 
California in early April for the 
National Championships. 
Swimmers who place well in 
the Nationals are generally 
considered to be candidates for 
the qualifying meets for the 
U.S. Olympic team which will 
compete in the summer 
Olympics this year in Mon¬ 
treal. 

The Senior Championships in 
Framingham are open to the 
public for a minimal cost of 
$2.50 which includes a program 
and event heat sheets.

"A prototype for other in¬ 
dustries" is how Federal 
Mediation Conciliation Ser¬ 
vices (FMCS) commissioner 
Harold Davis described the 
procedure for handling con¬ 
sumer complaints devised by 
the Home Owners Warranty 
(HOW) program. 

HOW. the 10-year new home 
buyer protection plan, uses 
conciliation and arbitration as 
a means of settling disputes 
between home buyers and their 
builders. It has recently 
enlisted the expertise of the 
FMCS in developing a training 
program for its conciliators. 

Davis, who has worked as a 
field examiner for the National 
Ixibor Relations Board and has 
mediated a number of com¬ 
munity, educational and social 
problems as the assistant 
director for community 
disputes at the National Center 
for Dispute Settlement, a 
division of the American 
Arbitration Association 
(AAA), noted that "in this age 
of consumerism, business has 
to deal will) complaints. In this 
respect HOW is significant 
because it is the first time a 
whole industry has tried to 
institutionalize mediation for 
settling disputes. It is applying 
the principles of the labor- 
management area to the 
consumer area." 

HOW is a combination 
warranty-insurance plan of¬ 
fered by builders who have 
voluntarily registered w ith ttie 
program. HOW builders agree 
to build according to national 
standards. If a HOW home 
buyer discovers faults due to 
noncompliance with these 
standards and cannot reach an 
agreement with the builder 
concerning repairs, the con¬ 
ciliation and arbitration 
system provides a fair and 
inexpensive settlement 
alternative to court 
proceedings. 


Here's how the HOW system 
works. At the first step of this 
procedure, the local or state 
HOW Council attempts lo 
establish or re-establish 
communications between the 
builder and the buyer. If the 
home buyer is not satisfied 
with the builder's handling of 
the problem, he or she can then 
contact the local Council, 
where the builder is registered, 
and request that a conciliator 
he brought in. 

The home buyer pays a *25 
deposit — refundable if the 
claim has merit — and a 
neutral third party is assigned 
by the Council from its panel of 
conciliators. HOW mediators 
arc drawn from experts 
throughout the building field. 
The conciliator will then meet 
with both parties and attempt 
to clarify issues so the parties 
themselves can reach a 
mutually-acceptable agree¬ 
ment. If the two sides cannot 
agree, either the builder or 
buyer may request arbitration 
through the AAA. 

FMCS is lending assistance 
to HOW’s director of con¬ 
ciliation and arbitration, 

I-ester Wolff, a former vice 
president of the AAA, in 
developing the training 
program nationally and in 
implementing it through FMCS 
mediators assigned to regional 
offices. 

"The purpose of the sessions, 
which we plan to present to all 
local and state HOW Councils, 
is to develop among HOW 
conciliators an understanding 
and sensitivity of the various 
forms of settling differences," 
Wolff explained, “and to offer 
some of the techniques and 
methods for resolving disputes 
between builders and buyers." 

A pilot session was recently 
held at the Milwaukee HOW 
Council, attended by their 
panel of conciliators, Davis, 
Wolff and two local FMCS

NEW POINTERS 
IN NEEDLEWORK

Erica Wilson's first needlework project 
depicted a woman in a garden. It was 
stitched at about age 5 with heavy 
needlepoint wool on organdy. 

"Very lugubrious, very primitive,” she 
said in an interview. "Clouds were bump¬ 
ing into her hat." 

She said she chose organdy because she 
could trace the design directly on it. 
"There's nothing like the satisfaction of 
having done It yourself," she said. 

Miss Wilson will introduce even more 
novel ideas on her new 30-minute weekly 
television series, "Erica,” which 
recently premiered on Public Broadcast¬ 
ing Service stations across the United 
States: quilt-point, knitpoint and plaid- 
point, for example. 

She defined point as stitch. " 
Needlepoint is an imitation of (woven) 
tapestry done on canvas." 

Using the same approach she has 
developed stitches that imitate the effect 
of knitting, quilting and woven plaids and 
tweeds. 

She said plaid-point and tweed-point 
arc great for clothing because they are 
reversible. 

“You could do a patchwork design, 
leave the threads hanging on the ends, 
and you have fringe." 

She recommends knit-point for pillows, 
sofa covers and anything that needs to be 
stronger than knitting, and quilt-point for 
rugs and pillows. 

She’ll also demonstrate crewel-point, 
using crewel stitches on top of con¬ 
ventional needlepoint for a three- 
dimensional effect. 

Her program on costumes was inspired 
by, among other things, Russian em¬ 
broideries in the Brooklyn Museum, a 
Japanese kabuki robe and a Persian 
potentate's full-length, quilted, reversible 
robe. 

"It took me quite a while to figure out 
how it was done," she said of the latter. "I 
had to make myself an evening jacket (in 
the process)." 

She’s convinced youth is no barrier to 
needlework. Daughter Vanessa, now 9, 
started before she was 2 years old, she 
said. 

Her older daughter, Jessica, now 17, 
has been doing needlepoint for a long 
time. "Quite slapdash — she's the 
creative one. 

"Really, they’re the shoemakers' 
children. I hadn't time to teach Vanessa, 
so I put her in a class in Nantucket, where 
I have a group of teenaged girls who 
teach for me. 

Using traditional blunt-pointed needles, 
tots are taught to lace threads through 
canvas stretched tight on a frame, 

"It's just weaving. You can use both 
hands. I knot both ends of a double thread 
so they can't pull it out,” she said. 

In her summer classes in Nantucket, a 
5-year-old boy designed and worked a 
house with a wavy pennant on top, a 
fishing worm weathervane, 

"Six or seven is when they really do 
things," she added. 

She said a boom in rugmaking is part of 
the growing appreciation of hand work. 
"It’s still less expensive than buying rugs 
ready made." 

The new series will include blackwork 
and whitework techniques, which use 
embroidery on even weave fabrics, and 
Miss Wilson’s special technique for 
embroidering towels. 

A paperback book on blackwork and 
whitework is scheduled for publication 
this spring, and a hardcover book on the 
new series is due in the fall.

NEW POINTERS 
IN NEEDLEWORK

Erica Wilson’s first needlework project 
depicted a woman in a garden. It was 
stitched at about age 5 with heavy 
needlepoint wool on organdy. 

“Very lugubrious, very primitive," she 
said in an interview. "Clouds were bump¬ 
ing into her hat.” 

She said she chose organdy because she 
could trace the design directly on it. 
"There's nothing like the satisfaction of 
having done It yourself," she said. 

Miss Wilson will introduce even more 
novel ideas on her new 30-minute weekly 
television series, "Erica,” which 
recently premiered on Public Broadcast¬ 
ing Service stations across the United 
States; quilt-point, knitpoint and plaid- 
point, for example. 

She defined point as stitch. ” 
Needlepoint is an imitation of (woven) 
tapestry done on canvas." 

Using the same approach she has 
developed stitches that imitate the effect 
of knitting, quilting and woven plaids and 
tweeds. 

She said plaid-point and tweed-point 
arc great for clothing because they are 
reversible. 

"You could do a patchwork design, 
leave the threads hanging on the ends, 
and you have fringe." 

She recommends knit-point for pillows, 
sofa covers and anything that needs to be 
stronger than knitting, and quilt-point for 
rugs and pillows. 

She'll also demonstrate crewel-point, 
using crewel stitches on top of con¬ 
ventional needlepoint for a three- 
dimensional effect. 

Her program on costumes was inspired 
by, among other things, Russian em¬ 
broideries in the Brooklyn Museum, a 
Japanese kabuki robe and a Persian 
potentate’s full-length, quilted, reversible 
robe. 

“It took me quite a while to figure out 
how it was done," she said of the latter. "I 
had to make myself an evening jacket (in 
the process)." 

She’s convinced youth is no barrier to 
needlework. Daughter Vanessa, now 9, 
started before she was 2 years old, she 
said. 

Her older daughter, Jessica, now 17, 
has been doing needlepoint for a long 
time, "Quite slapdash — she’s the 
creative one. 

"Really, they're the shoemakers’ 
children. I hadn't time to teach Vanessa, 
so I put her in a class in Nantucket, where 
I have a group of teenaged girls who 
teach for me. 

Using traditional blunt-pointed needles, 
tots are taught to lace threads through 
canvas stretched tight on a frame. 

"It's just weaving. You can use both 
hands. I knot both ends of a double thread 
so they can’t pull it out," she said. 

In her summer classes in Nantucket, a 
5-year-old boy designed and worked a 
house with a wavy pennant on top, a 
fishing worm weathervane. 

"Six or seven is when they really do 
things," she added. 

She said a boom in rugmaking is part of 
the growing appreciation of hand work. 
"It's still less expensive than buying rugs 
ready made." 

Tiie new series will include blackwork 
and whitework techniques, which use 
embroidery on even weave fabrics, and 
Miss Wilson's special technique for 
embroidering towels. 

A paperback book on blackwork and 
whitework is scheduled for publication 
this spring, and a hardcover book on the 
new series is due in the fall.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
better bubble gum? 

A reader from Fenton, 
Mich., who thinks so, writes: 

"Late last March in Utah and 
Colorado there was a bubble 
gum in the stores called Bubble 
Yum. It was soft and easy to 
chew and had a delicious 
flavor. It is made by Life 
Savers Candy Co., but we 
never saw it in any other 
states. 

"Since Life Savers candy is 
distributed all over the United 
States, it seems strange that 
Bubble Yum is not on the 
market nationwide. Can you 
shed any light on this?" 

life Savers is about to come 
to your rescue. The company is 
scheduled to begin nationwide 
distribution of the product in 
February, although it may 
take some time for the gum to 
reach every candy counter. 

You found it in Utah because 
that was one of three test 
markets where consumer ac¬ 
ceptance was so fantastic 
production had to be tripled, a 
company spokeswoman said. 

She said the product is 
shaped more like conventional 
gum. Each pack contains five 
wrapped pieces, which are so 
soft you don’t have to chew it 
for 10 minutes before you can 
blow a bubble. 

William Morris, president of 
Life Savers Inc., also says 
market research revealed that 
many American adults are 
closet chewers: they like 
bubble gum but chew It behind 
dosed doors because they fear 
other people will find them 
weird. 

Morris added that research 
shows as many adults chew 
bubble gum as do children, 
especially adults in their 20s 
and 30s. 

"Older people like the taste 
and texture and the tension- 
relieving properties," said the 
spokeswoman. "It’s a fun 
thing. Adults like it because 
they can say ‘when I was a kid I 
could blow bubbles, and now 


I’m an adult and I can still blow 
bubbles’."

“I am on a low-cholesterol, 
low-fat diet. 1 cannot eat the 
yolks of an egg, but the whites 
are fine.

The Sport of Tennis Explored 
By United Press International 
World Class, by Jane and 
Burt Boyar. 

(Viking, $11.95) 

The protected, Mt. Olympus- 
like milieu of the professional 
athlete is portrayed with the 
care and precision of a 
dedicated reporter in this 
minor but interesting novel. 

In it, the sport of tennis is not 
so much depicted as dissected. 

The result is an endlessly 
intriguing exploration of how 
the game of tennis is played by 
professionals today, the type of 
individuals who succeed, and 
the effect that the pressures 
and prestige have on them. 

The authors, who also wrote 
a Sammy Davis Jr., biography, 
spent two years traveling with 
the pros on tour in the late 
1960s, when professional tennis 
was just beginning to win a 
following. Presumably, most of 
their characters are shaped on 
the personalities of actual 
athletes — in some cases the 
tennis fan may have little 
trouble identifying who was 
modeled after which player. 

The story line follows the 
lives of the 10 best tennis 
players in the world. They 
range from a sleek sophisticate 
who fancies fast cars and 
lovely women to an egotistical 
oaf who alienates everyone but 
his fans. 

The main focus, however, is 
on two youngsters breaking 
into ‘‘world class" tennis. 
Their struggles to overcome 
their past and to hone their 
abilities to a machine gloss 
make them the best realized 
characters in the narrative. 

Tennis and the individuals 
who perfect the game remain 
the real stars of the book. Top 
tennis players, the authors 
proclaim again and again, are 
nature’s gifted noblemen — 
handsome, gracious,, kind, liv¬ 
ing with distinction and in 
luxury. 

As one of the champs says in 
explaining what tennis has 
done for him: “Nobility is not 
born only in palaces. It can also 
he the result of desire." 

An attitude such as this, 
although it inay exist in real 


life, Ls hurd to grapple with in a 
novel. But the book is con¬ 
sistently entertaining, occa¬ 
sionally exciting and rich in the 
undeniable allure of 
professional sports, most 
particularly tennis, which has 
become a fast-growing 
American favorite.

Far¬ 
ming in a Flowerpot, 
(Workman, $2.75) is the 
revised edition of her popular 
Cucumbers iu a Flowerpot,

Federal 
employment 
bill has 
Mofenson's 
support 

State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton), House 
Chairman of the Committee on 
Human Sendees and Elderly 
Affairs, expressed his strong 
support for the work of the 
Congressional Joint Economic 
Committee and said he hoped 
that the negotiations now 
taking place in Washington on 
the Full Employment Bill will 
produce legislation committing 
the federal government to 
create a job for everyone who 
wants to work. 

"Our national economic 
policy has failedmiserably in 
providing work opportunities," 
Mofenson saifl, noting that "for 
the last two years, nearly 20 
million Americans who want to 
work have been without jobs." 

Mofenson was critical of 
President Ford’s economic 
report. "His solution is to have 
the jobless collect unem¬ 
ployment for an extended 
period and when that runs out, 
have them collect welfare." 
Mofenson said. "This is ex¬ 
pensive both financially and 
spiritually. It is without 
compassioneither for the 
taxpayer or the unemployed. 
The situation is too serious to 
call for more Band-Aid 
solutions." 

"What is required is a 
comprehensive program in¬ 
volving both the private and 
public sectors." 

Mofenson went on to explain 
that action by the federal 
government could result in 
substantial long-term savings. 
"By creating new jobs, we can 
increase tax revenues from 
those who are now out of work. 
At the same time, we can 
reduce the number of persons 
receiving unemployment 
benefits, welfare payments, 
and alleviate the demand for a 
variety of social services. 
Furthermore, the various jobs 
created could be used to meet 
many of society’s needs in the 
areas of public transportation, 
public works, mental health, 
and day care," he said. 

At the present time’ the 
unemployment rate in 
Massachusetts is 11.8 percent, 
well above the national 
unemployemnt rate of 8.3 
percent. "Although in early 
1970, the state’s unemployment 
rate was under 4 percent and 
nearly comparable to the 
national average, its rate in 
1975 was one of the top five in 
the country,” Mofenson said. 

The proposed federal 
legislation is a new draft of 
what is known as the Hawkins- 
Humphrey full employment 
bill. It was originally in¬ 
troduced more than a year ago 
by Rep. Augustus Hawkings 
(D-California) and Sen. Hubert 
H. Humphrey (D-Minn.) and 
has formed the basis for much 
of the discussion concerning 
employment issues in this 
year’s Presidential campaign. 

The Joint Economic Com¬ 
mittee, which met in Boston 
last week, has been holding 
regional hearings on unem¬ 
ployment, the impact of in¬ 
flation, and recommendations 
for possible remedies. It will 
sponsor a national conference 
in Washington, D.C., March 18- 
20 , to review the findings of the 
regional hearings and prepare 
legislative recommendations.

He brought on their lire hist spring when he sum¬ 
moned the top executives from the nation's seven 
largest oil companies to a Senate hearing to justify 
the "obscene profits" they were making.

Sound." says Jackson, "so I know what's happening 
to our irreplaceable fisheries.

haddock and tlounder runs. They've pul your own 
fishermen on the beach. And they've driven up the 
prices that New England people pay in the fish 
market." 

Jackson says he wants the control of U.S. waters 
put back in U.S. hands "and the sooner the better."

he added, "but it's criminal to wreck the natural run 
of these fish for years to come."

The brilliant rise of Henry M. Jackson on the 
American scene has been a road paved with hard 
work. 

Fleeted County Prosecutor in his own hometown 
of Everett, Washington at the age of 26. he became 
a United States Congressman at 28. 

He was first elected to the Senate in 1952 and 
became a national celebrity during the televised 
Senate Army-McCarthy hearings. 

In 1960. John F. Kennedy asked Jackson to be 
Chairman of the Democratic National Committee in 
his race for the Presidency. 

Jackson has never lost an election in his home 
state of Washington. The voters returned him to the 
Senate in 1970 with a record-breaking 84% of the 
vote.

Long an advocate of America taking a stronger 
stand in bargaining with the Soviet Union.

The 90,000-member Massachusetts

Jackson Calls For Health Reform: l 

“I want Medicare 
To Cover All 
Prescription Drugs, 
Dental Care, 

Eye Glasses and 
Hearing Aids...” 



Senator Jackson announced his plan 
for a sweeping reform of America’s 
health care system in a major statement 
released in Washington, D.C., last 
month. 

"When Medicare was enacted, it was 
thought to be able to cover most of the 
health expenses of the elderly." Jackson 
said. 

“Unfortunately, it is not working as 
intended. 

“Today hundreds of thousands of our 
senior citizens are forced to exhaust 
their savings, borrow from relatives and 
live at poverty levels in order to pay 
their medical bills." 

Jackson declared the first step should 
be to establish a national health insur¬ 
ance plan. 

“Next — I want Medicare to cover 


all prescription drugs, dental care, eye 
glasses and hearing aids.” he said. 

His third recommendation is to 
create a Cabinet-level Department of 
Health and reform the overlapping ad¬ 
ministration of federal health agencies. 

Fourth, Jackson wants to see brand- 
name drugs replaced, where appropri¬ 
ate, by less expensive generic drugs in 
all Federal programs. 

And fifth, he would start immediately 
to expand our medical schools, educate 
more doctors, more nurses more para¬ 
medics. 

“We have the best-trained doctors 
and most advanced medical technology 
in the world,” Jackson said. “But we 
are failing to deliver those skills and 
knowledge to all our citizens at a price 
they can afford.” 
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
